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The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measies, 1:0 in Gateshead, 1-1°in West Ham, in Ports- 


mouth, and in Bradford, 19 in Neweastle-on-Tyne, 2°0 in Nottingham, and 3°7 
‘in Plymouth ; and from whooping-cough, 1:0 in Swansea, 1° 1 in Birmingham, 


1°6 in Blackburn, and 2°0 in Nottingham. 


In no case did the death-rate from 


scarlet fever, from “ fever,” or from diarrhea reach 1°0 per 1000 in any of the 


thirty-three towns. 


The 103 deaths from diphtheria included 71 in London, 7 in 


Birmingham, 4 in Leicester, 3 in Birkenhead, 3 in Liverpool, and 3 in Leeds. No 
death from small-pox was registered in any of the thirty-three towns.

In Lonpon* 2717 srrras and 1580 peatus were registered. Allowing for 
increase of population, the births were 238, and the deaths 636, below the average 
numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. The annual death-rate 
per 1000 frum all causes, which had been 17.2, 15:1, and 20°8 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell again last week to 18°5. During the four weeks ending on 
Saturday last the death-rate averaged 17°9 per 1000, being 5°4 per 1000 below the 
mean rate in the corresponding periods of the ten years 1887-96. 

The 1580 deaths included 12 from measles, 21 from scarlet fever, 71 from 
diphtheria, 31 from whooping-cough, 9 from enteric fever, 11 from diarrhoea and 
dysentery, and not one death from small-pox, from typhus, from any ill-defined 
form of continued fever, or from cholera; thus, 155 deaths were referred to thes 
diseases, being 80 below the corrected average weekly number. ae 

The deaths from measles, which had been 15, 9, and 14 in the preceding three 
weeks, fell again last week to 12, the corrected average being 73; 4 cases belonged 
to Limehouse sanitary area. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 19, 12, 
and 19 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 21, but were 2 below 
the corrected average. ‘The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 58, 38, and 49 
in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 71, and were 30 above the 
corrected average; 6 cases belonged to Islington, 5 to Shoreditch, 5 to Poplar, 
5 to Wandsworth, 5 to Camberwell, 4 to St. Pancras, 4 to Mile End Old Town, 
4 to Bermondsey, 4 to Lambeth, 3 to St. Marylebone, 3 to Whitechapel, 3 to 
Newington, and 3 to Woolwich sanitary areas. ‘The deaths from whooping-cough, 
which had been 20, 14, and 46 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 
32, and were 40 below the corrected average ; 3 cases belonged to St. Pancras and 
3 to Islington sanitary areas. ‘The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had been 15, 
9, and 12 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 9,.and were 5 below 
the corrected average; 2 cases belonged to St. Pancras sanitary area. The deaths 
from diarrhea, which had been 9, 6, and 15 in the preceding three weeks, fell 
again last week to 11, the corrected average being 13. ‘ . 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 302, 
284, and 348 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 335, and were 
379 below the corrected average. . , 

The deaths attributed directly to enfluenza numbered 12, having been 8, 10, and 
14 in the preceding three weeks. : | pd! 

Different forms of violence caused 89 deaths, concerning all but 2 of which 
inquests were held. Of these 89 deaths, 16 were cases of suicide, 3 of homicide, and 
1 of execution, while the remaining 69 were attributed to accident or negligence. 
Nine of these were referred to vehicles in the streets, 5 to drowning, and 
15 (including 13 of infants under one year of age) to suffocation in bed. 


Casxs of Inrecrious Sickness in Hosprrats.f 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever Hospitals, 
and from the Highgate Small-pox Hospital, there were 2 cases of small-pox, 8597 of 
scarlet fever, 867 of diphtheria, and 118 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (‘Table 3). The admissions during the week, as com- 
pared with those in the préceding three weeks, were as follow:—Of small-pox, not 
one case, against-0, 0, and 3; of scarlet fever, 290 casés, against 291, 219, and 271 ; 
of diphtheria, 104 cases, against 125, 129, and 115; and of enteric fever, 17 cases, 
against 20, 9, and 21.

GREATER LONDON. 

In Greater London 38761 births and 2064 deaths were registered, corresponding 
‘to annual rates of 31°2 and 7°1 per 1000 of the estimated population. In the 
Outer Ring, 8 deaths from measles, 5 from scarlet fever, 14 from diphtheria, 
13 from whooping-cough, 1 from “ fever,” and 5 from diarrhea were registered. 
Six deaths from measles, 2 from scarlet fever, 3 from diphtheria, and 6 from 
whooping-cough occurred in West Ham district; 6 deaths from diphtheria and 
3 from whooping-cough occurred in Edmonton district.

The 
deaths of 438 London residents who died outside Registration London in the Islington Union Workhouse, 
Bowes Manor, the Strand Union Workhouse at Edmonton, the Holborn Union Workhouse at Mitcham, the 
City of London Lunatic Asylum at Stone, and the Metropolitan Hospitals and Asylums have been similarly 
distributed. In 485 cases the previous residence was outside Registration London, and these lhave been excluded

ANALYsIS OF METROPOLITAN WATER SUPPLY DURING DECEMBER, 1896. 


Water-analysis Laboratory, The Yews, Reigate, 
SIR, 2nd January, 1897. 

I HAVE to report to you the results of the chemical analysis, and of the physical and 
bacterioscopic examination, of the waters supplied to the inner, and portions of the outer, circle 
of the Metropolis during the month of December. 

At the request of the Associated Metropolitan Water Companies, I have extended these monthly 
examinations to (a) the chemical and bacterioscopic condition of the raw river waters at the 
intakes of the various Companies, and (6) to the bacteriology of the water as it issues from the 
filter beds of each Company, and before it is pumped into the distributing mains. 

I append, also, the results obtained in the analyses of the waters supplied to Birmingham and 
Glasgow by their respective Corporations. These analyses were made by Dr. Hill of Birmingham 
and Dr. Mills of Glasgow. 

Taking the average amount of organic impurity in a given volume of the Kent Company’s 
water during the nine years ending December 1876 as unity, the proportional amount contained 
in an equal volume of water supplied by each of the Metropolitan Water Companies and by 
the Tottenham Urban District Council, was:—Kent 0°8, Tottenham 1°2, East London (deep- 
well) 1°3, New River and Colne Valley 2°3, East London (river supply) 3°5, West Middlesex 
4:4, Chelsea 4°5, Grand Junction 5°2, Lambeth 5:8, and Southwark 6:8. The unfiltered river 
waters contained the following proportions :—Thames at Hampton 13°8, New River Cut 4:7, and 
the Lea at Angel Road 5:1. ; 

The Thames at Hampton was, on December 8th, turbid and brown in colour. It was of 
exceedingly bad quality, both chemically and bacterially, in consequence of a heavy flood. The 
water stored for 13 days by the Chelsea Company was, however, of tairly good chemical and 
bacterial quality, as was the case also with the water supplied to some of the Southwark Company’s 
filters from the new storage reservoir. Of the five Companies drawing their supplies from this 
river, the Chelsea and West Middlesex alone delivered water of fairly good chemical, and satis- 
factory bacterial, quality, the remaining waters contained an excessive quantity of organic matter 
ot vegetable origin; the Southwark and Lambeth Companies, however, reduced the number of 
microbes per cubic centimetre to a satisfactory extent.- The bacterial improvement effected by the 
various Companies is expressed by the following percentage numbers :—Chelsea 99°97, West

Middlesex 99°93, Southwark 99°97, Grand Junction (general well at Hampton) 98°11, (general 
well at Kew) 99°93, (south well at Kew) 99°89, and Lambeth 99°93. 

The New River Cut, before entering the storage and subsidence reservoirs of the New River 
Company, was, on December 19th, turbid and pale brown in colour. It was of fairly good chemical 
but bad bacterial quality. After efficient filtration, it was delivered in excellent chemical, but 
indifferent bacterial, condition. The bacterial improvement effected by this Company was, in the 
general filter well, 98°17 per cent. The water taken from the Lea at Angel Road by the Kast 
London Company was of moderately good chemical, but very bad bacterial quality. After efficient 
filtration, it was delivered in good chemical condition, and the bacterial improvement effected 
by this Company is expressed by the following percentage numbers :—No. 1 Essex well 99°71 
No. 2 Essex well 99°82, and Middlesex well 99°93. ‘ 

The deep-well waters of the Kent and East London Companies, and of the Tottenham Urban 
District Council were of excellent chemical quality, but that delivered by the Colne Valley Com- 
pany contained, for deep well water, an excessive quantity of organic matter, the Tottenham 
supply was very slightly turbid, but the remaining deep-well waters were clear and transparent. 
The Colne Valley Company’s supply was softened by Clark’s process before delivery, and thus 
rendered of excellent quality for washing. ; 

Seen through a stratum two feet.deep, the Kent, Colne Valley, and East London deep- 
well waters were clear and colourless, and the Tottenham colourless but very slightly turbid 
the New River and East London waters were clear and very pale yellow, the Chelsea and West 
Middlesex clear and ‘pale yellow, and the remaining waters clear and yellow. 

The bacterioscopic examination of the raw river waters, before and after storage, and of the 
supplies delivered by the various Companies and collected on the 8th, 9th, 10th, and 19th of 
December yielded, after incubation, from four to five days, the results contained in the 


following table :—

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measles, 1°0 in West Ham, 1°6 in Nottingham, 1°7 in 
Portsmouth, 1°8 in Bradford, and 2°1 in Plymouth ; from scarlet fever, 1:0 in 
Gateshead; from whooping-cough, 1:0 in Huddersfield, 1:1 in Sunderland, 
1°6 in Bristol and in Nottingham, and 2:0 in Blackburn; and from “ fever,” 
1:1 in Halifax. The 77 deaths from diphtheria included 52 in London, 9 in 
Birmingham, and 2 in Bristol. No death from small-pow was registered in any of 


the thirty-three towns. 
LONDON. 


In Lonpon{ 2928 BIRTHS and 1538 pEATHS were registered. Allowing for 
increase of population, the births were 79 above, and the deaths 834 below, the average

During the four weeks ending on 
Saturday last the death-rate averaged 18°1 per 1000, being 6°9 per 1000 below the 
mean rate in the corresponding periods of the ten years 1887-96. ; 


The 1538 :deaths included 16 from measles, 15 from scarlet fever, 52 from | 


diphtheria, 33 from whooping-cough, 14 from enteric fever, 19 from diarrhoea and 
dysentery, and not one death from small-pox, from typhus, from any ill-defined 
form of continued fever, or from cholera; thus, 149 deaths were referred to these 
diseases, being 87 below the corrected average weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 9, 14, and 12 in the preceding three 
weeks, rose again last week to 16, but were 55 below the corrected average ; 3 cases 
belonged to Islington and 8 to St. George-in-the-East sanitary areas. ‘The deaths 
from scarlet fever, which had been 12,19, and 21 in the preceding three weeks, 
fell again last week to 15, and were 6 below the corrected average ; 3 cases belonged 
to Shoreditch sanitary area. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 38, 49, 
and 71 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 52, but were 17 above 
the corrected. average; 6 cases belonged to Poplar, 5 to Shoreditch, 4 to Islington, 
4 to Hackney, 4 to Bermondsey, 3 to Chelséa, and 3 to St. Pancras sanitary areas. 
The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 14, 46, and 31 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose again last week to 33, but were 48 below the corrected average ; 
4 cases belonged to Camberwell and 4 to Greeuwich sanitary areas. The fatal cases 
of enteric fever, which had been 9, 12, and 9 in the preceding three weeks, rose 
again last week to 14, the corrected average being 13; 2 cases belonged to Chelsea, 
2 to St. Marylebone, and 2 to Mile End Old Town sanitary areas. The deaths 
from diarrhea, which had been 6, 15, and 11 in the preceding three weeks, rose 
again last week to 19, and were 5 above the corrected average. a 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 284, 
348, and 335 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 306, and were 
495 below the corrected average. 

The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 14, having been 10, 14, and 
]2 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 59 deaths, concerning all but 2 of which 


inquests were held. Of these 59 deaths, 1 was a case of suicide, while the remaining 


58 were attributed to accident or negligence. ‘Two of these were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, 4 to drowning, and 10 (of infants under one year of age) to 
suffocation in bed. 


Caszs of Inrectious SICKNESS in HospitTats.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever Hospitals, 
and from the Highgate Small-pox Hospital, there were 3 cases of smal!-pox, 3414 of 
scarlet fever, 862 of diphtheria, and 106 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as com- 
pared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follow:—Of small-pox, 
one case, against 0, 3, and 0; of scarlet fever, 208 cases, against 219, 271, and 290 ; 
of diphtheria, 108 cases, against 129, 115, and 104; and of enteric fever, 9 cases, 
against 9, 21, and 17. 


GREATER LONDON. 

In Greater London 8998 births and 1939 deaths were registered, corresponding 
to annual rates of 33°1 and 16°] per 1000 of the estimated population. In the 
Outer Ring, 9 deaths from measles, 1 from scarlet fever, 6 from diphtheria, 9 from 
whooping-cough, 6 from “fever,” and 5 from diarrhcea were registered. Five 
deaths from measles occurred in West Ham district and 3 in Kingston district; 
2 deaths from “fever” occurred in Hendon district and 2 in West Ham district. 


METEOROLOA@Y. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°71 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 37°°8, the latter being 0°°3 below the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90, 
The direction of the wind was North-Easterly, the horizontal movement of the air being 20 per cent. 
below the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. ‘The duration of registered bright sunshine in 
the week was 1-°3 hours.. The measured rainfall amounted to 0:22 of an inch.

Meteorological Observations. 
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| Tuirty-THREE Grear Towns. 

The deaths registered last week in Tuirty-raree Great Towns of England 
and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 19°7 per 1000 of their aggregate 
population, which is estimated* at 10,992,524 persons in the middle of this year. 
The deaths registered in each of the last four weeks in the several towns,

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were:—from measles, 1:0 in Gateshead, and 1°6 in Plymouth, in 
Nottingham, and in Bradford; from whooping-cough, 1°0 in Leicester, 1:1 in 
Birmingham, 1°2 in Wolverhampton and in Salford, 1°6 in Blackburn, 2°] in 
Swansea, 2°2 in Nottingham, and 2°9 in Burnley ; and from “ fever,” 1°5 
in Sunderland. In no case did the death-rate from scarlet fever or from diarrhea 
reach 1°0 per 1000 in any of the thirty-three towns. The 87 deaths from 
diphtheria included 63 in London, 4 in Birmingham, and 3 in Liverpool. One 
death from small-pox was registered in London, but not one in any other of the 


thirty-three towns.

In Lonpon} 2484 sirtus and 1547 DEATHS were registered. Allowing for 
increase of population, the births were 357, and the deaths 727, below the average 
numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. The annual death-rate

During the four weeks ending on 
Saturday last the death-rate averaged 18°9 per 1000, being 7°3 per 1000 below the 
mean rate in the corresponding periods of the ten years 1887-96. 

The 1547 deaths included 1 from small-pox, 14 from measles, 14 from scarlet 
fever, 63 from diphtheria, 41 from whooping-cough, 7 from enteric fever, 16 from 
diarrhoea and dysentery, 1 from cholera, and not one death from typhus, or from 


any ill-defined form of continued fever; thus, 157 deaths were referred to these. 


diseases, being 63 below the corrected average weekly number. 

The death from small-pox was that of a female, aged 9 years, who had been 
removed from Greenwich sanitary area to the Metropolitan Ayslum Board hospital 
ship Aélas off Dartford. ‘The deaths from measles, which had been 14, 12, and 16 
in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 14, the corrected average being 
59; 3 cases belonged to Westminster, 3 to Islington, and 3 to Poplar sanitary 
areas. ‘The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 19, 21, and 15 in the 
preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 14, and were 8 below the corrected 
average; 2 cases belonged to Paddington sanitary area. The deaths from 
diphtheria, which had been 49, 71, and 52 in the preceding three weeks, rose again 
last week to 63, and were 30 above the corrected average; 8 cases belonged to 
Islington, 6 to Camberwell, 5 to Lambeth, 4 to Hackney, 4 to Bethnal Green, 4 to 
Battersea, 3 to Hampstead, 3 to Poplar, and 3 to Bermondsey sanitary areas. The 
deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 46, 31, and 338 in the preceding three 
weeks, further rose last week to 41, but were 37 below the corrected average ; 6 
cases belonged to Clerkenwell, 5 to Newington, and 4+ to Mile End Old Town 
sanitary areas. The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had been 12, 9, and 14 in 
the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 7, the corrected average being 13 ; 
2 cases belonged to St. Marylebone sanitary area. The deaths from diarrhea, 
which had been 15, 11, and 19 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week 
to 16, but were 2 above the corrected average. 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 348, 
335, and 306 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 325, but were 
407 below the corrected average. 

The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 7, having been 14, 12, and 
14 in the preceding three weeks. | 

Different forms of violence caused 63 deaths, concerning all but 1 of which 
inquests were held. Of these 63 deaths, 2 were cases of suicide, and 3 of homicide, 
while the remaining 58 were attributed to accident or negligence. Two of these 
were referred to vehicles in the streets, 5 to drowning, 1 to the effects of chloroform 
administered for surgical purposes, and 13 (including 12 of infants under one year 
of age) to suffocation in bed. 


Casxs of Inrectious Sickness in Hospitats.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever Hospitals, 
and from the Highgate Small-pox Hespital, there were 2 cases of smal!-pox, 3354 of 
scarlet fever, 881 of diphtheria, and 109 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as com- 
pared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follow:—Of small-pox, 
not one case, against 3, 0,and 1; of scarlet fever, 249 cases, against 271, 290, and 
208 ; of diphtheria, 93 cases, against 115, 104, and 108; and of enteric fever, 
18 cases, against 21, 17, and 9. 

GREATER LONDON. 

In Greater London 3416 births and 1959 deaths were registered, corresponding 
to annual rates of 28°3 and 16°2 per 1000 of the estimated population. In the 
Outer Ring, 6 deaths from measles, 6 from scarlet fever, 10 from diphtheria, 
12 from whooping-cough, 2 from “fever,” and i from diarrhoea were registered. 
Four deaths from measles occurred in Kingston district; 3 from diphtheria in 
iidmonton district ; 4 from scarlet fever, 3 from diphtheria, 5 from whooping-cough, 
and 2 from “fever” in West Ham district. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29:73 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 31°*1, the latter being 7°:3 below the week’s average in the.50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was North-Easterly, the horizontal movement of the air being 12 per cent, 
above the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. ‘The duration of registered bright sunshine in 
the week was 4°6 hours. Rain or melted snow was measured to the amount of 0°16 of an inch.

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THIRTY-THREE GREAT Towns. 

The deaths registered last week in Tarrry-raree Great Towns of England 
and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 20°6 per 1000 of their aggregate 
population, which is estimated* at 10,992,524 persons in the middle of this year. 
The deaths registered in each of the last four weeks in the several towns,

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were:—from measles, 1:1 in Bradford, 1°5 in Gateshead, 1°6 in 
Plymouth, and 1°8 in Nottingham; from scarlet fever, 1°0 in Salford and 1:3 
in Croydon; from whooping-cough, 1:0 in Swansea, 1-1 in Birmingham and in 
Oldham, 1°2 in Salford, 2:0 in Bristol, in Burnley, and in Blackburn, and 2°4 in 
Wolverhampton ; and from diarrhea, 1:0 in Burnley and 1°4 in Preston. In no 
case did the death-rate from “fever” reach 1°0 per 10CO in any of the thirty- 
three towns. The 83 deaths from diphtheria included 53 in London, 6 in Birming- 
ham, 4 in West Ham, 3 in Wolverhampton, 3 in Oldham, and 3 in Liverpool. No 
death from small-pox was registered in any of the thirty-three towns. 

Lonvon. 

In Lonnont 2715 sirras and 1702 pratus were registered. Allowing for 

increase of population, the births were 59, and the deaths 304, below the average

The annual death-rate 
per 1000 from all causes, which had been 18:5, 18-0, and 18°1 in the preceding 
three weeks, further rose last week to 19°9. During the four weeks ending on 
Saturday last the death-rate averaged 18°6 per 1000, being 7°2 per 1000 below the 
mean rate in the corresponding periods of the ten years 1887-96. : 

The 1702 deaths included 18 from measles, 13 from scarlet fever, 53 from 
diphtheria, 47 from whooping-cough, 7 from enteric fever, 1 from an ill-defined 
form of continued fever, 11 from diarrhoea and dysentery, and not one death from 
small-pox, from typhus, or from cholera; thus, 145 deaths were referred to these 
diseases, being 57 below the corrected average weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 12, 16, and 14 in the preceding three 
weeks, were 13 last week, the corrected average being 45. The deaths from scarlet 
fever, which had been 21, 15, and 14 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last 
week to 13, and were 5 below the corrected average. ‘The deaths from diphtheria, 
which had been 71, 52, and 63 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 
53, but were 17 above the corrected average; 4 cases belonged to Hammersmith, 
4 to St. Pancras, 4 to Islington, 4 to Camberwell, 8 to Mile End Old Town, 3 to 
Lambeth, and 3 to Battersea sanitary areas. The deaths from whooping-cough, 
whieh had been 81, 33, and 41 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week 
to 47, but were 28 below the corrected average ; 8 cases belonged to Lambeth, 4 to 
St. Pancras, 4 to Newington, and 4 to Greenwich sanitary areas. ‘The fatal cases 
of enteric fever, which had been 9, 14, and 7 in the preceding three weeks, were 
again 7 last week, the corrected average being 11; 2 cases belonged to Paddington 
and 2 to Kensington sanitary areas. ‘The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 
11, 19, and 16 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 11, and were 
5 below the corrected average. . 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 335, 
306, and 3265 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 355, but were 
240 below the corrected average. 

The deaths attributed directly to anflwenza numbered 7, having been 12, 14, and 
7 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 75 deaths, concerning all but 5 of which 
inquests were held. Of these 75 deaths, 5 were cases of suicide, while the remaining 
70 were attributed to accident or negligence. Six of these were referred to vehicles 
in the streets, 6 to drowning, and 16 (including 13 of infants under one year of 
age) to suffocation in bed. 


Caszs of Inrectious SICKNESS in HospiTAts.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever Hospitals, 
and from the Highgate Small-pox Hospital, there were 9 cases of smal!-pox, 3311 of 
scarlet fever, 902 of diphtheria, and 110 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
nospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as com- 
pared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follow:—Of small-pox, 

7 cases, against 0, 1, and 0; of scarlet fever, 254 cases, against 290, 208, and — 
249 ; of diphtheria, 116 cases, against 104, 108, and 93; and of enteric fever, — 
12 cases, against 17, 9, and 18. 


GREATER LONDON. 

In Greater London 3686 births and 2154 deaths were registered, corresponding 
to annual rates of 30°6 and 17°9 per 1000 of the estimated population. In the 
Outer Ring, 9 deaths from measles, 6 from scarlet fever, 21 from diphtheria, 
13 from whooping-cough, 4 from “fever,” and 4 from diarrhoea were registered. 
Three deaths from scarlet fever occurred in Croydon district; 4 from diphtheria 
in Brentford district ; 4 from diphtheria and 4 from whooping-cough in Edmonton 
district ; 4 from measles, 8 from diphtheria, 4 from whooping-cough, and 3 from 
“fever” in West Ham district. 

METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°59 inches, and that of the — 
Thermometer 33°°1, the latter being 6°°1 below the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90, — 
The direction of the wind was North-Westerly, the horizontal movement of the air being 8 per cent. ; 
above the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered bright sunshine in _

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measles, 1*1 in Plymouth and in Bradford ; from whooping- 
cough, 1°0 in West Ham and in Derby, 1°1 in Portsmouth and in Plymouth, 
1°5 in Sunderland, 1°6 in Nottingham, 1°8 in Bristol, 2°0 in Blackburn, 2°6 in 
Swansea, and 2°9 in Burnley ; from “ fever,” .1°0 in Gateshead, 1'1 in Halifax, 
and 1:2 in Wolverhampton and in Hull; and from diarrhea, 1°0 in Burnley. In 
no case did the death-rate from scarlet fever reach 1°0 per 1000 in any of the 
thirty-three towns. The 69 deaths from diphtheria included 46 in London, 5 in 
West Ham, 5 in Birmingham, and 4 in Leeds. No death from small-pox was 


registered in any of the thirty-three towns.

LONDON. 


In Lonpon* 2582 srrtus and 1764 peatus were, registered. Allowing for 
increase of population, the births were 264, and the deaths 62, below the average 
numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. The annual death-rate 
per 1000 from all causes, which had been 18:0, 18:1, and 19°9 in the preceding 
three weeks, further rose last week to 20°6. During the four weeks ending on 
Saturday last the death-rate averaged 19°2 per 1000, being 5:6 per 1000 below the 
mean rate in the corresponding periods of the ten years 1887-96. 

The 1764 deaths included 9 from measles, 14 from scarlet fever, 46 from 
diphtheria, 49 from whooping-cough, 15 from enteric fever, 11 from diarrhoea and 
dysentery, and not one death from small-pox, from typhus, from any ill-defined form 
of continued fever, or from cholera; thus, 144, deaths were referred to these 
diseases, being 49 below the corrected average weekly number. | 

The deaths trom measles, which had been 16, 14, and 13 in the preceding three 
weeks, further fell last week to 9, the corrected average being 31. The deaths from 
scarlet fever, which had been 15, 14, and 13 in the preceding three weeks, were 14 
last week, the corrected average being 20; 2 cases belonged to Kensington, 2 to 
Battersea, and 2 to Wandsworth sanitary areas. The deaths from diphtheria, 
which had been 52, 63, and 53 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week 
to 46, but were 5 above the corrected average; 7 cases belonged to Camberwell, 
5 to Hackney, 3 to Islington, 3 to Shoreditch, and 3 to Bethnal Green sanitary 
areas. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 33, 41, and 47 in the 
preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 49, but were 24 below the 
corrected average; 9 cases belonged to Camberwell, 6 to Islington, and 5 to 
Newington sanitary areas. The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had been 14, 7, 
and 7 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week’to 15, exceeding the 
corrected average by 3; 2 cases belonged to Clerkenwell, 2 to Battersea, 2 -to 
Wandsworth, and 2 to Greenwich sanitary areas. The deaths from diarrhea, 
which had been 19, 16, and 11 in the preceding three weeks, were again 11 last 
week, the corrected average being 14. 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 306, 
325, and 355 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 404, but were 
81 below the corrected average. ) 

The deaths attributed directly to cnfluenza numbered 11, having been 14, 7, and 
7 in the preceding three weeks. | 

Different forms of violence caused 67 deaths, concerning all but 4 of which 
inquests were held. Of these 67 deaths, 6 were cases of suicide, while the remaining 
G1 were attributed to accident or negligence. Seven of these were referred to vehicles 
in the streets, 1 to a conflagration, 1 to the effects of chloroform adminstered for 
surgical purposes, and 17 (of infants under one year of age) to suffocation in bed. 


Casxs of Inrectious Sickness in HospiTats.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever Hospitals, 
and from the Highgate Small-pox Hospital, there were 21 cases of small-pox, 3153 of 
scarlet fever, 883 of diphtheria, and 97 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (‘Table 3). The admissions during the week, as com- 
pared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follow:—Of small-pox, 
12 cases, against 1, 0, and 7; of scarlet fever, 245 cases, against 208, 249, and 
254; of diphtheria, 95 cases, against 108, 93, and 116; and of enteric fever, 
12 cases, against 9, 18, and 12. |

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GREATER LONDON. 

In Greater London 3529 births and 2263 deaths were registered, corresponding 
to annual rates of 29°3 and 18°8 per 1000 of the estimated population. In the 
Outer Ring, 6 deaths from measles, 2 from scarlet fever, 14 from diphtheria 
22 from whooping-cough, 3 from “fever,” and 3 from diarrhoea were registered, 
Three deaths from measles occurred in Kingston district ; 3 deaths from diphtheria 
in Brentford district ; 8 deaths from diphtheria and 9 from whooping-cough in West 
Ham district. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°35 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 37°°8, the latter being 2°°0 below the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90, 
The direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of the air being 35 per cent. 
below the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered bright sunshine in 
the week was 0°4 hours, The measured rainfall amounted to 1°83 inches.

I HAVE to report to you the results of the chemical analysis, and of the physical and 
bacterioscopic examination, of the waters supplied to the inner, and portions of the outer, circle 
of the Metropolis during the month of January. 

At the request of the Associated Metropolitan Water Companies, I have extended these monthly 
examinations to (a) the chemical and bacterioscopic condition of the raw river waters at the 
intakes of the various Companies, and (b) to the bacteriology of the water as it issues from the 
filter beds of each Company, and before it is pumped into the distributing mains. 

I append, also, the results obtained in the analyses of the waters supplied to Birmingham and 
Glasgow by their respective Corporations. These analyses were made by Dr. Hill of Birmingham 
and Dr. Mills of Glasgow.

The numbers in the analytical Table can be converted into grains per imperial gallon by 
multiplying them by 7, and then moving the decimal point one place to the left. The same

The Thames at Hampton was, on January 5th, turbid and pale brown in colour. It was of 
bad quality, both chemically and bacterially. The water stored for 12 days by the Chelsea Com- 
pany, and which was being supplied to their filters, was much better. Of the five Companies 
drawing their supplies from this river, the Chelsea, West Middlesex, Grand Junction, and Lambeth 
delivered water of satisfactory bacterial quality. The bacterial improvement effected by the 
various Companies is expressed by the following percentage numbers :—Chelsea 99°88, West 
Middlesex 99°61, Southwark (No. 1 filter) 80°59, (No. 2 filter) 93°74, Grand Junction (general 
well at Hampton) 98°4, (general well at Kew) 99°28, (south filter at Kew) 99:81, and Lambeth 
99°46. 

The New River Cut, before entering the storage and subsidence reservoirs of the New River 
Company, was, on January 7th, turkid and yellow in colour. It was of inferior quality both 
chemically and bacterially, but, like all the supplies from the Thames, it was efficiently filtered 
before delivery. The bacterial improvement effected by this Company was, aS determined in a 
sample from the general filter well, 95°61 per cent. The water taken from the Lea at Angel Road 
by the East London Company was of indifferent chemical, and bad bacterial, quality. It was 
efficiently filtered before delivery, and was improved bacterially to the following extent :—No. 1 
Essex well 99°23, and No. 2 Essex well 98°32, per cent. 

The deep-well waters of the Kent and East London Companies, and of the Tottenham Urban 
District Council were clear and colourless and of most excellent chemical quality ; the Colne Valley 
Jompany’s water was also clear and nearly colourless, but it contained, for deep-well water, a 
rather large proportion of organic matter of vegetable origin; it was, however, softened before 

delivery, and thus rendered suitable for washing. 

Seen through a stratum two feet deep, the Kent, Tottenham, and East London deep-well 
were clear and colourless, the Colne Valley clear and nearly colourless, the New River clear and 
pale yellow, the East London clear and yellow, and all the Thames-derived waters clear and 
yellow. 

The bacterioscopic examination of the raw river waters, before and after storage, and of the 
supplies delivered by the various Companies and collected on the 5th, 6th, 7th, and 18th of 
January yielded, after incubation, for from four to eight days, the results contained in the

THIRTY-THREE GREAT Towns. 

The deaths registered last week-in Tuirty-rHree Great Towns of England 
and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 19°6 per 1000 of their aggregate 
population, which is estimated* at 10,992,524 persons in the middle of this year. 
The deaths registered in each of the last four weeks in the several towns, 
alphabetically arranged, corresponded to the following annual rates per 1000 :—

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measles, 1°1 in Oldham, and 2°6 in Bolton; and from 
whooping-cough, 1:0 in Swansea, 1°5 in Burnley, 2°0 in Nottingham, and 2°2 in 
Bristol. In no case did the death-rate from scarlet fever, from “ fever,” or from 
diarrhea reach 1°0 per 10CO in any of the thirty-three towns. The 62 deaths 
from diphtheria included 37 in London, 4 in Birmingham, and 4 in Liverpool. 
Two deaths from small-pox were registered in London, but not one in any other of 
the thirty-three towns. 

LONDON. 

In Lonpon{ 2917 srrtus and 1588 peatus were registered. Allowing for, 
increase of population, the births were 41 above, and the deaths 179 below, the average 
numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. ‘The annual death-rate 
per 1000 frum all causes, which had been 18-1, 19°9, and 20°6 in the preceding

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three weeks, fell again last week to 18:6. During the four weeks ending on 
Saturday last the death-rate averaged 19°3 per 1000, being 3-7 per 1000 below the 
mean rate in the corresponding periods of the ten years 1887-96. 

The 1588 deaths included 2 from small-pox, 13 from measles, 17 from scarlet 
fever, 37 from «diphtheria, 41 from whooping-cough, 9 from enteric fever, 17 from 
diarrhoea and dysentery, and not one death from typhus, from any ill-defined form 
of continued fever, or from cholera; thus, 186 deaths were referred to these 
diseases, being 47 below the corrected average weekly number. 

The 2 fatal cases of small-pox belonged to Camberwell and Greenwich sanitary 
areas. ‘The deaths from measles, which had been 14, 13, and 9 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose again last week to 13, but were 19 below the corrected average ; 
3 cases belonged to Poplar sanitary area. The deaths from scarlet fever, which 
had been 14, 13, and 14 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to ive 
but were 2 below the corrected average ; 3 cases belonged to Poplar, 2 to Hackney, 
2 to Bethnal Green, 2 to Wandsworth, and 2 to Camberwell Sanitary areas. The 
deaths from diphtheria, which had been 63, 53, and 46 in the preceding three 
weeks, further fell last week to 87, and were 2 below the corrected average; 4 cases 
belonged to Mile End Old Town, 4 to Camberwell, 3 to Islington, 3 to Hackney, 
and 3 to Woolwich sanitary areas. ‘Fhe death’ from whooping-cough, which had 
been 41, 47, and 49 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 41, and 
were 31 below the corrected average ; 5 cases belonged to Camberwell, 5 to Green- 
wich, 4 to Lambeth, 3 to St. Pancras, and 3 to Timehouse sanitary areas. The 
fatal cases of enteric fever, which had been 7, 7, and 15 in the preceding three 
weeks, fell again last week to 9, but were 2 above the corrected average ; 3 cases 
belonged to St. Pancras and 2 to Lambeth sanitary areas. The deaths from 
diarrhea, which had been 16, 11, and 11 in the preceding three weeks, rose again 
last week to 17, aud were 3 above the corrected average. 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 325, 
355, and 404 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 373, and were 
93 below the corrected average. 

The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 14, having been 7, 7, and 
11 in the preceding three weeks. | : 

Different forms of violence caused 61 deaths, concerning all but 2 of which 


‘inquests were held. Of these 61 deaths, 8 were cases of suicide, and 2 of homicide, 


while the remaining 51 were attributed to accident or negligence. Four of these 
were referred to vehicles in the streets, 4 to drowning, and 13 (of infants under one 
year of age) to suffocation in bed. 


Caszs of Inrecrious Sickness in Hospirats.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever Hospitals, 
and from the Highgate Small-pox Hespital, there were 38 cases of smal!-pox, 3050 of 
scarlet fever, 877 of diphtheria, and 97 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as com- 
pared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follow:—Of small-pox, 
20 cases, against 0, 7, and 12; of scarlet fever, 226 cases, against 249, 254, and 
245; of diphtheria, 104 cases, against 93, 116, and 95; and of enteric fever, 
18 cases, against 18, 12, and 12. 3 


GREATER LONDON, 

In Greater London 4022 births and 2067 deaths were registered, corresponding 
to annual rates of 83°3 and 17°1 per 1000 of the estimated population. In the 
Outer Ring, 11 deaths from measles, 4 from scarlet fever, 11 from diphtheria, 
19 from whooping-cough, 1 from “fever,” and 5 from diarrhea were registered. 
Four deaths from measles occurred in Kingston district; 3 from whooping-cough 
in Bromley district ; 8 from diphtheria in Hendon district ; 4 from whooping-cough 
in Kdmonton district ; 4 from measles, 8 from diphtheria, and 4 from whooping- 
cough in West Ham district. 

METEOROLO@Y. 

Yhe mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°93 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 41°*4, the latter being 2°:7 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90, 
The direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of the air being 23 per cent, 


below the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75, The duration of registered bright sunshine in 
the week was 2°0 hours. The measured rainfall amounted to 0°36 of an inch.

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measles, 1°0 in Salford and in Gateshead, 1°8 in Bradford, 
3°0 in Bolton, and 8°2 in Plymouth; from whooping-cough, 1:0 in Salford, in 
Huddersfield, and in Gateshead, 1°1 in Bristol, 1°2 in Blackburn, and 1°5 in 
Burnley ; and from diarrhea, 1:0 in Salford. In no case did the death-rate from 
scarlet fever or from “ fever” reach 1+0 per 10CO in any of the thirty-three towns. 
The 59 deaths from diphtheria included 40 in London, One death from small-pow 
was registered in London, but not one in any other of the thirty-three towns. 

) LONDON. 

In Lonpont 2621 srerus and 1524 pEaTus were registered. Allowing for 
increase of population, the births were 121, and the deaths 800, below the average 
numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years.

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per 1000 frum all causes, which had been 19°9, 20:6, and 18°6 in the preceding 
three weeks, further fell last week to 17°8. During the four weeks ending on 
Saturday last the death-rate averaged 19°2 per 1000, being 2°4 per 1000 below the 
mean rate in the corresponding periods of the ten years 1887-96. : 

The 1524 deaths included 1 from small-pox, 8 from measles, 11 from scarlet 
fever, 40 from diphtheria, 43 from whooping-cough, 6 from enteric fever, 13 from 
diarrheea and dysentery, and not one death from typhus, from any ill-defined form 
of continued fever, or from cholera; thus, 122 deaths were referred to these 
diseases, being 64 below the corrected average weekly number. | 

The death from small-pox was that of a male, aged 51 years, who had been 
removed from the Central London Sick Asylum to the Hospital Ship Atlas. The 
deaths from measles, which had been 13, 9, and 13 in the preceding three weeks, fell 
again last week to 8, the corrected average being 38; 3 cases belonged to Bethnal 


“Green sanitary area. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 13, 14, and 17 in 


the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 11, and were 9 below the corrected 
average ; 3 cases belonged to Hackney and 2 to Wandsworth sanitary areas. ‘The 
deaths from diphtheria, which had been 53, 46, and 37 in the preceding three weeks, 
rose again last week to 40, and were 5 above the corrected average; 6 cases 
belonged to Camberwell, 4 to Lambeth, 4 to Greenwich, and 3 to Wandsworth 
sanitary areas. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 47, 49, and 41 
in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 43, but were 28 below the 
corrected average; 8 cases belonged to Lambeth and 6 to Newington sanitary 
areas. The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had been 7, 15, and 9 in the 
preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 6, and were 4 below the corrected 
average. The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 11, 11, and 17 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 13, the corrected average being 12. 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 355, 
404, and 373 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 335, and were 
149 below the corrected average. 

The deaths attributed directly to znfluenza numbered 17, having been 7, 11, and 
14 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 61 deaths, concerning all but 1 of which 
inquests were held. Of these 61 deaths, 10 were cases of suicide, and 1 of homicide, 
while the remaining 50 were attributed to accident or negligence. One of these 
was referred to a vehicle in the street, 2 to a conflagration, 5 to drowning, and 12 
(including 11 of infants under one year of age) to suffocation in bed. 


Caszs of Inrectious SIcKNESs in HospitTatLs.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever Hospitals, 
and from the Highgate Small-pox Hospital, there were 34 cases of smal!-pox, 2901 of 
scarlet fever, 853 of diphtheria, and 111 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as com- 
pared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follow:—Of small-pox, 
3 cases, against 7, 12, and 20; of scarlet fever, 227 cases, against 254, 245, and 
226; of diphtheria, 104 cases, against 116, 95, and 104; and of enteric fever, 
29 cases, against 12, 12, and 18. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3636 births and 1969 deaths were registered, corresponding 
to annual rates of 30°] and 16°3 per 1000 of the estimated population. In the 
Outer Ring, 1 death from measles, 3 from scarlet fever, 8 from diphtheria, 
12 from whooping-cough, 2 from “fever,” and 7’ from diarrhoea were registered. 
Three deaths from whooping-cough occurred in Fdmonton district, and 4 from 
diphtheria in West Ham district. — 

METEOROLOGY. 

The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 80°16 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 43°°6, the latter being 4°°0 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90, 
The direction of the wind was South-Westerly, the horizontal movement of the air being 14 per cent. 
below the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. ‘The duration of registered bright sunshine in 
the week was 15°4 hours. The measured rainfall amounted to 0°15 of an inch.

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measles, 1°0 in Salford, 1-8 in Bradford, 2°6 in Bolton, 
and 4'8 in Plymouth ; from scarlet fever, 1:0 in Leicester ; from whooping-cough, 
1:1 in Nottingham and in Manchester, 1*2 in Wolverhampton, gain Birmingham, 
1°5 in Burnley and in Sunderland, and 1°6 in Bristol; and from diarrhea, 1°5 in 
Derby. In no ease did the death-rate from “ fever” reach 1*0 per 10CO in any of 
the thirty-three towns. The 88 deaths from diphtheria included 62 in London, 6 in 
Birmingham, and 3 in West Ham. One death from small-pox was registered 
in London, but not one in any other of the thirty-three towns. 

LONDON. 

In Lonpon}t 2727 srRTHs and 1627 pEATHS were registered. Allowing for 
increase of population, the births were 47, and the deaths 332, below the average 
numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. The annual death-rate 
per 1000 frum all causes, which had been 20°6, 18°6, and 17°8 in the preceding

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three weeks, rose again last week to 19:0. During the four weeks ending on 
Saturday last the death-rate averaged 19°O per 1000, being 2°6 per 1000 below the 
mean rate in the corresponding periods of the ten years 1887-96. 

The 1627 deaths included 1 from small-pox, 14 from measles, 10 from scarlet 
fever, 62 from «diphtheria, 42 from whooping-cough, 10 from enteric fever, 2 from 
ill-defined forms of continued fever, 17 from diarrhcea and dysentery, and not one © 
death from typhus or from cholera; thus, 158 deaths were referred to these diseases, 
being 42 below the corrected average weekly number. 

The death from small-pox was that of a male, aged 4 years, who had been 
removed from Downes Street, Peckham, to the Huspital Ship Atlas. The deaths 
from measles, which had been 9, 18, and 8 in the preceding three weeks, rose again 
last week to 14, but were 36 below the corrected average; 3 cases belonged to 
Islington sanitary area. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 14, 17, and 
11 in the preceding three weeks, were 10 last week, the corrected average being 17 ; 
8 cases belonged to Islington sanitary area. The deaths from diphtheria, which 
had been 46, 37, and 40 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 62, 
and were 27 above the eorrected average; 6 cases belonged to: Islington, 6 to 
Shoreditch, 5 to St. Pancras, 5 to Lambeth, 4 to Poplar, 4 to Camberwell, 4 to 
Lewisham, and 3 to Bethnal Green sanitary areas. The deaths from whooping- 
cough, which had been 49, 41, and 43 in the preceding three weeks, were 42 last 
week, the corrected average being 71; 27 cases occurred in the south group of 
registration districts, and included 6 belonging to Greenwich, 3 to Newington, 3 to 
Lambeth, 3 to Battersea, and 3 to Plumstead sanitary areas. The fatal cases of 
enteric fever, which had been 15, 9, and 6 in the preceding three weeks, rose again 
last week to 10, the corrected average being 9; 2 cases belonged to Chelsea and 2 
to Islington sanitary areas. The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 11, 17, 
and 13 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 17, the corrected 
average being 16. . : 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 404, 
373, and 335 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 368, but were 
183 below the corrected average. 

The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 13, having been 11, 14, and 
17 in the preceding three weeks. . 

Different forms of violence caused 71 deaths, concerning all but 2 of which 
inquests were held. Of these 71 deaths, 10 were cases of suicide, while the remaining 
61 were attributed to accident or negligence. Four of these were referred to 
vehicles in the street, 5 to drowning, 1 to the effects of chloroform administered 
for surgical purposes, and 18 (including 11 of infants under one year of age) to 
suffocation in bed. 


Casus of Inrectious Sickness in Hospirats.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever Hospitals 
and from the Highgate Small-pox Hespital, there were 43 cases of small-pox, 2817 of 
scarlet fever, 855 of diphtheria, and 94 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as com-— 
pared with those.in the preceding three weeks, were as follow:—Of small-pox, 
18 cases, against 12, 20, and 3; of scarlet fever, 237 cases, against 245, 226, and 
227; of diphtheria, 102 cases, against 95, 104, and 104; and of enteric fever, 
8 cases, against 12, 18, and 29. 

GeeaTER LONDON, 

In Greater London 3784 births and 2061 deaths were registered, corresponding 
to annual rates of 31°4 and 17°1 per 1000 of tke estimated population. In the 
Outer Ring, 5 deaths from measles, 3 from scarlet fever, 7 from diphtheria, 
20 from whooping-cough, 1 from “fever,” and 6 from diarrhoea were registered. 
Three deaths from measles occurred in Kingston district; 5 from whooping-cough - 
in Kdmonton district ; 4 from diphtheria and & from whooping-cough in West Ham 
district. 

METEOROLOGY. 


Vhe mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 30°23 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 48°'1, the latter being 8°-2 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was South-Westerly, the orizontal movement of the air being 33 per cent. 
above the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. 'The duration of bright sunshine registered in 
the week was 15‘8 hours. The measured rainfall amounted to 0:02 of an inch.

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week's 
mortality, were :—from measles, 1°2 in Salford, 2:6 in Bolton, and 3°2 in Plymouth; 
from whooping-cough, 1:0 in Birmingham, 11 in Bristol, 1-2 in Blackburn, 1°5 
in Burnley, 1°6 in Swansea, and 2°] in Plymouth ; and from dearrhea, 1°2 in 
Blackburn. In no case did the death-rate from scarlet fever or from “ fever” reach 
1°0 per 10CO in any of the thirty-three towns. The 67 deaths from diphtheria 
included 43 in London, 4 in West Ham, and 3 in Birmingham. Six deaths from 
small-pox were registered in London, but not one in any other of the thirty-three 
towns. 

LONDON. | 

In Lonpon{ 2511 sretas and 1493 DEATHS were registered. Allowing for 
increase of population, the births were 260, and the deaths 476, below the average 
numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. The annual death-rate

three weeks, fell again last week to 17'4. During the four weeks ending on 
Saturday last the death-rate averaged 18°2 per 1000, being 3°7 per 1000 below the 
mean rate in the corresponding periods of the ten years 1887-96. ; 

The 1493 deaths included 6 from small-pox, 13 from measles, 8 from scarlet 
fever, 43 from diphtheria, 38 from whooping-cough, 10 from enteric fever, 15 from 
diarrhoea and dysentery, and not one death from typhus, from any ill-defined form 
of continued fever, or from cholera; thus, 133 deaths were referred to these diseases, 
being 54 below the corrected average weekly number. 

The deaths from small-pox, which had been 2, 1, and 1 in the preceding three 
weeks, rose to 6 last week ; 3 cases belonged to Camberwell, 2 to Strand, and 1 to 
St. Martin-in-the-Fields sanitary areas. The deaths from measles, which had been 
13, 8, and 14 in the preceding three weeks, were 13 last week, the corrected 
average being 48. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 17, 11, and 10 in 
the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 8, and were just half of the 
corrected average; 2 cases belonged to Hackney sanitary area. The deaths from 
diphtheria, which had been 37, 40, and 62 in the preceding three weeks, fell again 
last week to 43, but were 9 above the corrected average; 6 cases belonged to 
Wandsworth, 6 to Camberwell, 5 to Greenwich, 4 to Islington, and 3 to Ber- 
mondsey sanitary areas. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 41, 43, 
and 42 in the preceding three weeks, fell last week to 38, and were 27 below the 
corrected average ; 6 cases belonged to Lambeth, 5 to St. Pancras, and 4 to 
Newington sanitary areas. The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had been 9, 6, 
and 10 in the preceding three weeks, were again 10 last week, exceeding the 
corrected average by 2; 2 cases belonged to Greenwich sanitary area. The deaths 
from diarrhea, which had been 17, 13, and 17 in the preceding three weeks, fell 
again last week to 15, the corrected average being 14. 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 373, 
335, and 868 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 307, and were 
273 below the corrected average. 

- The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 18, having been 14, 17, and 
13 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 55 deaths, concerning all of which inquests 
were held. Of these 55 deaths, 9 were cases of suicide, and 1 of homicide, while the 
remaining 45 were attributed to accident or negligence, Four of these were referred 
to vehicles in the street, 7 to drowning, 1 to the effects of an anwsthetic adminis- 
tered for surgical purposes, and 9 (of infants under one year of age) to suffocation 
in bed. 

Caszs of InFrectious Sickness in HospitTats.* 

According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever Hospitals, 
and from the Highgate Small-pox Hospital, there were 43 cases of small-pox, 2746 of 
scarlet fever, 846 of diphtheria, and 86 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as com- 
pared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follow:—Of small-pox, 
6 cases, against 20, 3, and 18; of scarlet fever, 211 cases, against 226, 227, and 
237 ; of diphtheria, 112 cases, against 104, 104, and 102; and of enteric fever, 
10 cases, against 18, 29, and 8. 

GREATER LONDON, : . 

In Greater London 3435 births and 1922 deaths were registered, corresponding 
to annual rates of 28°5 and 15°9 per 1000 of the estimated population. In the 
Outer Ring, 5 deaths from measles, 9 from diphtheria, 19 from whooping-cough, 
5 from “fever,” and 4 from diarrhea were registered. ‘Two deaths from “ fever” 
occurred in Croydon district; 3 from diphtheria in Brentford district; 5 from 
diphtheria and 6 from whooping-cough in West Ham district. tS 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean réading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°33 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 40°°6, the latter being 0°:1 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was South- Westerly, the horizontal movement of the air being 35 per cent. 
above the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of bright sunshine registered in 
the week was 25°2 hours, The measured rainfall amounted to 1°18 inches.

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measles, 1*2 in Cardiff, 1:3 in Manchester, 3°7 in Salford, 
and 5°6 in Bolton; and from whooping-cough, 1°0 in Swansea and in Leicester, 
1:1 in Sunderland, 1°2 in Manchester, and 1°38 in Nottingham. In no case did the 
death-rate from scarlet fever, from “ fever,” or from diarrhea reach 1°0 per 1000 
in any of the thirty-three towns. The 72 deaths from diphtheria included 53 in 
London, 4 in Liverpool, and 3 in Birmingham. One death from small-pox was 
registered in London, but not one in any other of the thirty-three towns.

In Lonpon* 2654 sirtHs and 1571 prEatTHs were registered. Allowing for 
increase of population, the births were 102, and the deaths 455, below the average 
numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. The annual death-rate 
per 1000 from all causes, which had been 17°8, 19-0, and 17°4 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose again last week to 18°4. During the four weeks ending on 
Saturday last the death-rate averaged 18°2 per 1000, being 4°4 per 1000 below the 
mean rate in the corresponding periods of the ten years 1887-96. 

The 1571 deaths included 1 from small-pox, 13 from measles, 138 from scarlet 
fever, 53 from diphtheria, 31 from whooping-cough, 8 from enteric fever, 11 from 
diarrhoea and dysentery, and not one death from typhus, from any ill-defined form 
of continued fever, or from cholera; thus, 130 deaths were referred to these diseases, 
being 68 below the corrected average weekly number. 

The death from small-pox was that of a female, aged 1 year, and occurred at 
Webber Row, in St. George-the-Martyr Southwark sanitary area. The deaths — 
from measles, which had been 8, 14, and 18 in the preceding three weeks, were 
again 13) last week, the corrected average being 59; 3 cases belonged to Stoke 
Newington sanitary area. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 11, 10, 
and 8 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 18, the corrected average 
being 14; 3 cases belonged to Battersea sanitary area. The deaths from diphtheria, 
which had been 40, 62, and 43 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week 
to 53, exceeding the corrected average by 21; 8 cases belonged to Wandsworth, 
5 to Camberwell, 4 to Kensington, 4 to St. Pancras, 4 to Hackney, 4 to Bethnal 
Green, 3 to Fulham, and 3 to Lewisham sanitary areas. The deaths from whooping- 
cough, which had been 43, 42, and 38 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last 
week to 31, and were 35 below the corrected average ; 5 cases belonged to Lambeth 
and 4 to St. Pancras sanitary areas. The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had 
been 6, 10, and 10 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 8, the 
corrected average being 10; 2 cases belonged to Greenwich sanitary area. The 
deaths from diarrhea, which had been 13, 17, and 15 in the preceding three weeks, 
further fell last week to 11, and were 4 below the corrected average. 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 335, 
368, and 307 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 344, but were 
230 below the corrected average. . | 

The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 19, having been 17, 13, and 
18 in the preceding three weeks. | Mes on 

Different forms of violence caused 57 deaths, concerning all but 2 of which 
inquests were held. Of these 57 deaths, 9 were cases of suicide, while the remaining 
48 were attributed to accident or negligence. Four of these were referred to vehicles 
in the street, 1 to the effects of chloroform administered for surgical purposes, and 
15 (including 14 of infants under one year of age) to suffocation in bed.

According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever Hospitals, 
and from the Highgate Small-pox Hospital, there were 30 cases of small-pox, 2685 of 
scarlet fever, 834 of diphtheria, and 86 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as com- 
pared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follow:—Of small-pox, 
not one case, against 3, 18, and 6; of scarlet fever, 218 cases, against 227, 237, and 
211; of diphtheria, 97 cases, against 104, 102, and 112; and of enteric fever, 
21 cases, against 29, 8, and 10.

In Greater London 3632 births and 2031 deaths were registered, corresponding 
to annual rates of 30°] and 16°8 per 1000 of the estimated population. In the 
Outer Ring, 5 deaths from measles, 3 from scarlet fever, 10 from diphtheria, 
22 from whooping-cough, 2 from “fever,” and 8 from diarrhcea were registered. 
Five deaths from whooping-cough occurred in Hendon district; 4 deaths from 
diphtheria and 4 from whooping-cough in Edmonton district; 5 deaths from 
whooping-cough in West Ham district; and 3 deaths from whooping-cough in 
Romford district.

ANALYsIS OF METROPOLITAN WATER SUPPLY DURING FEBRUARY, 1897. 


Water-analysis Laboratory, The Yews, Reigate, 
Sir, 10th March, 1897. 

I HAVE to report to you the results of the chemical analysis, and of the physical and 
bacterioscopic examination, of the waters supplied to the inner, and portions of the outer, circle 
of the Metropolis during the month of March 1897. 

At the request of the Associated Metropolitan Water Companies, I have extended these monthly 
examinations to (a) the chemical and bacterioscopic condition of the raw river waters at the 
intakes of the various Companies, and (0) to the bacteriology of the water as it issues from the 
filter beds of each Company, and before it is pumped into the distributing mains. 

I append, also, the results obtained in the analyses of the waters supplied to Birmingham and 
Glasgow by their respective Corporations. ‘These analyses were made by Dr. Hill of Birmingham 
and Dr. Mills of Glasgow. 


Taking the average amount of organic impurity in a given volume of the Kent Company’s 
water during the nine years ending December 1876 as unity, the proportional amount contained 
in an equal volume of water supplied by each of the Metropolitan Water Companies and by 
the Tottenham Urban District Council, was:—Kent 0°4, Tottenham 1°3, Colne Valley 2°0, East 
London (deep-well) 2°3, Chelsea 3:1, New River 3°4, East London (river supply) 3°5, West 
Middlesex 4°9, Grand Junction 5:6, Southwark 6°6, and Lambeth 6°8. The unfiltered river 
waters contained the following proportions ;—'Thames at Hampton 11°4, New River Cut 5-7, and 
the Lea at Angel Road 5°1,

All the numbers contained in columns 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10, and 11, relate to 100,000 parts of the 
waters. fhe Table is to be read thus:—the Thames water collected on the 8th of February at the 
Grand Junction Company’s intake had a temperature of 3°8°C.; 100,000 Ibs. of it contained 
28°80 ibs. of solid matter; the organic substances, constituting a portion of this matter, con- 
tained -602 ib. of carbon and *076 lb. of nitrogen. The above quantity of water also contained 
'008 lb. of ammonia and *220 1b. of nitrogen in the form of nitrates and nitrites, whilst the total 
amount of combined nitrogen in every form was *302 lb. The above weight of water also 
contained 1:7 Ib. of chlorine, and 18°5 lbs. of carbonate of lime, or an equivalent amount 
ot other hardening or soap-destroying ingredients. 

The numbers in the analytical Table can be converted into grains per imperial gallon by 
multiplying them by 7, and then moving the decimal point one place to the left. The same 
operation transforms the hardness in the Table into degrees of harduess on Clark’s scale. 
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The Thames at Hampton was, on February 8th, turbid and brown in colour. It was of very bad 
chemical and bacterial quality. Of the five Companies drawing their supplies from this river, the 
Chelsea and West Middlesex alone delivered water of fairly good chemical quality; whilst, as 
regards bacterial quality, the Chelsea Company stood alone in delivering water containing less 
than 100 microbes per c.c. The bacterial improvement effected by the various Companies 
is expressed by the following percentage numbers :—Chelsea 99°95, West Middlesex 99°30, 
Southwark (No, 4 filter) 99:44, (No. 6 filter) 97°65, Grand Junction (general well at Hampton) 
89°33, (general well at Kew) 99°61, (south well at Kew) 98°69, and Lambeth 99:15. 


The New River Cut, before entering the storage and subsidence reservoirs of the New River 
Company, was, on February 10th, pale brown in colour and turbid. It was of indifferent chemical 
and bad bacterial quality. After efficient filtration it was delivered to consumers of good chemical 
quality, but all the filters were yielding water containing an excess of microbes over 100 per ¢.c. 
The bacterial improvement effected by this Company was, in the water from No. 6 filter 98°59 per 
cent., in that from No. 7 filter 98°65 per cent., and in that of the general filter well 98°75 per cent. 
The water taken from the Lea at Angel Road by the East London Company was of indifferent 
chemical, and exceedingly bad bacterial, quality. After efficient filtration it was delivered in good 
chemical condition, and the bacterial improvement effected by this Company is expressed by the 
following percentage numbers :—No. 1 Essex well 99°79, No. 2 Essex well 99°7 0, and Middlesex 
well 99°89. Notwithstanding these high percentage numbers, however, the water from No. 2 
Essex well still retained a slight excess above the standard of 100 microbes per c.c. On the 
whole, however, the filtration plaut of this Company was working satisfactorily under very difficult 
conditions. 


The deep-well waters of the Kent Company and of the Tottenham Urban District Council were 
of excellent chemical quality, but those of the Colne Valley and East London Companies 
contained, for deep-well water, a slight excess of organic matter. The Tottenham and East 
London waters were very slightly turbid, but the remaining deep-well waters were clear and 
transparent. The Colne Valley Company’s supply was softened by Clark’s process before 
delivery, and thus rendered of excellent quality for washing. 


Seen through a stratum two feet deep, the Kent Company’s water was clear and colourless, 
the Colne Valley clear and nearly colourless, and the Tottenham and East London (deep-well) 
were colourless, but very slightly turbid. The Chelsea, New River, and East London (river 
supply ) waters were clear and pale yellow, and the remaining waters clear and yellow. 


The bacterioscopic examination of the raw river waters, before and after storage, and of the 
supplies delivered by the various Companies and collected on the 8th, 9th, 10th, and 11th of 
February yielded, after incubation, from four to five days, the results contained in the following 
table :—

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measles, 1°1 in Manchester, 1°2 in Cardiff, 1-5 in Gateshead, 
5°6 in Bolton, and 6+1 in Salford; and from whooping-cough, 1:0 in Salford, 1°1 in 
Bristol, 1°5 in Burnley, 1°6 in Swansea, and 2°4 in Blackburn. In no case did the 
death-rate from scarlet fever, from “ fever,” or from diarrhea reach 1°0 per 10CO in 
any of the thirty-three towns. The 61 deaths from diphtheria included 37 in 
London, 4 in Birmingham, 4 in Liverpool, 3 in West Ham, and 3 in Huddersfield, 
No death from small-pox was registered in any of the thirty-three towns.

In Lonpon{ 2551 sirtHs and 1531 pEATHS were registered. Allowing for 
increase of population, the births were 261, and the deaths 380, below the average 
numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years, ‘he annual death-rate

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per 1000 frum all causes, which had been 19:0, 17-4, and 18°4 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell again last week to 17:9. During the four weeks ending on 
Saturday last the death-rate averaged 18-2 per 1000, being 4:9 per 1000 below the 
mean rate in the corresponding periods of the ten years 1887-96. 

The 1531 deaths included 9 from measles, 7 from scarlet fever, 37 from 
diphtheria, 55 from whooping-cough, 8 from enteric fever, 14 from diarrhoea and 
dysentery, and not one death from small-pox, from typhus, from any ill-defined 
form of continued fever, or from cholera; thus, 130 deaths were referred to these 
diseases, being 78 below the corrected average weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 14, 18, and 13 in the preceding three 
weeks, fell last week to 9, the corrected average being 60; 3 cases belonged to 
Bethnal Green, 3 to St. George-in-the-Hast, 2 to Limehouse, 1 to Lambeth, and 
not one to any other sanitary area. The deaths from searlet fever, which had been 
10, 8, and 13 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 7, and were 10 
below the corrected average; 2 cases belonged to Islington sanitary area. ‘The 
deaths from diphtheria, which had been 62, 43, and 53 in the preceding three 
weeks, fell last week to 37, the corrected average being 36; 5 cases belonged to 
Lambeth, 5 to Wandsworth, 4 to Hackney, and 4 to Bethnal Green sanitary areas. 
The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 42, 38, and 31 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose again last week to 55, but were 15 below the corrected average ; 
7 cases belonged to Lambeth, 6 to Camberwell, 6 to Islington, and 5 to St. Pancras 
sanitary areas. The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had been 10, 10, and 8 in 
the preceding three weeks, were again 8 last week, this number being also the 
corrected average; 2 cases belonged to Lambeth sanitary area. The deaths from 
diarrhea, which had been 17, 15, and 11 in the preceding three weeks, rose again 
last week to 14, which is also the corrected average, 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 368, 
307, and 344 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 317, and were 
206 below the corrected average. 

The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 24, having been 13, 18, and 
19 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 76 deaths, concerning all of which inquests 
were held. Of these 76 deaths, 12 were cases of suicide, and 1 of homicide, while 
the remaining 63 were attributed to accident or negligence. Nine of these were 
referred to vehicles in the streets, 8 to burns and scalds, 8 to drowning, | to the 
effects of an anesthetic administered for surgical purposes, and 12 (including 11 of 
infants under one year of age) to suffocation in bed. 


Caszs of Inrectious SIcKNESS in HospPiTats.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever Hospitals, 
and from the Highgate Small-pox Hospital, there were 29 cases of small-pox, 2622 of 
scarlet fever, 829 of diphtheria, and 90 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as com- 
pared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follow:—Of small-pox, 
2 cases, against 18, 6, and 0; of scarlet fever, 206 cases, against 237, 211, and 
218 ; of diphtheria, 113 cases, against 102, 112, and 97; and of enteric fever, 
15 cases, against 8, 10, and 21. ; 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3490 births and 1996 deaths were registered, corresponding 
to annual rates of 28:9 and 16°5 per 1009 of the estimated population. In the 
Outer Ring, 5 deaths from measles, 1 from scarlet fever, 17 from diphtheria, 
17 from whooping-cough, 2 from “fever,” and 4 from diarrhcea were registered. 
The deaths include 3 from diphtheria and 3 from whooping-cough in Hdmonton 
district ; 5 from diphtheria and 6 from whooping-cough in West Ham district. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°45 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 46°°5, the latter being 5°°1 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90, 
The direction of the wind was South-Westerly, the horizontal movement of the air being 43 per cent. 
above the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of bright sunshine registered in 
the week was 20°7 hours. The measured rainfall amounted to 0°97 of an inch.

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measles, 1°2 in Cardiff, 1°5 in Burnley, 5°6 in Salford, and 
6°4 in Bolton; and from whooping-cough, 1:0 in Swansea and in Burnley, and 
1-6 in Blackburn.

The annual death-rate 
per 1000 frum all causes, which had been 17:4, 18°4, and 17°9 in the preceding 
three weeks, was again 17°9 last week. During the four weeks ending on 
Saturday last the death-rate averaged 17°9 per 1000, being 4°6 per 1000 below the 
mean rate in the corresponding periods of the ten years 1887-96. 

The 1534 deaths included 16 from measles, 13 from scarlet fever, 43 from 
diphtheria, 43 from whooping-cough, 12 from enteric fever, 13 from diarrhoea and 
dysentery, and not one death from small-pox, from typhus, from any ill-defined 
form of continued fever, or from cholera; thus, 140 deaths were referred to these 
diseases, being 59 below the corrected average weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 18, 13, and 9 in the preceding three 
weeks, rose again last week to 16, the corrected average being 62; 4 cases belonged 
to Bethnal Green sanitary area. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 8, 
13, and 7 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 13, but were 2 
below the corrected average; 2 cases belonged to Islington and 2 to Greenwich 
sanitary areas. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 43, 53, and 37 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 43, and were 10 above the corrected 
average; 4 cases belonged to Shoreditch, 4 to Poplar, 4 to Wandsworth, and 3 to

below the corrected average ; 8 cases belonged to Newington sanitary area. The 
fatal cases of enteric fever, which had been 10, 8, and 8 in the preceding three 
weeks, rose again last week to 12, and were 5 above the corrected average; 2 cases 
‘belonged to Lambeth sanitary area. The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 
15, 11, and 14 in the preceding three weeks, were 13 last week, this number being 
also the corrected average. , 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 307, 
344, and 317 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 313, and were 
164 below the corrected average. 


The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 33, having been 18, 19, and 
24 in the preceding three weeks. : 

Different forms of violence caused 67 deaths, concerning all but 2 of which 
inquests were held. Of these 67 deaths, 10 were cases of suicide, and 1 of injuries 
received in battle, while the remaining 56 were attributed to accident or negligence. 
Six of these were referred to vehicles in the streets, 5 to drowning, and 16 
(including 14 of infants under one year of age) to suffocation in bed. 


Caszs of Inrecrious Sickness in Hospirats.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever Hospitals, 
and from the Highgate Small-pox Hospital, there were 21 cases of small-pox, 2585 of 
scarlet fever, 808 of diphtheria, and 82 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as com- 
pared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follow:—Of small-pox, 
2 cases, against 6, 0, and 2; of scarlet fever, 224 cases, against 211, 218, and 
206 ; of diphtheria, 91 cases, against 112, 97, and 1138; and 


of enteric fever, 
11 cases, against 10, 21, and 15. | 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3704 births and 1968 deaths were registered, corresponding 
to annual rates of 30°1 and 16°38 per 1000 of the estimated population. In the 
Outer Ring, 9 deaths from measles, 5 from scarlet fever, 11 from diphtheria, 
]2 from whooping-cough, 3 from “fever,” and 5 from diarrhea were registered. 
The deaths include 3 from measles in Kingston district, 4 from diphtheria in 
Edmonton district, and 3 from scarlet fever belonging to West Ham district. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°74 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 51°°9, the latter being 9°-7 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was South-Westerly, the horizontal movement of the air being 62 per cent. 


above the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of bright sunshine registered in 
the week was 30°6 hours. The measured rainfall amounted to 0°06 of an inch.

The deaths registered last week in Tairry-Taree Great Towns of England 
and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 18°3 per 1000 of their aggregate 
population, which is estimated* at 10,992,524 persons in the middle of this year. 
The deaths registered in each of the last four weeks in the several towns,

The highest annual death-rates ‘per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measles, 1°0 in Manchester and in Gateshead, 1°2 in 
Neweastle-upon-Tyne, 1°5 in Burnley, 1°6 in Plymouth, 4°6 in Salford, and 6:0 
in Bolton; from whooping-cough, 1:0 in Leicester, 1°1 in Bristol, and 1°2 in 
Manchester ; and from “ fever,” 1°0 in Derby. In no case did the death-rate from 
scarlet fever or from diarrhea reach 1°0 per 1000 in any ‘of the thirty-three towns. 
The 66 deaths from diphtheria included 41 in London and 3 in Salford, No death 
from small-pox was registered in any of the thirty-three towns.

In Lonpon} 2533 srrtas and 1505 pEATHS were registered. Allowing for 
increase of population, the births were 214, and the deaths 245, below the average 
numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years, The annual death-rate

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per 1000 from all causes, which had been 18°4, 17-9, and 17°9 in the preceding 

hree weeks, fell again to 17°6 last week. During the four weeks ending on 
Saturday last the death-rate averaged 18°0 per 1000, being 3°9 per 1000 below the 
mean rate in the corresponding periods of the ten years 1887-96. 

The 1505 deaths included 12 from measles, 10 from scarlet fever, 41 from 
diphtheria, 50 from whooping-cough, 9 from enteric fever, 11 from diarrhea and 
dysentery, and not one death from small-pox, from typhus, from any ill-defined 
form of continued fever, or from cholera; thus, 133 deaths were referred to these 
diseases, being 79 below the corrected average weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 13, 9, and 16 in the preceding three 
weeks, fell again last week to 12, the corrected average being 69; 5 cases belonged 
to Bethnal Green sanitary area. ‘The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 13, 
7, and 13 in the preceding three weeks, fell again to 10 last week, and were 9 below 
the corrected average ; 2 cases belonged to Newington sanitary area. The deaths 
from diphtheria, which had been 538, 37, and 43 in the preceding three weeks, fell 
again to 41 last week, but were 10 above the corrected average; 4 cases belonged 
to Camberwell, 3 to St. Pancras, 3 to Mile End Old Town, 3 to Bermondsey, 3 to 
Lambeth, and 8 to Wandsworth sanitary areas. The deaths from whooping-cough, 
which had been 31, 55, and 43 in the preceding three weeks, rose again to 50 last 
week, but were 23 below the corrected average ; 6 cases belonged to Lambeth, 5 to 
Camberwell, 4 to Hackney, and 4 to Rotherhithe sanitary areas. The fatal cases of 
enteric fever, which had been 8, 8, and 12 in the preceding three weeks, fell again 
to 9 last week, the corrected average being 8; 2 cases belonged to Newington 
sanitary area. The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 11, 14, and 13 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 11 last week, and were within one of the corrected 
average, 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 344, 
317, and 313 in the preceding three weeks, further declined last week to 282, and 
were 145 below the corrected average. 

The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 28, having been 19, 24, and 
33 in the preceding three weeks. . 

Different forms of violence caused 69 deaths, concerning all but 1 of which 
inquests were held. Of these 69 deaths, 10 were cases of suicide, and 1 of homicide, 
while the remaining 58 were attributed to accident or negligence. Four of these 
were referred to vehicles in the streets, 9 to drowning, and 15 (of infants under 
one year of age) to suffocation in bed. 


Caszs of Inrectious SicknEss in Hospitats.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever Hospitals, 
there were 17 cases of small-pox, 2512 of scarlet fever, 777 of diphtheria, and 75 of 
enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The 
admissions during the week, as compared with those in the preceding three weeks, 
were as follow:—Of small-pox, not one case, against 0, 2, and 2; of scarlet fever, 
219 cases, against 218, 206, and 224; of diphtheria, 93 cases, against 97, 113, and 
91; and of enteric fever, 8 cases, against 21, 15, and 11. 


GREATER LONDON. 

In Greater London 3418 births and 1897 deaths were registered, corresponding 
to annual rates of 28°3 and 15°7 per 1000 of the estimated population. In the 
Outer Ring, 11 deaths from measles, 3 from scarlet fever, 10 from diphtheria, 
18 from whooping-cough, 5 from “fever,” and 3 from diarrhea were registered, 
The deaths include 5 from measles and 6 from whooping-cough in West Ham 
district, and 5 from diphtheria in Hendon district. 


METEOROLOGY, 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°25 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 42°°2, the latter being 2°-8 below the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90, 
The direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of the air being 17 per cent, 
above the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of bright sunshine registered in 
the week was 24°4 hours. The measured rainfall amounted to 0:84 of an inch.

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measles, 1°O0 in Gateshead and ih Newcastle-upon-Tyne, 
1:4 in Manchester, 1°5 in Burnley, 4°6 in Salford, and 4°7 in Bolton; from 
whooping-cough, 1° +n Salford and in Huddersfield, 1°3 in Bristol, and 1°5 in 
Gateshead; and from diarrhea, 1°] in Nottingham. In no case did the death-rate 
from scarlet fever or from “ fever » reach 1:0 per 10C0 in any of the thirty-three 
towns. The 48 deaths from diphtheria included 23 in London, 5 in Cardiff, and 3 
in West Ham. No death from small-pox was registered in any of the thirty-three 


towns.

In Lonpon* 2577 sirtHs and 1501 pEatHs were registered. Allowing for 
increase of population, the births were 160, and the deaths 177, below the average 
numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. The annual death-rate 
per 1000 from all causes, which had been 17°9, 17°9, and 17°6 in the preceding 
three weeks, further fell last week to 17°5. During the four weeks ending on 
Saturday last the death-rate averaged 17:7 per 1000, being 3:2 per 1000 below the 
mean rate in the corresponding periods of the ten years 1887-96. 

The 1501 deaths included 15 from measles, 12 from scarlet fever, 23 from 
diphtheria, 54 from whooping-cough, 10 from enteric fever, 14 from diarrhoea and 
dysentery, and not one death from small-pox, from typhus, from any ill-defined. 
form of continued fever, or from cholera; thus, 128 deaths were referred to these 
diseases, being 77 below the corrected average weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 9, 16, and 12 in the preceding three weeks, 
rose again to 15 last week, but were 51 below the corrected average ; 3 cases belonged 
to Limehouse sanitary area. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 7, 18, 
and 10 in the preceding three weeks, rose again to 12 last week, but were 5 below 
the corrected average ; 3 cases belonged to Bethnal Green, 2 to Kensington, and 2 
to Poplar sanitary areas, The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 37, 43, and 
4] in the preceding three weeks, further fell to 23 last week, and were 9 below the 
corrected average; 5 cases belonged to Camberwell, 3 to Mile End Old Town, 2 to 
Poplar, 2 to Bermondsey, 2 to Lambeth, and 2 to Wandsworth Sanitary areas. The 
deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 55, 48, and 50 in the preceding three 
weeks, further rose to 54 last week, but were 14 below the corrected average ; 6 cases 
belonged to St. Pancras, 6 to Newington, 6 to Bermondsey, 6 to Lambeth, 5 to 
Camberwell, and 4 to Battersea sanitary areas. The fatal cases of enteric fever, 
which had been 8, 12, and 9 in the preceding three weeks, were 10 last week, and 
were 2 above the corrected average; 3 cases belonged to Bethnal Green sanitary 
area. The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 14, 18, and 11 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose again to 14 last week, the corrected average being 13. ; 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 317, 
313, and 282 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 271, and 
were 121 below the corrected average. 

The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 34, having been 24, 33, and 
28 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 63 deaths, concerning all but 2 of which 
inquests were held. Of these 63 deaths, 11 were cases of suicide, and 2 of homicide, 
while the remaining 50 were attributed to accident or negligence. Six of these 
were referred to vehicles in the streets, 2 to drowning, 2 to the effects of anaesthetics 
administered for surgical purposes, and 15 (including 14 of infants under one year 
of age) to suffocation in bed, .

According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever Hospitals, 
there were 16 cases of small-pox, 2449 of scarlet fever, 777 of diphtheria, and 76 of 
enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The 
admissions during the week, as compared with those inthe preceding three weeks, 
were as follow:—Of snfall-pox, 1 case, against 2, 2, and 0; of searlet fever, 224.

ANALYSIS OF METROPOLITAN WatER SUPPLY DURING Maxcu, 1897, 


Water-analysis Laboratory, The Yews, Reigate, 
6th April, 1897. 
I HAVE to report to you the results of the chemical analysis, and of the physieal and 
bacterioscopie examination, of the waters supplied to the inner, and portions of the outer, circle 
of the Metropolis during the month of March 1897. 
At the request of the Associated Metropolitan Water Companies, 
examinations to (a) the chemical and bacterioscepic condition 
intakes of the various Companies, and (6) to the bacteriology of the water as it issues from the 
filter beds of each Company, and before it is pumped into the distributing mains. 


I append, also, the results obtained in the analyses of the waters supplied to Birmingham and 


Glasgow by their respective Corporations.’ These analyses were made by Dr. Hill of Birmingham 
and Dr. Mills of Glasgow. . 


Taking the average amount of organic impurity in a given volume of the Kent Company’s 
water during the nine years ending December 1876 as unity, the proportional amount contained 
in an equal volume of water supplied by each of the Metropolitan Water Companies and by 
the Tottenham Urban District Council, was :—Kent 1°1, Tottenham 1°3, Colne Valley 2:1, East 
London (deep-well) 2°7, New River 2:9, East London (river supply) 3:3, Chelsea 3°7, West 
Middlesex 4°5, Grand Junction 4°9, Southwark 5°2, and Lambeth 5°3. The unfiltered river 
waters contained the following proportions :—'Thames at Hampton 7°6, New River Cut 3:8, and 
the Lea at. Angel Road 5°1. 

The Thames at Hampton was, on March 10th, turbid and deep yellow in colour. It was of yer 
bad bacterial and indifferent chemical quality, but the water supplying the filters of the Chelsea 
Company, after 12 days storage, was of excellent bacterial quality. The water supplied by the 
five Companies drawing from this source was, in every case, efficiently filtered before delivery, but 
the Chelsea and West Middlesex Companies alone delivered water of satisfactory bacterial quality. 
Nevertheless, the bacterial improvement effected by the various Companies is expressed by 
the following high percentage numbers :—Chelsea 99°97, West Middlesex 99°79, Southwark 
(No. 4 filter well) 99°60, (No. 7 filter well) 97°24, Grand Junction (general filter well at 
Hampton) 95°22, (general filter well at Kew) 99°55, and Lambeth 99°38,

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he New River Cut, before entering the storage and subsidence résetvoirs of the New River 
Company, was, on March 11th, turbid and yellow in colour. It was of fairly good chemical but 
bad bacterial quality. Even after storage and efficient filtration, it was, on March 11th, still of 
unsatisfactory bacterial, although of exeellent chemical, quality. At the end of the month, 
however, it was also of highly satisfactory bacterial quality. The average bacterial improve- 
ment effected by this Company was (general filter well) 99°24, (No. 4 filter well) 98°97, and 
(No. 9 filter well) 99°95, The water taken from the Lea at Angel Road by the East London 
Company was turbid and yellow in colour, and of fairly good chemical, but very bad bacterial, 
quality. It was efficiently filtered before delivery, and was improved bacterially as expressed by 
the following high percentage numbers :—No. 1 Essex well 99°79, No. 2 Essex well 99°94, and 
Middlesex well 99°83 per cent. : 

The deep-well waters of the Kent Company and of the Tottenham Urban District Council were 
of most exzellent chemical quality, but the Colne Valley and East London supplies were not quite 
so good owing to the presence of a slight excess of vegetable organic matter. The Tottenham and 
East London waters were slightly turbid. The Colne Valley Company’s supply was softened 
before delivery, and thus rendered suitable for washing. 

Seen through a stratum two feet deep, the Kent and Colne Valley waters were clear and 
colourless, the Tottenham and East London (deep-well) waters colourless but slightly turbid, the 
New River and East London (river supply) clear and very pale yellow, and the remaining waters 
clear and pale yellow. 

The bacterioscopic examination of the river waters, before and after storage, and of the 
supplies delivered by the various Companies and collected on the 10th, 11th, 12th, 13th, and 
31st of March, yielded, after due incubation, the results contained in the following table :—

The deaths registered last week in Torrry-roree Great Towns of England 
and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 17°9 per 1000 of their aggregate 
population, which is estimated* at 10,992,524 persons in the middle of this year.

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measles, 1°0 in Manchester, in Burnley, and in Newcastle- 
on-Tyne, 1:1 in Oldham, 3°2 in Salford, and 8°6 in Bolton; from scarlet fever, 
1‘0 in Leicester ; from whooping-cough, 1:0 in Leicester, in Manchester, in Salford, 
in Burnley, and in Gateshead, 1°4 in Preston, and 1°6 in Blackburn ; and from 
diarrhea, 1:0 in Derby, and 1°1 in Oldham. In no case did the death-rate from 
“ fever” reach 1°0 per 10CO in any of the thirty-three towns. The 51 deaths from 
diphtheria included 30 in London and 3 in West Ham, No death from small-pox 
was registered in any of the thirty-three towns. 

Lonpon. 

In Lonpon{ 2250 srrrus and 1418 pearus were registered. Allowing for 

increase of population, the births were 440, and the deaths 304, below the average

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numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years, The annual death-rate 
per 1000 from all causes, which had been 17°9, 17°6, and 17°5 in the preceding 
three weeks, further fell last week to 16°6. During the four weeks ending on 
Saturday last the death-rate averaged 17°4 per 1000, being 2°8 per 1000 below the 
mean rate in the corresponding periods of the ten years 1887-96. 

The 1418 deaths included 27 from measles, 8 from scarlet fever, 30 from 
diphtheria, 43 from whooping-cough, 2 from enteric fever, 9 from diarrhoea and © 
dysentery, and not one death from small-pox, from typhus, from any ill-defined 
form of continued fever, or from cholera; thus, 119 deaths were referred to these 
diseases, being 96 below the corrected average weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 16, 12, and 15 in the preceding three 
weeks, further rose last week to 27, the corrected average being 74; 6 cases belonged 
to Bethnal Green, 4 to St. George-in-the-Hast, 8 to Limehouse, and 3 to Clerken- 
well sanitary areas. ‘The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 13, 10, and 12 
in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 8, and were exactly half of 
the corrected average. ‘The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 43, 41, and 
23 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 30, but were 4 below the 
corrected average; 4 cases belonged to Bermondsey and 3 to Whitechapel sanitary 
areas. ‘The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 438, 50, and 54 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 43, and were 27 below the corrected 
average ; 8 cases belonged to Lambeth sanitary area. The fatal cases of enteric 
fever, which had been 12, 9, and 10 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last 
week to 2, the corrected average being 7. The deaths from diarrhea, which had 
been 18, 11, and 14 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 9, and 
were 5 below the corrected average. 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 313, 
282, and 271 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 273, but 
were 122 below the corrected average. 

The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 22, having been 33, 28, and 
34 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 57 deaths, concerning all but 2 of which 
inquests were held. Of these 57 deaths, 11 were cases of suicide, and 1 of homicide, 
while the remaining 45 were attributed to accident or negligence. Six of these 
were referred to vehicles in the streets, 3 to drowning, and 11 (of infants under one 
year of age) to suffocation in bed. 


Casxs of Inrectrious Sicknzss in HospiTars.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever Hospitals, 
there were’1l cases of small-pox, 2406 of scarlet fever, 757 of diphtheria, and 59 of 
enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). ‘The 
admissions during the week, as compared with those in the preceding three weeks, 
were as follow:—Of small-pox, 1 case, against 2, 0, and 1; of scarlet fever, 216 
cases, against 224, 219, and 224; of diphtheria, 83 cases, against 91, 93, and 108 ; 
and of enteric fever, 5 cases, against 11, 8, and 14. 

GREATER LONDON, 

In Greater London 3082 births and 1852 deaths were registered, corresponding 
to annual rates of 25°1 and 15°4 per 1000 of the estimated population. In the 
Outer Ring, 6 deaths from measles, 6 from scarlet fever, 7 from diphtheria, 
20 from whooping-cough, 1 from “fever,” and 5 from diarrhea were registered. 


Four cases of measles, 3 of scarlet fever, 4 of diphtheria, and 6 of whooping-cough 
belonged to West Ham district. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29:76 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 47°°4, the latter being 0°:9 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was South- Westerly, the horizontal movement of the air being 34 per cent. 
above the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. ‘The duration of bright sunshine registered in 
the week was 31°5 hours. The measured rainfall amounted to 0°32 of an inch.

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measles, 1°9 in Newcastle-on-Tyne, 1°5 in Burnley, 2°0 
in Manchester, 3°4 in Salford, and 7°3 in Bolton; and from whooping-cough, 1-1 
in Portsmouth, 1°2 in Salford and in Blackburn, and 2°1 in Plymouth, In no case 
did the death-rate from scarlet fever, from “ fever,’ or from diarrhea reach 1:0 
per 10CO in any of the thirty-three towns. The 57 deaths from d¢phtherva included 
40 in London. No.death from small-pow was registered in any of the thirty-three 
towns. 
LONDON. 

In Lonpon} 2499 sretHs and 1500 pEaTHs were registered. Allowing for 
increase of population, the births were 278, and the deaths 197, below the average 
numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. The annual death-rate

per 1000 from all causes, which had been 17°6, 17-5, and 16°6 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose again last week to 17°5. During the four weeks ending on 
Saturday last the death-rate averaged 17-3 per 1000, being 2°7 per 1000 below the 
mean rate in the corresponding periods of the ten years 1887-96. 

The 1500 deaths included 20 from measles, 9 from scarlet fever, 40 from 
diphtheria, 50 from whooping-cough, 7 from enteric fever, 15 from diarrhea and 
dysentery, and not one death from small-pox, from typhus, from any ill-defined 
form of continued fever, or from cholera ; thus, 141 deaths were referred to these 
diseases, being 85 below the corrected average weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 12, 15, and 27 in the preceding three 
weeks, fell again last week to 20, the corrected average being 82; 7 cases belonged 
to Bethnal Green and 3 to Shoreditch sanitary areas. The deaths from scarlet 
fever, which had been 10, 12, and 8 in the preceding three weeks, were 9 last 
weck, the corrected average being 17. The deaths from diphtheria, which had 
been 41, 23, and 30 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 40, and 
were 10 above the corrected average; 6 cases belonged to Hackney, 4 to Chelsea, 4 
to Battersea, 3 to Poplar, and 3 to Greenwich sanitary areas. The deaths from 
whooping-cough, which had been 50, 54, and 48 in the preceding three weeks, rose 
again last week to 50, but were 23 below the corrected average ; 8 eases belonged 
to Lambeth, 6 to Hackney, 4 to Paddington, and 4 to St. Pancras sanitary areas. 
The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had been 9, 10, and 2 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose again last week to 7, the corrected average being 8. The deaths 
from diarrhea, which had been 11, 14, and 9 in the preceding three weeks, rose 
again last week to 15, which is also the corrected average. 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 282, 
271, and 273 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 289, but 
were 95 below the corrected average. 


The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 37, having been 28, 34, and 
22 in the preceding three weeks, 

Different forms of violence caused 76 deaths, concerning all of which inquests 
were held. Of these 76 deaths, 6 were cuses of suicide, and 1 of homicide, while the 
remaining 69 were attributed to accident or negligence. Seven of these were 
referred to vehicles in the streets, 6 to drowning, and 20 (of infants under one year 
of age) to suffocation in bed. 


Caszs of Inrectious Sicxnzss in Hospirats.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever Hospitals, 
and from the Highgate Small-pox Hospital, there were 7 cases of small-pox, 2442 
of scarlet fever, 774 of diphtheria, and 67 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as com- 
pared with those in the preceding three wecks, were as follow :—Of small-pox, 
not one case, against 0, 1, and 1; of scarlet fever, 269 cases, against 219, 224, and 
“16; of diphtheria, 96 cases, against 93, 103, and 83; and of enteric fever, 
15 cases, against 8, 14, and 5. 


GREATER LONDON, ~ 


In Greater London 3448 births and 1963 deaths were registered, corresponding 
to annual rates of 28-5 and 16-3 per 1000 of the “estimated population. In the 
Outer Ring, 9 deaths from measles, 5 from scarlet fever, 9 from diphtheria, 
10 from whooping-cough, 3 from “fever,” and 6 from diarrhoea were registered, 
Seven deaths trom measles occurred in West Ham district. 


METEOROLOGY, 


The mean reading cf the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°79 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 46°:4, the latter being 2°:0 below the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90, 
The. direction of the wind was variable, the Lorizontal movement of the air being 21 per cent. 
above the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of bright sunshine registered in 
the week was 41-0 hours. The measured rainfall amounted to 0°33 of an inch.

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were:—from measles, 1°9 in Liverpool, 1°4 in Birkenhead, 1°9 in 
Manchester, 2°5 in Burnley, 3°4 in Salford, and 6°4 in Bolton ; and from whooping- 
cough, 1:0 in Burnley, 1°3 in Manchester, and 2:0 in Blackburn. In no case did 
the death-rate from scarlet fever, “ fever,” or diarrhea reach 1:0 per 1000 in any 
of the thirty-three towns. The 55 deaths from diphtheria included 40 in London, 
and 2 each in West Ham, Birmingham, Sheffield. and Hull. No death from 
small-pox was registered in any of the thirty-three towns. 

? LONDON. 

In Lonvoy} 2750 srrrus and 1442 peaTHs were registered. Allowing for 
increase of population, the births were 37 above, and the deaths 25 below, the average

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per 1000 from all causes, which had been 17°5, 16°6, and 17°5 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell again last week to 16°8. During the four weeks ending on 
Saturday last the death-rate averaged 17°1 per 1000, being 2:7 per 1000 below the 
mean rate in the corresponding periods of the ten years 1887-96. 

The 1442 deaths included 23 from measles, 13 fram scarlet fever, 40 from 
diphtheria, 40 from whooping-cough, 5 from enteric fever, 8 from diarrhoea and 
dysentery, and not one death from small-pox, from typhus, from any ill-defined 
form of continued fever, or from cholera; thus, 129 deaths were referred to these 
diseases, being 101 below the corrected average weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 15, 27, and 20 in the preceding three 
weeks, rose again last week to 23, but were 61 below the corrected average ; 4 cases 
belonged to Greenwich and 3 to Bethnal Green sanitary areas. The deaths from 
scarlet fever, which had been 12, 8, and 9 in the preceding three weeks, further 
rose last week to 18, but were 4 below the corrected average. The deaths from 
diphtheria, which had been 23, 30, and 40 in the preceding three weeks, were again 
40 last week, the corrected average being 32; 5 cases belonged to Lambeth, 3 to 
Hammersmith, 3 to St. Pancras, 3 to Hackney, 3 to Shoreditch, and 3 to Poplar 
sanitary areas. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 54, 43, and 50 in 
the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 40, and were 36 below the corrected 
average ; 4 cases belonged to St. Pancras, 4 to Camberwell, 3 to Hackney, and 3 to 
Lambeth sanitary areas. The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had been 10, 2, 
and\7 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 5 last week, the corrected average 
being 6. The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 14, 9, and 15 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 8, and were 5 below the corrected 
average. 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 271, 
273, and 289 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 273, and 
were 91 below the corrected average. 

The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 80, having been 34, 22, and 
37 in the preceding three weeks. . 

Different forms of violence caused 82 deaths, concerning all of which inquests 
were held. Of these 82 deaths, 16 were cases of suicide, while the remaining 66 
were attributed to accident or negligence. Six of these were referred to vehicles 
in the streets, 5 to drowning, 2 to the effects of chloroform administered for surgical 


purposes, and 13 (including 12 of infants under one year of age) to suffocation in 
bed. 3 


Caszs of InFectious Sickngss in HospitTats.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever Hospitals, 
there were 12 cases of small-pox, 2380 of scarlet fever, 767 of diphtheria, and 16 of 
enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The- 
admissions during the week, as compared with those in the preceding three weeks, 
were as follow:—Of small-pox, 6 cases, against J, 1, and 0; of scarlet fever, 223 
cases, against 224, 216, and 269; of diphtheria, 102 cases, against 103, 83, and 
96; and of enteric fever, 6 cases, against 14,°5, and 15. 


GREATER LONDON, 

In Greater London 8738 births and 1862 deaths were registered, corresponding 
to annual rates of 31°0 aud 15:4 per 1000 of the estimated population. In the 
Outer Ring, 6 deaths from measles, 3 from scarlet fever, 9 from diphtheria, 
12 from whooping-cough, 1 from “fever,” and 2 from diarrhea were registered. 


Three deaths trom diphtheria occurred in Brentford district, 3 in Edmonton district, 
and 2 in West Ham district. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°74 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 51°*2, the latter being 2°°5 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was variable, the lorizontal movement of the air being 11 per centr, 
below the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of bright sunshine registered in 
the week was 50°7 hours. The measured rainfall amounted to 0°36 of an inch.

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measles, 1°2 in Cardiff, 1°5 in Manchester, 5*1 in Salford, 
and 6:0 in Bolton; from scarlet fever, 1°2 in Salford ; aud from whooping-cough, 
1:0 in Burnley and in Gateshead, 1*1 in Plymouth, in Bristol, and in Oldham, and 
1°2 in Manchester. In no case did the death-rate from “ fever ” or from diarrhea 
reach 1°0 per 1000 in any of the thirty-threetowns. The 43 deaths from diphtheria 
included 26 in London and 4 in Birmingham. No death from small-pox was 


registered in any of the thirty-three towns.

LONDON. 


In Lonpon* 2688 sirtus and 1323 pEatTHs were registered. Allowing for 
increase of population, the births were 165, and the deaths 305, below the average 
numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. The annual death-rate 
per 1000 from all causes, which had been 16°6, 17°5, and 16°8 in the preceding 
three weeks, further fell last week to 15°5. During the four weeks ending on 
Saturday last the death-rate averaged 16°6 per 1000, being 3-0 per 1000 below. the 
mean rate in the corresponding periods of the ten years 1887-96. 


The 1323 deaths included 20 from measles, 10 from scarlet fever, 26 from 
diphtheria, 35 from whooping-cough, 1 from enteric fever, 15 from diarrhoea and 
dysentery, and not one death from small-pox, from typhus, from any ill-defined 
form of continued fever, or from cholera; thus, 107 deaths were referred to these 
diseases, being 126 below the corrected average weekly number. 


The deaths from measles, which had been 27, 20, and 23 in the preceding three 
weeks, fell again last week to 20, the corrected average being 82; 5 cases belonged 
to Greenwich, 4 to Lambeth, and 3 to Limehouse sanitary areas. The deaths from 
scarlet fever, which had been 8, 9, and 13 in the preceding three weeks, fell again 
last week to 10, and were 8 below the corrected average ; 3 cases belonged to 
Bermondsey sanitary area. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 30, 40, 
and 40 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 26, and were 6 below 
the corrected average; 4 cases belonged to Paddington, 4 to Islington, 4 to Lambeth, 
3 to Hackney, and 3 to Poplar sanitary areas. ‘The deaths from whooping-cough, 
which had been 48, 50, and 40 in the preceding. three weeks, further fell last week | 
to 85, and were 37 below the corrected average ; 7 cases belonged to Camberwell 
and 4 to Bermondsey sanitary areas. The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had 
been 2,7, and 5 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to one, the 
corrected average being 9. The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 9, 15, and 
8 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 15, the corrected average 
being 17. 


The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 273, — 
289, and 273 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 232, and 
were 110 below the corrected average. 


The deaths attributed directly to cnfluenza numbered 29, having been 22, 37, and 
30 in the preceding three weeks. 


Different forms of violence caused 63 deaths, concerning all of which inquests 
were held. Of these 63 deaths, 15 were cases .of suicide, and 1 of homicide, while 
the remaining 47 were attributed to accident or negligence. Two of these were 
referred to vehicles in the streets, 3 to conflagrations, 13 to drowning, and 8 (of 
infants under one year of age) to suffocation in bed. | 


Casxs of Inrectious Sickness in Hospitats.f 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever Hospitals, 
there were 11 cases of small-pox, 2385 of scarlet fever, 775 of diphtheria, and 50 of 
enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The 
admissions during the week, as compared with those \in the preceding three weeks, 
were as follow:—Of small-pox, 3 cases, against 1, 0, and 6; of scarlet fever, 231 
cases, against 216, 269, and 223; of diphtheria, 107 cases, against 83, 96, and 
102; and of enteric fever, 5 cases, against 5, 15, and 6. of

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GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3640 births and 1706 deaths were registered, corresponding 
to annual rates of 20°2 and 14°1 per 1000 of the estimated population. In the 
Outer Ring, 6 deaths from measles, 3 from scarlet fever, 2 from diphtheria, 
13 from whooping-cough, 1 from “fever,” and 3 from diarrhoea were registered. 
Two deaths from scarlet fever and 6 from whooping-cough occurred in West Ham 
district. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°85 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 49°*7, the latter being 0°-6 below the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was Westerly, the horizontal movement of the air being 28 per cent. 
above the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of bright sunshine registered in 
the week was 45°8 hours. The measured rainfall amounted to 0°17 of an inch.

I HAVE to report to you the results of the chemical analysis, and of the physical and 
bacterioscopic examination, of the waters supplied to the inner, and portions of the outer, circle 
of the Metropolis during tbe month of April 1897. 

At the request of the Associated Metropolitan Water Companies, I have extended these monthly 
examinations to (a) the chemical and bacterioscopic condition of the raw river waters at the 
intakes of the various Companies, and (0) to the bacteriology of the water as it issues from the 
filter beds of each Company, and before it is pumped into the distributing mains. 


I append, also, the results obtained in the analyses of the waters supplied to Birmingham and 
Glasgow by their respective Corporations. These analyses were made by Dr. Hill of Birmingham 
and Dr. Mills of Glasgow. 
| Taking the average amount of organic impurity in a given volume of the Kent Company’s 
water during the nine years ending December 1876 as unity, the proportional amount contained 
in an equal volume of water supplied by each of the Metropolitan Water Companies, was :— 
Kent 0:8, New River 2:1, East London (deep-well) 2°4, Southwark 2°6, West Middlesex and 
Colne Valley 2°7, East London (river supply) 2°9, Chelsea 3°), Grand Junction 3°2, and 
Lambeth 3:4.

Grand Junction Company’s intake had a temperature of 7°3°C.; 100,000 lbs. of it contained 
31°80 lbs. of solid matter; the organic substances, constituting a portion of this matter, con- 
tained °219 ib. of carbon and +027 lb. of nitrogen. The above ‘quantity of water also contained 
‘006 lb. of ammonia and *262 Ib. of nitrogen in the form of nitrates and nitrites whilst the total 
amount of combined nitrogen in every form was °294 Ib. The above weight of water also 
contained 17 Ib. of chlorine, and 22:7 Ibs. of carbonate of lime, or an equivalent amount 
of dis ee or soap-destroying ingredients. 

‘he numbers in the analytical Table can be converted into grains per imperj 
multiplying them by 7, and then moving the decimal point one tir to the ares ire cane 
Operation transforms the hardness in the Table into degrees of hardness on Clark’s scale. 
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The Thames at Hampton was, on April 5th, turbid and pale yellow in colour; it was of good 
chemical, but indifferent bacterial, quality. ‘The water supplied by the five Companies drawing 
from this source was, in every case, efficiently filtered before delivery, but three out of ten 
samples coilected infringed the standard of 100 microbes per c.c., the remaining samples, how- 
ever, were of most excellent bacterial quality. The bacterial improvement effected by the various 
Companies is expressed by the following percentage numbers :—Chelsea (April 5th) 96°14 
(April 13th) 94°0, (April 28th) 99°88, West Middlesex 99°84, Southwark (No. 4 filter well) 
99°69, (No. 5 filter well) 98°75, Grand Junction (general filter well at Hampton) 98°13 
(general filter well at Kew) 99°52, (South filter well at Kew) 99°71, and Lambeth 99°78. : 


The New River Cut, before entering the storage and subsidence reservoirs of the New River 
Company, was, on April 6th, turbid and very pale yellow in colour. It was of excellent chemical, 
but bad bacterial quality. After efficient filtration, it was delivered to consumers in most 
excellent chemical and bacterial condition, surpassing, in both respects, some of the deep-well 
waters. The bacterial improvement is represented by the following percentage numbers :— 
General filter well and No. 1 filter well 99°89, No. 6 filter well 99°77. 


The water taken from the Lea at Angel Road by the East London Company was turbid and 
pale yellow in colour. It was of good chemical, but bad bacterial, quality. After efficient filtra- 
tion, it was delivered in excellent chemical condition, but two of the filters infringed the microbe 
standard. Nevertheless the bacterial improvement effected by this Company amounted to the 
fellowing percentage numbers :-—No. 1 Essex filter well 98°36, No. 2 Essex filter well 99°16, and 


Middlesex filter well 97°64. 


The deep-well waters of the Kent and Colne Valley Companies were clear and bright, but that 
of the East London Company, from the Waltham Abbey well, was very slightly turbid. The 
water supplied by the Kent Company possessed a very high degree of organic purity, but that sent 
out by the two other Companies contained a slight excess of organic matter of vegetable origin, 
The Colne Valley Company’s supply was softened before delivery, and thus rendered of good 
quality for. washing. 


Seen through a stratum two feet deep, the Kent and Colne Valley Companies waters were clear and 
colourless, the East London (deep-well) were slightly turbid and colourless, the New River clear 
and. nearly colourless, and the remaining waters clear and very pale yellow. 


The bacterioscopic examination of the river waters, before and after storage, and of the 
supplies delivered by the various Companies and collected on the 5th, 6th, 7th, 8th, 13th 
and 28th of April, yielded, on incubation, the results contained in the following table :—

- The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were:—from measles, 1°5 in Sunderland, 1:7 in Bolton and in Man- 
chester, 20 in Burnley, and 3:2 in Salford; and from whooping-cough, 1°0 in 
Derby and in Neweastle-on-Tyne, 1°1 in Sunderland, 1°2 in Blackburn, 1°4 in 
Oldham, 2°0 in Burnley, and 2°1 in Plymouth. In no case did the ‘death-rate from 
scarlet fever, from “ fever,” or from diarrhea reach 1°0 per 1000 in any of the 
thirty-three towns. The 56 deaths from diphtheria included 42 in London. No 
death from small-pox was registered in any of the thirty-three towns. 


LONDON. 


In Lonpont 2430 sirtHs and 1334 DEATHS were registered. Allowing for 
‘nerease of population, the births were 280, and the deaths 274, below the average

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numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. The annual death-rate 
per 1000 from all causes, which had been 17°5, 16°8, and 15°5 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose again last week to 15°6. During the four weeks ending on 
Saturday last the death-rate averaged 16°4 per 1000, being 2-9 per 1000 below the. 
mean rate in the corresponding periods of the ten years 1887—96. 

The 1334 deaths included 20 from measles, 17 from searlet fever, 42 from 
diphtheria, 33 from whooping-cough, 6 from enteric fever, 12 from diarrhoea and - 
dysentery, and not one death from small-pox, from typhus, from any ill-defined 
form of continued fever, or from cholera; thus, 130 deaths were referred to these 
diseases, being 86 below the corrected average weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 20, 23, and 20 in the preceding three 
weeks, were again 20 last week, the corrected average being 79; 3 cases belonged to 
St. Pancras and 3 to Greenwich sanitary areas. The deaths from scarlet fever, which 
had been 9, 18, and 10 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 17, the 
corrected average being 16.. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 40, 40, and 
26 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 42, exceeding the corrected 
average by 9; 4 cases belonged to Islington, 4 to Bethnal Green, 3 to Poplar, and 
3 to Bermondsey sanitary areas. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 
50, 40, and 35 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 83, and were 
31 below the corrected average ; 4 cases belonged to Newington sanitary area. 
The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had been 7, 5, and 1 in the preceding three 
weeks, rose again last week to 6, the corrected average being 7. The deaths from 
diarrhea, which had been 15, 8, and 15 in the preceding three weeks, fell again 
last week to 12, and were 2 below the corrected average. 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 289, 
273, and 232 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 198, and 
were 126 below the corrected average. ; 

The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 19, having been 37, 30, and 
29 in the preceding three weeks. “4 

Different forms of violence caused 62 deaths, concerning all of which inquests 
were held. Of these 62 deaths, 9 were cases of suicide, while the remaining 53 were 
attributed to accident or negligence. ‘Ten of these were referred to vehicles in the 
streets, 6 to drowning, 1 to the effects of an anesthetic administered for surgical 
purposes, and 8 (of infants under one year of age) to suffocation in bed. 


Caszs of INFecTIOUs SicKNESs in HospitTats.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever Hospitals, 
there were 15 cases of small-pox, 2416 of scarlet fever, 761 of diphtheria, and 48 of 
enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The 
admissions during the week, as compared with those in the preceding three weeks, 
were as follow:—Of small-pox, 6 cases, against 0, 6, and 3; of scarlet fever, 239 
cases, against 269, 223, and 231; of diphtheria, 94 cases, against 96, 102, and 
107; and of enteric fever, 7 cases, against 15, 6, and 5. 


GREATER LONDON, 


In Greater London 8399 births and 1697 deaths. were registered, corresponding 
to annual rates of 28°2 and 14°1 per 1000 of the estimated population. In the 
Outer Ring, 8 deaths from measles, 2 from scarlet fever, 7 from diphtheria, 
10 from whooping-cough, 3 from “fever,” and 2 from diarrhoea were registered. 
Three deaths trom measles occurred in Croydon district, 8 in West Ham district, 
and 2 in Epping district. 


METEOROLOAY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 30°00 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 47°'3, the latter being 4°-7 below the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90, 
The direction of the wind was North-Westerly, the horizontal movement of the air being 12 per cent. 
above the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of bright sunshine registered in 
the week was 48°0 hours. The measured rainfall amounted to 0:04 of an inch.

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were:—from measies, 1:4 in Manchester, 1:5 in Liverpool, 1°7 in 
Bolton, 2°2 in Salford, and 2°5 in Burnley; from scarlet fever, 1‘lin Halifax ; 
from whooping-cough, 1:0 in Liverpool and in Manchester, 1*1 in Sunderland, 
1:2 in Salford, 1°4 in Oldham, 1°6 in Bristol, 2°1 in Plymouth, and 2°5 in 
Burnley; from “ fever,’ 1°3 in Croydon; and from diarrhea, 1°8 in Wolver- 
hampton. The 42 deaths from diphtheria included 33 in London and 3 in Liverpool. 


One death from small-pox was registered in London, but not one in any other of the 


thirty-three towns.

In Lonpon} 2444 srrras and 132] DEATHS were registered. Allowing for 
increase of population, the births were 143, and the deaths 299, below the average 
numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. ihe annual death-raie

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per 1000 from all causes, which had been 16:8, 15:5, and 15°6 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell again last week to 15°4. During the four weeks ending on 
Saturday last the death-rate averaged 15°8 per 1000, being 3°2 per 1000 below the 
mean rate in the corresponding periods of the ten years 1887-96. 

The 1321 deaths included 1 from small-pox, 24 from: measles, 9 from scarlet 
fever, 33 from diphtheria, 28 from whooping-cough, 8 from enteric fever, 1 from an 
ill-defined form of continued fever, 9 from diarrhoea and dysentery, 1 from choleraic 
diarrhoea, and not one death from typhus; thus, 114 deaths were referred to these 
diseases, being 103 below the corrected average weekly number. 

The death frotn small-pox was that of a man, aged 22 years, who had been 
removed from Shepherdess Walk in Shoreditch sanitary area to the hospital ship 
“ Castalia.” The deaths from measles, which had been 23, 20, and 20 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 24, but were 58 below the corrected 
average ; 4 cases belonged to Bethnal Green, 3 to St. Pancras, 3 to Shoreditch, and 
3 to Wandsworth sanitary areas. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 
13, 10, and 17 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 9, and were 6 
below the corrected average; 2 cases belonged to Battersea sanitary area. The 
deaths from diphtheria, which had been 40, 26, and 42 in the preceding three 
weeks, fell again last week to 33, and were 3 below the corrected average; 4 cases 
belonged to Camberwell ‘and 3 to Islington sanitary areas. The deaths from 
whooping-cough, which had been 40, 35, and 33 in the preceding three weeks, 
further fell last week to 28, and were 31 below the corrected average ; 5 cases 
belonged to Fulham sanitary area. he fatal cases of enteric fever, which had been 
5, 1, and 6 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 8, which is also 
the corrected average. The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 8, 15, and 12 in 
the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 9, and were 7 below the 
corrected average. 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 273, 
232, and 198 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 220, but 
were 98 below the corrected average. 

The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 18, having been 80, 29, and 
19 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 72 deaths, concerning all but 3 of which 
inquests were held. Of these 72 deaths, 7 were cases of suicide, and | of homicide, 
while the remaining 64 were attributed to accident or negligence. Ten of these 
were referred to vehicles in the streets, 4 to drowning, and 12 (including 11 of 
infants under one year of age) to suffocation in bed. 


Caszs of Inrectious Sickness in Hosprrats.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever Hospitals, 
there were 13 cases of small-pox, 2508 of scarlet fever, 785 of diphtheria, and 38 of 
enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last (‘Table 3). The 
admissions during the week, as compared with those in the preceding three weeks, 
were as follow:—Of small-pox, 1 case, against 6, 3, and 6; of scarlet fever, 311 
cases, against 223, 231, and 239; of diphtheria, 108 cases, against 102, 107, and 
94; and of enteric fever, 7 cases, against 6, 5, and 7. 


GREATER LONDON, 

In Greater London 3347 births and 1708 deaths were registered, corresponding 
to annual rates of 27°7 and 14:2 per 1000 of the estimated population. In the 
Outer Ring, 7 deaths from measles, 2 from scarlet fever, 12 from diphtheria, 
11 from whooping-cough, 4 from “fever,” and 4 from diarrhea were registered, 
Three deaths from “fever” occurred in Croydon district, 3 from diphtheria in 
Edmonton district, and 3 from measles and 8 from! diphtheria in West Ham district.

The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°89 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 57°*3, the latter being 3°°3 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90, 
he direction of the wind was North- Easterly, the horizontal movement of the air being 64 per cent.

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numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. The annual death-rate 
per 1000 from all causes, which had been 15°5, 15°6, and 15°4 in the preceding 
three weeks, further fell last week to 14°9. During the four weeks ending on 
Saturday last the death-rate averaged 15°4 per 1000, being 3°5 per 1000 below the 
mean rate in the corresponding periods of the ten years 1887-96. 

The 1275 deaths included 18 from measles, 9 from scarlet fever, 36 from 
diphtheria, 47 from whooping-cough, 11 from enteric fever, 12 from diarrhoea and 
dysentery, 1 from choleraic diarrhoea, and not one death from smali-pox, from 
typhus, or from any ill-defined form of continued fever; thus, 184 deaths were 
referred to these diseases, being 92 below the corrected average weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 20, 20, and 24 in the preceding three 
weeks, fell again last week to 18, and were 65 below the corrected average ; 5 cases 
belonged to Bethnal Green sanitary area. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had 
been 10, 17, and 9 in the preceding three weeks, were again 9 last weck, the 
corrected average being 18. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 26, 42, 
and %3 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 36, and were 2 above 
the corrected average; 3 cases belonged to Kensington, 3 to Chelsea, and 3 to 
Newington sanitary areas. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 35, 
33, and 28 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 47, but were 
17 below the corrected average ; 5 cases belonged to Wandsworth, 5 to Camberwell, 
4 ioS8t. Pancras, 4 to Clerkenwell, and 4 to Lambeth sanitary areas. The fatal 
cases of enteric fever, which had been 1, 6, and 8 in the preceding three weeks, 
further rose last week to 11, the corrected average being 8; 2 cases belonged to 
St. Pancras sanitary area. The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 16, 12, and 
9 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 12, but were 3 below the 
corrected average. 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 232, 
198, and 220 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 196, and 
were 108 below the corrected average. 

The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 19, having been 29, 19, and 
18 in the preceding three weeks. : 

Different forms of violence caused 61 deaths, concerning all but 1 of which ~ 
inquests were held. Of these 61 deaths, 8 were cases of suicide, and J of homicide, 
while the remaining 52 were attributed to accident or negligence. Four of these 
were referred to vehicles in the streets, 11 to drowning, and 7 (of infants under 
one year of age) to suffocation in bed. 





Caszxs of Inrectrious Sickness in Hospirars.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever Hospitals, 
there were 12 cases of small-pox, 2546 of scarlet fever, 786 of diphtheria, and 51 of 
enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The 
admissions during the week, as compared with those in the preceding three weeks, 
were as follow:—Of small-pox, not one case, against 3, 6, and 1; of scarlet fever, 
278 cases, against 231, 239, and 311; of diphtheria, 122 cases, against 107, 94, 
and 108; and of enteric fever, 21 cases, against 5, 7, and 7. _ 


GREATER LONDON, 


In Greater London 8273 births and 1647 deaths were registered, corresponding 
to annual rates of 27°1 and 13°6 per 1000 of the estimated population. In the 
Outer Ring, 12 deaths from measles, 3 from scarlet fever, 7 from diphtheria, 
9 from whooping-cough, 1 from “fever,” and 4 from diarrhoea were registered. 
Eight deaths from measles occurred in West Ham district, and 4 from whooping- 
cough in Edmonton district. ) 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°47 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 53°'5, the latter being 2°°3 below the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90, 
The direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of the air being 25 per cent, 
above the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. ‘The duration of bright sunshine registered in 
the week was 46‘2 hours. The measured rainfall amounted to 0°47 of an inch,

THIRTY-THREE GREAT TOWNS. 


The deaths registered last week in Tuirty-THrREE Great Towns of England 
and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 17°4 per 1000 of their aggregate 
population, which is estimated* at 10,992,524 persons in the middle of this year. 
The deaths registered in each of the last four weeks in the several towns,

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were:—from measles, 1°0 in Huddersfield and in Sheffield, 1°1 in 
Liverpool, 1:4 in Birmingham and in Manchester, 2°5~ in Burnley, 3°4 in Bolton, 
and 6°'1 in Salford ; and from whooping-cough, 1°0 in Huddersfield and in Gates- 
head, 1°1 in Plymouth, 1°2 in Blackburn, 1°3 in Bolton, and 1°4 in Manchester 
and in Oldham. In no case did the death-rate from scarlet fever, “ fever,” or 
diarrhea reach 1:0 per 1000 in any of the thirty-three towns. The 56 deaths from 
diphtheria included 33 in London, 3 in Birmingham, and 3 in Burnley. No death 

from small-pox was registered in any of the thirty-three towns.

LoNnpDON. 


In Lonpon* 2596 sirtTHs and 1320 pratTus were registered. Allowing for 
increase ef population, the births were 53 above, and the deaths 206 below, the average 
numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. The annual death-rate 
per 1000 frum all causes, which had been 15°6, 15:4, and 14°9 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose again last week to 15:4. During the four weeks ending on 
Saturday last the death-rate averaged 15°3 per 1000, being 3°3 per 1000 below the 
mean rate in the corresponding periods of the ten years 1887-96. 


The 1320 deaths included 21 from measles, 15 from scarlet fever, 33 from 
diphtheria, 29 from whooping-cough, 8 from enteric fever, 14 from diarrhcea and 
dysentery, and not one death from small-pox, from typhus, from any ill-defined 
form of continued fever, or {from cholera; thus, 120 deaths were referred to these 
diseases, being 89 below the corrected average weekly number. 


The deaths from measles, which had been 20, 24, and 18 in the preceding three 
weeks, rose again last week to 21, but were 56 below the corrected average ; 3 \ cases 
belonged to Lambeth sanitary area. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 
17, 9, and 9 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 15, and were 
within one of the corrected average; 3 cases belong to Wandsworth and 2 to 
Battersea sanitary areas. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 42, 38, and 
36 in the preceding three weeks, declined again to 33 last week, and corresponded 
with the corrected average; 6 cases belonged to Kensington, 3 to Islington, 3 to 
Poplar, and 3 to Wandsworth sanitary areas. The deaths from whooping-cough, 
which had been 33, 28, and 47 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week 
to 29, and were 27 below the corrected average ; 4 cases belonged to Lambeth, 3 to 
St. Pancras, and 3 to Hackney sanitary areas. The fatal cases of enteric fever, 
which had been 6, 8, and 11 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 
8, which is also the corrected average; 2 cases belonged to St. Pancras sanitary 
area. ‘The deaths from dzarrhea, which had been 12, 9, and 12 in the preceding 
three weeks, further rose last week to 14, but were 3 below the corrected average. 


The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 198, 
220, and 196 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 229, but 
were 49 below the corrected average. 


The deaths attributed directly to inflwenza numbered 14, having been 19, 18, and 
19 in the preceding three weeks. 


Different forms of violence caused 66 deaths, concerning all but 3 of which 
inquests were held. Of these 66 deaths, 7 were cases of suicide, and 1 of homicide, 
while the remaining 58 were attributed to accident or negligence. Ten of these 
were referred to vehicles in the streets, 5 to drowning, and 16 (including 15 of 
infants under one year of age) to suffocation in bed. 


Casxs of Inrecrious Sickness in Hospirats.f 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever Hospitals, 
there were 4 cases of small-pox, 2601 of scarlet fever, 796 of diphtheria, and 61 of 
enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on. Saturday last (Table 3). The 
admissions during the week, as compared with those in the preceding three weeks, 
were as follow:—Of small-pox, not one case, against 6, 1, and 0; of scarlet fever, 
274 cases, against 239, 311, and 278; of diphtheria, 127 cases, against 94, 108, 
and 122; and of enteric fever, 17 cases, against 7, 7, and 21.

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GREATER LONDON, 


In Greater London 3591 births and 1710 deaths were registered, corresponding 
to annual rates of 29°8 and 14:2 per 1000 of the estimated population. In the 
Outer Ring, 6 deaths from measles, 8 from scarlet fever, 10 from diphtheria, 
11 from whooping-cough, 3 from “fever,” and 4 from diarrhoea were registered. 
Three deaths from measles, 4 from scarlet fever, 4 from diphtheria, and 3 from 
whooping-cough were registered in West Ham district ; and 2 deaths from scarlet 
fever occurred in Mitcham sub-district. 


METEOROLOGY, 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°85 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 59°°3, the latter being 1°°8 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90, 
The direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of the air being 14 per cent. 
below the week’s average in the 16 years.1860-75. The duration of bright sunshine registered in 
the week was 33°6 hours. The measured rainfall amounted to 0°75 of an ineh.

I HAVE to report to you the results of the chemical analysis, and of the physical and 
bacterioscopic examination, of the waters supplied to the inner, and portions of the outer, circle 
of the Metropolis during the month of May 1897. 


At the request of the Associated Metropolitan Water Companies, I have extended these monthly 
examinations to (a) the chemical and bdacterioscopic condition of the raw river waters at the 
intakes of the various Companies, and (b) to the bacteriology of the water as it issues from the 
filter beds of each Company, and before it is pumped into the distributing mains. 


I append, also, the results obtained in the analyses of the waters supplied to Birmingham and 
Glasgow by their respective Corporations. ‘These analyses were made by Dr. Hill of Birmingham 
and Dr. Mills of Glasgow.

All the numbers contained in columns 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10, and 11 , relate to 100,000 parts of the 
waters. The Table is to be read thus:—the Thames water collected on the 5th May at the 
Southwark Company’s intake had a temperature of 127° C.; 100,000 lbs. of it contained 
27°88 lbs. of solid matter; the organic substances, constituting a portion of this matter, con- 
tained -217 ib. of carbon and °038 Ib. of nitrogen. The above quantity of water also contained 
°005 lb. of ammonia and * 244 Ib. of nitrogen in the form of nitrates and nitrites, whilst the total 
amount of combined nitrogen in every form was °286 lb. The above weight of water also 
contained 1°7 lb. of chlorine, and 19°7 lbs. of carbonate of lime, or an equivalent amount 
of other hardening or soap-destroying ingredients. : 

The numbers in the analytical Table can be converted into grains per imperial gallon by 
multiplying them by 7, and then moving the decimal point one place to the left. The same 
Operation transforms the hardness in the Table into degrees of hardness on Clark’s scale. 
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Taking the average amount of organic impurity in a given volume of the Kent Company’s 
water during the nine years ending December 1876 as unity, the proportional amount contained 
in an equal volume of water supplied by each of the Metropolitan Water Companies, was :— 
Kent 0°8, New River 1°4, Hast London (deep-well) 1:8, East London (river supply) 2°2, 
Southwark and Grand Junction 2°3, Colne Valley 2°4, Chelsea and Lambeth 2°6, and West 
Middlesex 2:7. The unfiltered water contained the following proportions :—Thames at Hampton 
4°3, New River Cut 3:1, and Lea at Angel Road 4°3. 

The Thames at Hampton was, on May 5th, turbid and pale yellow in colour; it was of fairly 
good chemical, but indifferent bacterisl, quality. 'The water supplied by the five Companies drawing 
from this source was, in every case, efficiently filtered before delivery, but three out of fourteen 
samples collected infringed the standard of 100 microbes per c.c. The bacterial improvement 
effected by the various Companies is expressed by the following percentage numbers :—Chelsea 
99°88, West Middlesex 99°62, Southwark (No. 4 filter well) 99°91, (No. 5 filter well) 98-37, 
Grand Junction (general filter well at Hampton) 98:64, (general filter well at Kew) 97°58, 
(South filter well at Kew) 99°52, and Lambeth 99°59. 

The New River Cut, before entering the storage and subsidence reservoirs of the New River 
Company, was, on May 6th, turbid and very pale yellow in colour. It was of excellent chemical, 
bat not good bacterial quality. After efficient filtration, it was delivered to consumers in most 
excellent chemical and bacterial condition, surpassing, in respect of organic purity, the majority 
of the deep-well waters. The bacterial improvement is represented by the following percentage 
numbers :—General filter well 98°81, No. 2 filter well 99°41, and No. 4 filter well 99°21. 

The water taken from the Lea at Angel Road by the East London Company was turbid and very 
pale yellow. It was, in respect of chemical quality, exactly equal to the Thames at Hampton, but 
was much inferior in bacterial quality. After efficient filtration, it was delivered to consumers in 
a high degree both of organic ‘and bacterial purity. The bacterial improvement effected by this 
Company amounted to the following percentage numbers :—No. 1 Essex filter well 99°15, No. 2 
Essex well 99°75, and Middlesex well 99:56. 

The deep-well waters of the Kent, Colne Valley, and East London Companies were clear and 
bright without filtration. The water supplied by the Kent Company possessed a very high degree 
of organic purity, but that sent out by the Colne Valley Company, although softened before 
delivery, contained, for deep well water, a considerable excess of organic matter. 

Seen through a stratum two feet deep, the Kent and East London (deep well) waters were clear 
and colourless, the New River and Colne Valley clear and nearly colourless, and the remaining 
waters clear and very pale yellow. 

The bacterioscopic examination of the river waters, before and after storage, and of the supplies 
delivered by the various companies and collected”on the 5th, 6th, 7th, and 8th of May, yielded, 
on prolonged incubation, the results contained in the following table :

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were:—from measles, 1°0 in Newcastle-upon-Tyne, 1°1 in Liverpool 
and in West Ham, 1:2 in Cardiff and in Wolverhampton, 1°8 in Manchester, 2°0 
in Burnley, 2°3 in Birkenhead, 3°0 in Bolton, and 6°4 in Salford; from whooping- 
cough, 1:0 in Burnley, 1°1 in Liverpool, and 1°5 in Sunderland; and from 
diarrhea, 1:4 in Preston.

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as, measured by last week’s 
mortality, were:—from measles, 1°1 in Liverpool, 1°3 in Birmingham, 1°5 in 
Manchester and in Burnley, 2°7 in Preston, 3°4 in Bolton, and 6°8 in Salford ; 
from scarlet fever, 1:2 in Wolverhampton ; from whooping-cough, 1°6 in Plymouth 
and 2:1 in Huddersfield ; and from diarrhea, 1°1 in Plymouth, 1°2 in Salford, and 
1:4 in Norwich. Inno case did the death-rate from “fever” reach 1°0 per 1000 
in any of the thirty-three towns. The 41 deaths from diphtheria -included 29 in 
London, 3 in Liverpool, 2 in Burnley, and 2 in Sheffield. No death from small-pox 
was registered in any of the thirty-three towns.

per 1000 from all causes, which had been 14°9, 15°4, and 13°8 in the preceding — 
three weeks, rose again last week to 14°6. During the four weeks ending on 
Saturday last the death-rate averaged 14°7 per 1000, being 3-1 per 1000 below the © 
mean rate in the corresponding periods of the ten years 1887-96. 

The 1248 deaths included 835 from measles, 10 from scarlet fever, 29 from 
diphtheria, 23 from whooping-cough, 6 from enteric fever, 16 from diarrhea and — 
dysentery, and not one death from small-pox, from typhus, from any ill-defined” 
form of continued fever, or from cholera; thus, 116 deaths were referred to these — 
diseases, being 107 below the corrected average weekly number. | 

The deaths from measles, which had been 18, 21, and 18 in the preceding three 
weeks, rose again last week to 33, but were 46 below the corrected average ; 4 
cases belonged to St. Luke, 4 to Lambeth, and 3 to Shoreditch sanitary areas. The 
deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 9, 15, and 14 in the preceding three 
weeks, further fell last week to 10, and were 9 below the corrected average ; 2 cases - 
belonged to St. Pancras and 2 to Battersea sanitary areas. The deaths from 
diphtheria, which had been 36, 33, and 39 in the preceding three weeks, fell again — 
last week to 29, and were 7 below the corrected average; 4 cases belonged to 
Limehouse and 3,to Poplar sanitary areas. The deaths from whooping-cough, which — 
had been 47, 29, and 86 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 23, 
and were but half the corrected average ; 4 cases belonged to Poplar, 3 to Islington, — 
and 3 to Battersea sanitary areas. ‘The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had been — 
11,\8, and 6 in the preceding three weeks, further fell to 5 last week, the corrected — 
average being 9. The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 12, 14, and 12 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 16, but were 14 below the corrected — 
average. 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 196, 
229, and 191 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to -141, and 
were 94 below the corrected average. . 

The deaths attributed directly to enfluenza numbered 12, having been 19, 14, and — 
9 in the preceding three weeks. . | 

Different forms of violence caused 75 deaths, concerning all but 2 of which 
inquests were held. Of these 75 deaths, 8 were cases of suicide, and 1 of homicide, 
while the remaining 66 were attributed to accident or negligence. Ten of these 
were referred to vehicles in the streets, 12 to drowning, 2 to the effects of chloro- 
form administered for surgical purposes, and 7 (of infants under one year of age) 
to suffocation in bed. 


Caszs of InFEcTIOUs SicknzEss in Hospirats.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever Hospitals, — 
there were 2670 cases of scarlet fever, 840 of diphtheria, and 68 of enteric fever 
under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3), The admissions — 
during the week, as compared. with those in the preceding three weeks, were as — 
follow:—Of scarlet fever 274 cases, against 278, 274, and 255; of diphtheria, 
124 cases, against 122, 127, and 121; and of enteric fever, 13 cases, against 21, 
17, and 13. ‘There were no cases of small-pox under treatment in the Metropolitan — 
Asylum Hospitals.

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were:—from measles, 1°3 in West Ham and in Birmingham, 1-4 in 
Birkenhead, 1°5 in Burnley, 1°6 in Liverpoo!, 1°7 in Bolton, 2°1 in Cardiff, 2°4 
in Manchester, 5°9 in Preston, and 6°4 in Salford; from whooping-cvough, 1°0 in 
Derby, 1°1 in Sunderland, and 1°4 in Manchester; and from diarrhea, 1°4 in 
Preston. Inno case did the death-rate from scarlet fever or from “ fever” reach 
1:0 per 1000 in any of the thirty-three towns. The 46 deaths from diphtheria 
included 24 in London, 6 in Birmingham, and 3 in West Ham. No death from 
small-pox was registered in any of the thirty-three towns.

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numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. The annual death-rate 
per 1000 from all causes, which had been 15°4, 13°8, and 14:6 in the preceding 
three weeks, was again 14°6 last week. During the four weeks ending on 
Saturday last the death-rate averaged 14°6 per 1000, being 2°8 per 1000 below the 
mean rate in the corresponding periods of the ten years 1887-96. 4 

The 1246 deaths included 34 from measles, 14 from scarlet fever, 24 from — 
diphtheria, 31 from whooping-cough, 8 from enteric fever, 2 from ill-defined forms 
of continued fever, 25 from diarrhea and dysentery, and not one death from small- 
pox, from typhus, or from cholera; thus, 138 deaths were referred to these 
diseases, being 96 below the corrected average weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 21, 18, ard 33 in the preceding three 
weeks, were 34 last week, the corrected average being 72; 5 cases belonged to St. 
Luke, 4 to Shoreditch, 4 to Whitechapel, 3 to Hackney, and 3 to Clerkenwell. 
sanitary areas. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 15, 14, and 10 
in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 14, but were 4 below the 
corrected average. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 83, 39, and 29 in 
the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 24, and were 12 below the 
corrected average; 4 cases belonged to St. Pancras, 4 to Camberwell, and 3 to 
Battersea sanitary areas. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 29, 36, 
and 23 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 31, but were 14 below | 
the corrected average ; 5 cases belonged to St. Pancras sanitary area. The fatal 
cases of enteric fever, which had been 8, 6, and 5 in the preceding three weeks, rose 
again last week to 8, the corrected average being 9. The deaths from diarrhea, 
which had been 14, 12, and 16 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week 
to 25, but were 26 below the corrected average. 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 229, 
191, and 141 in the preceding three weeks, were 142 last week, the corrected 
average being 213. 

The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 9, having been 14, 9, and 
12 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 55 deaths, concerning all of which inquests 
were held. Of these 55 deaths, 12 were cases of suicide, and 1 of homicide, while 
the remaining 42 were attributed to accident or negligence. Six of these were 
referred to vehicles in the streets, 9 to drowning, and 8 (of infants under one year 
of age) to suffocation in bed. 


Casus of Inrectious Sicknzss in Hosprrats.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever Hospitals, 
there were 2789 cases of scarlet fever, 836 of diphtheria, and 70 of enteric fever 
under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions 
during the week, as compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follow :—Of scarlet fever, 267 cases, against 274, 255, and 274 ; of diphtheria, 119 
cases, against 127, 121, and 124; and of enterie fever, 14 cases, against 17, 13, and 
13. ‘here were no cases of small-pox under treatment in the Metropolitan Asylum 
Hospitals, 

| GREATER LONDON, 


In Greater London 2912 births and 1655 deaths were registered, corresponding — 
to annual rates of 24:1 and 13°7 per 1000 of the estimated population. In the 
Outer Ring, 11 deaths from measles, 6 from scarlet fever, 8 from diphtheria, 
4 from whooping-cough, 4 from “fever,” and 4 from diarrhea were registered, 


Seven deaths from measles, 4 from scarlet fever, and 4 from diphtheria occurred in 
West Ham district. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°86 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 64°:0, the latter being 3°°2 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90, 
The direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of the air being 2 per cent, 
above the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of bright sunshine registered in 
the week was #2°7 hours, The measured rainfall amounted to 0°27 of an inch.

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were:—from measles, 1*1 in Oldham, 1:2 in Cardiff, 1:3 in Bolton, 
1:4 in Newcastle-upon-Tyne, 1°5 in Birmingham, 2°3 in Manchester, 5°4 in 
Salford and in Burnley, and 9°1 in Preston; from scarlet fever, 1°0 in Leicester ; 
from whooping-cough, 1°4 in Norwich, 2°1 in Oldham, and 2°7 in Plymouth ; 
and from diarrhea, 1:0 in Burnley and 1°6 in Plymouth. In no case did the 
death-rate from “fever” reach 1:0 per 1000 in any of the thirty-three towns. 
The 41 deaths from diphtheria included 32 in London and 2 in Liverpool. No 
death from small-pox was registered in any of the thirty-three towns.

The annual death-rate 
per 1000 from all causes, which had been 13-8, 14°6, and 14°6 in the preceding 
three weeks, declined last week to 13:5. During the four weeks ending on 
Saturday last the death-rate averaged 14:1 per 1000, being 3°1 per 1000 below the 
mean rate in the corresponding periods of the ten years 1887-96 : 
The 1156 deaths included 25 from measles, 11 from scarlet fever, 32 from 
diphtheria, 22 from whooping-cough, 5 from enteric fever, 34 from diarrhea and 
dysentery, 2 from choleraic diarrhea, and not one death from small-pox, from 
typhus, or from any ill-defined form of continued fever; thus, 131 deaths were 
referred to these diseases, being 121 below the corrected average weekly number. _ 
The deaths from measles, which had been 18, 33, and 34 in the preceding three 
weeks, fell again last week to 25, and were 42 below the corrected average; 5 cases 
belonged to St. Luke and 4 to Bethnal Green sanitary areas. The deaths from 
scarlet fever, which had been 14, 10, and 14 in the preceding three weeks, fell 
again last week to 11, the corrected average being 18; 2 cases belonged to Lambeth 
sanitary area. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 39, 29, and 24 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 32, but were 3 below the corrected 
average; 3 cases belonged to Chelsea, $ to Lambeth, 3 to Battersea. and 3 to 
Camberwell sanitary areas. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 36, 
23, and 31 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 22, and were just 
half the corrected average ; 5 cases belonged to St. Pancras and 4 to Lambeth 
sanitary areas. The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had been 6, 5, and 8 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell again to 5 last week, the corrected average being 9. 
The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 12, 16, and 25 in the preceding three 
weeks, further rose last week to 34, but were 41 below the corrected average. 
The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 191,

Different forms of violence caused 93 deaths, concerning all but 1 of which inquests 
were held. Of these 93 deaths, 16 were cases of suicide, and 1 of homicide, while 
the remaining 76 were attributed to accident or negligence. Thirteen of these were 


referred to vehicles in the streets, 12 to drowning, and 12 (of infants under one year 
of age) to suffocation in bed.

According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever Hospitals, 
there were 2821 cases of scarlet fever, 869 of diphtheria, and 70 of enteric fevet 
under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions 
during the week, as compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follow :—Of scarlet fever, 310 cases, against 255, 274, and 267 ; of diphtheria, 1527) 
cases, against 121, 124, and 119; and of enteric fever, 11 cases, against 13, 13 


and 14, ‘There were no cases of small-pox under treatment in the Metropolitar

THIRTY-THREE GREAT TOWNS. 


The deaths registered last week in THIRTY-THREE GREAT TOWNS of England 
and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 15:1 per 1000 of their aggregate 
population, which is estimated* at 10,992,524 persons in the middle of this year. 
The deaths registered in each of the last four weeks in the several towns, 
alphabetically arranged, corresponded to the following annual rates per 1000 :—

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measiles, 1:0 in Liverpool and in Newcastle-upon- 
Tyne, 1:2 in Wolverhampton, 1°3 in Bolton, 1-9 in Manchester, 2°3 in Birken- 
head, 3°9 in Salford, 59 in Burnley, and 86 in Preston ; from whooping- 
cough, 1:0 in Burnley, 1:1 in Oldham, and 14 in Norwich; and from 
diarrhea, 1:0 in London and in Gateshead, 1-1 in Portsmouth, 1:2 in 
Wolverhampton and in Sheffield, 1-4 in Birkenhead and in Preston, 1:7 in 
Liverpool, and 2°3 in Leicester. In no case did the death-rate from scarlet 
fever or from “ fever” reach 1:0 per 1000 in any of the thirty-three towns. 
The 59 deaths from déphtheria included 43 in London, 4 in Burnley, 2 in 
Portsmouth, and 2 in Liverpool. No death from small-pox was registered 
in any of the thirty-three towns. |

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LONDON. 


In LONDON* 2689 BIRTHS and 1293 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 112 above, and the deaths 248 below, 
the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. The 
annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 14°6, 14-6, and 
13°5 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 15-1. During the 
four weeks ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 14:5 per 1000, 
being 2°8 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the 
ten years 1887-96. — 


The 1293 deaths included 26 from measles, 18 from scarlet fever, 43 from 


diphtheria, 30 from whooping-cough, 10 from enteric fever, 84 from diarrhea 
and dysentery, 3 from infantile cholera and choleraic diarrhoea, and not one 
death from small-pox, from typhus, or from any ill-defined form of continued 


fever ; thus, 214 deaths were referred to these diseases, being 88 below the’ 


corrected average weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 33, 34, and 25 in the preceding 
three weeks, were 26 last week, the corrected average being 67; 4 cases 
belonged to St. Pancras, 4 to Bethnal Green, 3 to St. Luke, and 3 to Shoreditch 
Sanitary areas. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 10, 14, and 11 
in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 18, which is also the 
corrected average ; 3 cases belonged to Lambeth, and 3 to Battersea sanitary 
areas. ‘The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 29, 24, and 32 in the 
preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 43, and were 7 above the 
corrected average; 8 cases belongel to Camberwell, 4 to St. George 
Southwark, and 3 to Poplar sanitary areas. The deaths from whooping- 
cough, which had been 23, 31, and 22 in the preceding three weeks, rose 
again last week to 30, but were 17 below the corrected average; 5 cases 
belonged to Islington, and 4 to St. Pancras sanitary areas. The fatal cases of 
enteri fever, which had been 5, 8, and 5 in the preceding three weeks, rose 
again to 10 last week, the corrected average being 8. The deaths from 
diarrhea, which had been 16, 25, ahd 34 in the preceding three weeks, 
further rose last week to 84, but were 35 below the corrected average. Of 
the 84 deaths from diarrhoea, 77 were of children under 5 years of age; 
15 more deaths at this age-period were described as due to gastro-enteritis, 
and are included under the heading “ Enteritis’ in Table 4. 7 | 

‘The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 140, 
142, and 127 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 116, and 
were 76 below the corrected average. 

‘The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 5, having been 12, 
9, and 4 in the preceding three weeks. | 

Different forms of violence caused 67 deaths, concerning all but 3 of 
which inquests were held. Of these 67 deaths, 10 were cases of suicide, 
while the remaining 57 were attributed to accident or negligence. Six of 
these were referred to vehicles in the street, 12 to drowning, I te the effects 
of an anesthetic administered for surgical purposes, and 8 (including 7 
of infants under one year of age), to suffocation in bed. 


CASES of INFECTIOUS SICKNESS IN HOSPITALS. 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever 
Hospitals,ithere were 2885 cases of scarlet fever, 914 of diphtheria, and 77 of 
enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). 
The admissions during the week, as compared with those in the preceding 
three weeks, were as follow :—Of scarlet fever, 349 cases, against 274, 267, 
and 310; of diphtheria, 163 cases, against 124, 119, and 152; and of enteric 
fever, 20 cases, against 13,14, and 11. There’ were no cases of small-pox 
under treatment last week in the Metropolitan Asylum Hospitals.

In the above Table all deaths of persons in, or on the way to, Hospitals and other Public Institutions, as 
well as those of persons under treatment in surgical homes, or dying by accident or otherwise in the 
streets, have been distributed, as far as practicable, to the sanitary areas in which the deceased had 

reviously resided. The deaths of 449 London residents who died outside Registration London in the 

slington Union Workhouse at Edmonton, the Strand Union Workhouse at Edmonton, the Holborn 

Union Workhouse at Mitcham. the City of London Lunatic Asylum at Stone, and the Metropolitan 
Hospitals and Asylums, have been similarly distributed. In 510 cases the previous residence was outside 
Registration London, and these have been excluded from the Table. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3761 births and 1577 deaths were registered, corre- 
sponding to annual rates of 31:2 and 131 per 1000 of the estimated population. 
In the Outer Ring, 3 deaths from measles, 1 from scarlet fever, 0 from 
diphtheria, 7 from whooping-cough, 2 from “fever,” and 9 from diarrhoea 
were registered. Two deaths from diphtheria occurred in Bexley sub- 
district, and 2 from enteric fever in West Ham district. 
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METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°80 inches. and that of the 
Thermomster 61°°5, the latter being 0°5 below the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was westerly, the horizontal movement of the air being 34 per cent. 
above the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered bright sunshine 
in the week was 52°5 hours. The measured rainfall amounted to 0°02 of an inch.

ANALYSIS OF METROPOLITAN WATER SUPPLY DURING JUNE 1897. 


Water-analysis Laboratory, The Yews, Reigate, 
lst July,:1897. 
SIR, 

I HAVE to report to you the results of the chemical analysis, and of the physical and 
bacterioscopic examination, of the waters supplied to the inner, and portions of the outer, 
circle of the Metropolis during the month of June 1897. i 

At the request of the Associated Metropolitan Water Companies I have extended these 
monthly examinations to (w) the chemical and bacterioscopic condition of the raw river waters 
at the intakes of the various Companies, and (0) to the bacteriology of the water as it issues 
from the filter beds of each Company, and before it is pumped into the distributing mains. 

T append, also, the results obtained in the analyses of the waters supplied to Birmingham 
and Glasgow by their respective Corporations. These analyses were made by Dr. Hill of 
Birmingham and Dr. Mills of Glasgow. 

Taking the average amount of organic impurity in a given volume of the Kent Company’s 
water during the nine years ending December 1876 as unity, the proportional amount 
contained in an equal volume of water supplied by each of the Metropolitan Water Companies. _ 
was :—New River 0°8, Kent 1:2, East London (river supply) 16, West Middlesex 18, 
Grand Junction and Lambeth 2-0, Chelsea 2°1, East London (deep well) 2-2, Southwark, 23, — 
and Colne Valley 26. The unfiltered river waters contained the following proportions:— 
Thames at Hampton 3°8, New River Cut 2°5, and Lea at Angel Road 4°9. 

The Thames at Hampton was, on June Ist, turbid and pale yellow in colour ; it was of good 
chemical, but bad bacterial, quality. As delivered by the five companies drawing from this 
source, it was in every case, efficiently filtered, but two out of the nine samples submitted to — 
bacterial cultivation infringed the standard of 100 microbes per ¢.c. Nevertheless, all the 
samples of Thames derived water possessed a very high degree of organic purity; equaling, 
and even in many cases surpassing, the deep well waters in this respect, and constituting a 
water supply of most excellent quality for dietetic use. The bacterial improvement effected 
by the various Companies is expressed by the following percentage numbers :—Chelsea 99°69, 
West Middlesex (June 2nd) 97°52, Southwark (No. 1 filter well) 99°18, (ditto No. 4 
filter well) 99°81, Grand Junction (general filter well at Hampton) 99°79, (ditto general 
filter well at Kew) 98-U8, (ditto South filter well at Kew) 99°89, and Lambeth 99°89.

All the numbers contained in columns 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9,10, and 11, relate to 100,000 parts of 
the waters. The table is to be read thus :—the Thames water collected on the Ist June at the 
Grand Junction Company’s intake had a temperature of 16°2°C. ; 100,000 Ibs. of it contained 
28°24 lbs. of solid matter; the organic substances, constituting a portion of this matter, 
contained ‘189 lb. of carbon and ‘034 Ib. of nitrogen. The above quantity of water also 
contained -010 lb. of ammonia and °229 lb. of nitrogen in the form of nitrates and nitrites, 
whilst the total amount of combined nitrogen in every form was *271 Ib. The above weight of 
water also contained 1°‘8 lb. of chlorine, and 18°5 lbs. of carbonate of lime, or an equivalent 
amount of other hardening or soap-destroying ingredients. ; 

The numbers in the analytical Table can be converted into grains per imperial gallon by 
multiplying them by 7, and then moving the decimal point one place to the left. The same 
operation transforms the hardness in the Table into degrees of hardness on Clark’s scale. 
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The New River Cut, before entering the storage and subsidence reservoirs of the New River 
Company, was, on June 3rd, turbid and very pale yellow in colour. It was of excellent 
chemical, but indifferent bacterial, quality. After efficient filtration, it was delivered to 
consumers in most excellent chemical and bacterial condition ; surpassing, in organic purity, 
all the deep well waters. The bacterial improvement is represented by the following 
an tone numbers :—General filter well 99°48, (ditto No. 1 filter well) 99°14, (ditto No. 3 filter 
we ‘05. 

The water, taken from the Lea at Angel Road by the East London Company, was turbid 
and yellow in colour. It was of bad quality both chemically and bacterially ; but, after 
efficient filtration, was distributed to consumers in most excellent chemical and bacterial 
condition. The bacterial improvement effected by this Company is shewn by the following 
percentage numbers :~ No. 1 Essex filter well 99°76, (No. 2 Essex filter well) 99°66, (ditto 
Middlesex well) 99-82. 

The deep well waters of the Kent and Colne Valley Companies were clear and bright 
without filtration, but that supplied by the East London Company was very slightly turbid. 
All these waters contained a larger proportion of organic matter than usual, but it was, in 
each case, of vegetable origin. 

Seen through a stratum two feet deep, the New River, Kent and Colne Valley waters were 
clear and colourless, the East London (deep well) colourless and very slightly turbid, and the 
remaining waters clear and very pale yellow. 

The bacterioscopic examination of the river waters, before and after storage, and of the 
supplies delivered by the various Companies and collected on the Ist, 2nd, 3rd, 4th and 
10th insts, yielded, on prolonged incubation, the results contained in the following table :—

THIRTY-THREE GREAT TOWNS. 
The deaths registered last week in THIRTY-THREE GREAT TOWNS of England 
and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 16°6 per 1000 of their aggregate 
population, which is estimated* at 10,992,524 persons in the middle of this year. 
The deaths registered in each of the last four weeks in the several towns, 
alphabetically arranged, corresponded to the following annual rates per 1000 :—

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The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measles, 1-4 in Oldham, 1°8 in Birmingham, 1°9 in 
Birkenhead, 2°9 in Manchester, 3°7 in Saltford, 4:4 in Burnley, and 10:0 in 
Preston ; from whooping-cough, 1:0 in Salford and in Huddersfield ; and 
from diarrhea, 1:1 in Portsmouth, in Nottingham, and in Halifax, 1:4 in 
Norwich, 1°5 in London and in Birmingham, 1°6 in Plymouth, 1:7 in Bolton, 
1:8 in Leicester and in Sheffield, 1:9 in Liverpool, and 3:0 in Wolverhampton. 
In no case did the death-rate from scarlet fever or from “ fever” reach 


1:0 per 1000 in any of the thirty-three towns. The 52 deaths from 


diphtheria included 36 in London and 4 in Birmingham. One death from 
small-pox was registered in Hull, but not one in any other of the thirty- 
three towns. 

LONDON. 


In LonpoNt 2579 BIRTHS and 1391 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 64, and the deaths 276, below

annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 14:6, 13°5, and ~ 


15:1 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 163. During 
the four weeks ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 14-9 per 1000, 
being 3:0 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the 
ten years 1887-96. | 


The 1391 deaths included 23 from measles, 13 from scarlet fever, 36 from _ 


diphtheria, 30 from whooping-cough, 9 from enteric fever, 128 from diarrhwea 


and dysentery, 4 from cholera and choleraic diarrhoea, and not one death a 


from small-pox, from typhus, or from any ill-defined form of continued fever ; 


thus, 243 deaths were referred to these diseases, being 133 below the — 


corrected average weekly number. . 

The deaths from measles, which had been 34, 25, and 26 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell again last week to 23, and were 37. below the corrected 
average ; 4 cases belonged to Clerkenwell, 4 to Camberwell, 3 to Hackney, 
and 3 to St. Luke sanitary areas. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had 
been 14, 11, and 18 in the ‘preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 13, 
and were 6 below the corrected average. The deaths from diphtheria, which 
had been 24, 32, and 43 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week 
to 36, the corrected average being 37; +4 cases belonged to Lambeth, 3 to 
Islington, 3 to Mile End Old Town, and 3 to Poplar sanitary areas. The 
deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 31, 22, and 30 in the 
preceding three weeks, were again 30 last week, the corrected average 
being 47. The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had been 8, 5, and 10 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 9 last week, this number being also the 
corrected average; 2 cases belonged to Poplar sanitary area. The deaths 
from diarrhea, which had been 25, 34, and 84 in the preceding three weeks, 
further rose last week to 128, but were 67 below the corrected average. Of 
the 128 deaths from diarrhcea, 122 were of children under 95 years of age ; 
57 more deaths at this age-period were described as due to gastro-enteritis, 
and are included under the heading “ Enteritis” in Table 4. 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 142, 
127, and 116 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 138, but 
were 51 below the corrected average. 

The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 8, having been 9, 
4, and 5 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 59 deaths, concerning all but 1 of 
which inquests were held. Of these 59 deaths, 8 were cases of suicide, 
and 2 of homicide, while the remaining 49 were attributed to accident or 
negligence. Seven of these were referred to vehicles in the streets, 12 to 
drowning, and 4 (of infants under one year of age), to suffocation in bed. 

CASES of INFECTIOUS SICKNESS IN HOSPITALS.* . 

According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever 
Hospitals,there were 2903 cases of scarlet fever, 927 of diphtheria, and 78 of 
enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). 
The admissions during the week, as compared with those in the preceding 
three weeks, were as follow :—Of scarlet fever, 381 cases, against 267, 310, 
and 349; of diphtheria, 136 cases, against 119, 152, and 163; and of enteric 
fever, 23 cases, against 14, 11, and 20. There were no cases of small-pox 
under treatment last week in the Metropolitan Asylum Hospitals. 

GREATER LONDON. 

In Greater London 3556 births and 1763 deaths were registered, corre- 
sponding to annual rates of 29:5 and 14:6 per 1000 of the estimated population. 
In the Outer Ring, 6 deaths from measles, 4 from scarlet fever, 8 from 
diphtheria, 9 from whooping-cough, 2 from ‘“ fever,’ and 13 from diarrhcea 


were registered. Four deaths from measles and 4 from whooping-cough ~ 


occurred in West Ham district ; 3 deaths from whooping-cough and 4 from 
diarrhoea occurred in Willesden sub-district. 
METEOROLOGY. 

~ The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29:95 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 65°-5, the latter being 2°6 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was north-easterly, the horizontal movement of the air being 
9 per cent. above the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered 
bright sunshine in the week was 78°0 hours ; no rain was measured during the week

THIRTY-THREE GREAT TOWNS. 

The deaths registered last week in THIRTY-THREE GREAT TOWNS of England 
and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 19°3 per 1000 of their aggregate 
population, which is estimated* at 10,992,524 persons in the middle of this year. 
The deaths registered in each of the last four weeks in the several towns, 
alphabetically arranged, corresponded to the following annual rates per 1000 :—

_ The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 

mortality, were :—from measles, 1:0 in Newcastle-on-Tyne, 1:2 in Wolver- 

: hampton and in Sheffield, 1:9 in Birmingham, 3:0 in Manchester, 3:4 in 
Burnley, 5°1 in Salford, and 8:2 in Preston ; from whooping-cough, 1:1 in 
Sunderland, 1-4 in Oldham, and 1°5 in Sheffield; and from diarrhaa, 
2°0 in Blackburn and in Leeds, 2°2 in Nottingham, 2°6 in Birmingham, 3:1 in 
Leicester, 3°2 in London and in West Ham, 3°3 in Birkenhead, 4°3 in Liverpool, 
4-6 in Sheffield, and 5:7 in Portsmouth. In no case did the death-rate from 
scarlet fever or from “ fever” reach 1:0 per 1000 in any of the thirty-three 
-towns. The 60 deaths from diphtheria included 42 in London and 4 in 
Liverpool. No death from small-pox was registered in any of the thirty- 
three towns. 

LONDON. 

In LonDOoNyt 2601 BIRTHS and 1708 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 34, and the deaths 30, below 
the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. The 
annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 13°5, 15:1, and

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16°3 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 20:0. During 
the four weeks ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 16:2 per 1000, . 
being 2°5 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the 
ten years 1887-96. 

The 1708 deaths included 22 from measles, 20 from scarlet fever, 42 from 
diphtheria, 38 from whooping-cough, 6 from enteric fever, 270 from diarrhea 
and dysentery, 10 from cholera and choleraic diarrhoea, and not one death 
from small-pox, from typhus, or from any ill-defined form of continued fever ; 
thus, 408 deaths were referred to these diseases, being 25 below the 
corrected average weekly number. . 

The deaths from measles, which had been 25, 26, and 23 in the preceding 
three weeks, were 22 last week, the corrected average being 58; 6 cases 
belonged to Camberwell, and 3 to Hackney sanitary areas. The deaths from 
scarlet fever, which had been 11, 18, and 13 in the preceding three weeks, 
rose again last week to 20, which is also the corrected average ; 5 cases 
belonged to Lambeth sanitary area. The deaths from diphtheria, which had 
been 32, 43, and 36 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week 
to 42, exceeding the corrected average by 6 ; 5 cases belonged to Camberwell, 
4 to Hackney, and 3 to Shoreditch sanitary areas. The deaths from whooping- 
cough, which had been 22, 30, and 30 in the preceding three weeks, 
further rose last week to 38, but were 10 below the corrected average ; 
5 cases belonged to Hammersmith sanitary area. The fatal cases of enteric 
Sever, which had been 5, 10, and 9 in the preceding three weeks, further fell 
last week to 6, the corrected average being 7; 3 cases belonged to Islington 
sanitary area. The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 34, 84, and 128 
in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 270, and were 
16 above the corrected average. Of the 270 deaths from diarrhoea, 259 were 
of children under 5 years of age; 84 more deaths at this age-period 
were described as due to gastro-enteritis, and are included under the 
heading “Enteritis” in’ Table 4. The deaths referred to diseases of the 
respiratory organs, which had been 127, 116, and 138 in the preceding three 
weeks, further rose last week to 158, but were 22 below the corrected average. 
The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 4, having been 4, 5, and 8 
in the preceding three weeks. The death of a horse-keeper, aged 35, in 
Fulham Infirmary, was certified, after inquest, as due to glanders. 

Different forms of violence caused 80 deaths, concerning all but 8 of 
which inquests were held. Of these 80 deaths, 18 were cases of suicide, 
and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 61 were attributed to accident or 
negligence. Seven of these were referred to vehicles in the streets, 15 to 
drowning, 11 to sunstroke, and 8 (of infants under one year of age), to 
suffocation in bed. 

CASES of INFECTIOUS SICKNESS IN HOSPITALS.*. 

According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever 
Hospitals, there were 2976 cases of scarlet fever, 947 of diphtheria, and 81 of 
enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). 
The admissions during the week, as compared with those in the preceding 
three weeks, were as follow :—Of scarlet fever, 396 cases, against 310, 349, 
and 381; of diphtheria, 122 cases, against 152, 163, and 136; and of enteric 
fever, 16 cases, against 11, 20, and 23. There were no cases of small-pox 
under treatment last week in the Metropolitan Asylum Hospitals. 

GREATER LONDON. 

In Greater London 3545 births and 2134 deaths were registered, corre- 
sponding to annual rates of 29°4 and 17-7 per 1000 of the estimated population. 
In the Outer Ring, 9 deaths from measles, 2 from scarlet fever, 21 from - 
diphtheria, 11 from whooping-cough, 6 from “ fever,” and 53 from diarrheea | 
were registered. Seven deaths from diphtheria occurred in Edmonton and 
5 in Brentford districts; 3 deaths from “fever,” and 21 from diarrhea 
in West Ham district. | 

METEOROLOGY. . 

The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°72 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 66°9, the latter being 4°-0 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of the air being 21 per cent. 


The duration of registered bright sun- 
shine in the week was 49°7 hours ; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°25 of an inch.

THIRTY-THREE GREAT TOWNS. 

The deaths registered last week in THIRTY-THREE GREAT TOWNS of England 
and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 22°9 per 1000 of their aggregate 
population, which is estimated* at 10,992,524 persons in the middle of this year. 
The deaths registered in each of the last four weeks in the several towns, 
alphabetically arranged, corresponded to the following annual rates per 1000 :—

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measles, 1:0 in Birmingham, 1°2 in Blackburn and 
in Sheffield, 1°5 in Burnley, 2°9 in Salford, 3°3 in Manchester, and 10°4 in 
Preston ; from whovping-cough, 1:0 in Burnley, 1-1 in West Ham and in 


Plymouth, 1:5 in Gateshead, and 1:8 in Wolverhampton ; and from diarrhea 


4:2 in Leeds, 4:7 in Norwich, 5:0 in West Ham, 5:1 in Leicester, 5-4in London, 
6:1 in Birmingham and in Birkenhead, 6°5 in Nottingham, 6°6 in Wolver- 


hampton, 7°6 in Sheffield, 9°6 in Liverpool, and 13:1 in Portsmouth, In no 
- case did the death-rate from scarlet fever or from “ fever” reach 1:0 per 1000 
-in any of the thirty-three towns. 


The 54 deaths from diphtheria included 
41 in London. One death from smail-pox was registered in London, but 
not one in any other of the thirty-three towns. 
LONDON. 
In Lonpont 2599 BIRTHS and 2023 DEATHS were registered. Allowing - 
for increase of population, the births were 22 below, and the deaths 273 above, 
the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. ‘The

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20:0 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 23°6. During 
the four weeks ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 18°8 per 1000, 
being 0°8 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the 
ten years 1887-96. 

The 2023 deaths included 1 from small-pox, 29 from measles, 18 from scarlet 
fever, 41 from diphtheria, 39 from whooping-cough, 2 from enteric fever, 
459 from diarrhwa and dysentery, 15 from cholera and choleraic diarrhea, 
and not one death from typhus, or from any ill-defined form of continued 
fever ; thus, 604 deaths were referred to these diseases, being 147 above the 
corrected average weekly number. 

The death from small-pox was that of,a female child, aged 15 months, and 
occurred in Shaftesbury Place, in London City sanitary area. The deaths 
from measles, which had. been 26, 20, and 22 in the preceding three weeks, 
rose again last week to 29, but were 28 below the corrected average ; 5 cases 
belonged to Camberwell, 4. to Hackney, and 3 to Bermondsey sanitary areas. 
The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 18, 18, and 20 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell again last week to 18, and were 2 below the corrected 


average. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 43736, and 42 in the 


preceding three weeks, were 41 last week, the corrected average being 40 ; 


-6 cases belonged to Camberwell, 4 to Islington, and 4 to Hackney sanitary 
areas. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 30, 30, and 38 in the 


preceding three weeks, were 39 last week, the corrected average being 45 ; 
5 cases belonged to St. Pancras, 4 to Hammersmith, and 4 to Fulham sanitary 
areas. The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had been 10, 9, and 6 in the 
preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 2, the corrected average 
being 10. The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 84, 128, and 270 in 
the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 459, and were 
184 above the corrected average. Of the 459 deaths from diarrhcea, 441 were 
of children under 5 years of age; 138 more deaths at this age-period 
were described as due to gastro-enteritis, and are included under the 
heading “Enteritis” in Table 4. The deaths referred to diseases of the 
respiratory organs, which had been 116, 138, and 158 in the preceding three 
weeks, fell again last week to 146, and were 30 below the corrected average. 
The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 7, having been 5, 8, and 4 
in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 69 deaths, concerning all but 3 of 
which inquests were held. Of these 69 deaths, 12 were cases of suicide, 
and 2 of homicide, while the remaining 55 were attributed te accident or 
negligence. Five of these were referred to vehicles in the streets, 9 to 
drowning, 3 to sunstroke, and 8 (of infants under one year of age) to 
suffocation in bed. 

CASES of INFECTIOUS SICKNESS IN HOSPITALS.* 

According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever 
Hospitals, there were 1 case of small-pox, 3106 cases of scarlet fever, 962 of 
diphtheria, and 82 of enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on 
Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared 
with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follow :—Of small-pox, 
1 case, against (), 0, and 0; of scarlet fever, 360 cases, against 349, 381, and 396 ; 
of diphtheria, 139 cases, against 163, 136, and 122; and of enteric fever, 
21 cases, against 20, 23, and 16. 

GREATER LONDON. 

In Greater London 3604 births and 2636 deaths were registered, corre- 
sponding to annual rates of 29:9 and 21°8 per 1000 of the estimated population. 
In the Outer Ring, 10 deaths from measles, 2 from scarlet fever, 15 from 
diphtheria, 14 from whooping-cough, 1 from “ fever,” and 126 from diarrhoea 
were registered. Five deaths from measles, 4 from diphtheria, 7 from 


. whooping- cough, and 38 from diarrhoea occurred in West Ham district ; 


3 deaths from measles and 31 from diarrhoea in Edmonton district. 


METEOROLOGY. 
The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°90 inches, and that of the 


- Thermometer 64°°6, the latter being 2°3 above the week's average in the 50 years 1841-90. 


The direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of the air being 12 per cent. 
above the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered bright sun- 
shine in the week was 58°9 hours ; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°47 of an inch.

The highest annual death-rates per L000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measies, 1:0 in Derby and in Liverpool, l-Lin Oldham, 
1:8 in Birmingham, 2°2 in Manchester, 2°4 in Wolverhampton and in Black- 
burn, 4°2 in Salford, and 19-9 in Preston ; from whooping-cough, 1-1in Oldham ; 
and from diarrhea, 6:1 in Manchester, 6°7 in London, 7-0 in Bradford, 8:0 in 
Birkenhead, 84 in Leeds, 9°3 in West Ham, 9°) in Salford, 9°6 in Wolver- 
hampton, 10°5 in Leicester, 11-9 in Birmingham, 12°3 in Portsmouth, 13°3 in 
Sheffield, 14:5 in Liverpool, and 16°3 in. Nottingham. In no case did the 
death-rate from scarlet fever or from “ fever” reach 1-0 per 1000 in any of 
the thirty-three towns. The 62 deaths from diphtheria included 42 in 


-Tondon and 4 in Leicester. One death from smal/-pox was registered in 


London, but not one in any other of the thirty-three towns. 





*® By “estimated” population is meant merely the number of persons who would be living if the mean 
rate of increase in the last intercensal period had since been maintain ed. 
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In LONDON* 2395 BIRTHS and 2204 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 246 below, and the deaths 480 above, 
the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. The 
annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 16°3, 20-0, and 
23°6 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 25-7. During 
the four weeks ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 21°4 per 1000, 
being 1:8 per 1000 above the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the 
ten years 1887-96. 


The 2204 deaths included 1 from small-pox, 31 from measles, 12 from scarlet 
fever, 42 from diphtheria, 23 from whooping-cough, 7 from enteric fever, 
575 from diarrhvea and dysentery, 20 from cholera and choleraic diarrhea, 
and not one death from typhus, or from any ill-defined form of continued 
fever ; thus, 711 deaths were referred to these diseases, being 281 above the 
corrected average weekly number. | 


The death from small-pox was that of a male, aged 1] months, who 
died at Parolles Road, in Islington sanitary area. The deaths from measles, 
which had been 23, 22, and 29 in the preceding three weeks, further rose 
last week to 31, but were 20 below the corrected average ; 5 cases belonged | 
to Whitechapel, 4: to Hackney, 4 to Camberwell, and 4 to Lewisham sanitary 
areas. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 13, 20, and 18 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell last week to 12, and were 11 below the corrected 
average; 3 cases belonged to Battersea sanitary area. The deaths from 
diphtheria, which had been 36, 42, and 41 in the preceding three weeks, 
were 42 last week, this number being also the corrected average ; .6 cases 
belonged to Lambeth, 4 to Battersea, 4 to Camberwell, 3 to St. Marylebone, 3 to 
Islington, 3 to Hackney, 3 to Holborn, and 3 to Newington sanitary areas. 
The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 30, 38, and 39 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 23, and were 17 below the 
corrected average. The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had been 9, 6, and 
2 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 7, but were 4 below the 
corrected average. The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 128, 270, and 
459 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 575, and were 
322 above the corrected average. Of the 575 deaths from diarrhoea, 557 were 
of children under 5 years of age; 148 more deaths at this age-period 
were described as due to gastro-enteritis, and are included under the 
heading ‘“ Enteritis” in Table 4. In proportion to population the mortality 
from diarrhoea in London last week was higher than it had been in any 
week since July, 1884. The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory 
organs, which had been 138, 158, and 146 in the preceding three weeks, rose 
again last week to 156, but were 25 below the corrected average. The deaths 
attributed directly to influenza numbered 4, having been 8, 4, and 7 in the 
preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 83 deaths, concerning all but 6 of 
which inquests were held. Of these 83 deaths, 6 were cases of suicide, 
and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 76 were attributed to accident or 
negligence. Seven of these were referred to vehicles in the streets, 14 to 
drowning, 4 to sunstroke, and 11 (including 9 of infants under one year of 
age) to suffocation in bed. 


LONDON. 


CASES of INFECTIOUS SICKNESS IN HOSPITALS.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever 
Hospitals, and from the Highgate Small-pox Hospital, there were 1 case of 
small-pox, 3239 cases of scarlet fever, 999 of diphtheria, and 93 of enteric 
fever under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The 





* Including deaths of Londoners in the Metropolitan: Workhouses, Hospitals, ard Lunatic Asylums 
situated outside Registration London, but excluding deaths of persons not belonging to London occurring 
in the London Fever Hospital, in the Middlesex County Lunatic Asylum at Wandsworth, and in the 
Metropolitan Asylumas Board Hospitals within Registration London. As far as practicable, the deaths 
thus excluded from Registration London are, for the purposes of Tables 1, 6, and 7, added to the Outer 
Ring, or to other areas to which they belong.

weeks, were as follow :—Of small-pox, not one case, against 0,0,and 1; ofscarlet 
fever, 376 cases, against 381, 396, and 360; of diphtheria, 149 cases, against 
136, 122, and 139 ; and of enteric fever, 17 cases, against 23, 16, and 21. 


GREATER LONDON.

In Greater London 3281 births and 2926 deaths were registered, corre- 
sponding to annual rates of 27:2 and 24-2 per 1000 of the estimated population. 
- In the Outer Ring, 2 deaths from measles, 2 from scarlet fever, 10 from 
diphtheria, 8 from whooping-cough, 1 from “fever,” and 245 from diarrhea 
were registered. Five deaths from whooping-cough, and 85 from diarrhoea 
occurred in West Ham district; 48 deaths from diarrhoea occured in 
Edmonton district, 26 in Hendon district, and 19 in Acton sub-district. 


METEOROLOGY. 


’ The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°81 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 681, the latter being 5°8 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of the air being 10 per cent. 
below the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered bright sun- 
shine in the week was 72'2 hours ; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°08 of an inch.

SIR, 
I HAVE to report to you the results of the chemical analysis, and of the physical and 
bacterioscopic examination, of the waters supplied to the inner, and portions of the outer, 
circle of the Metropolis during the month of July. 

At the request of the Associated Metropolitan Water Companies I have extended these 
monthly examinations to (a) the chemical and bacterioscopic condition of the raw river waters 
at the intakes of the various Companies, and (4) to the bacteriology of the water as it issues 
from the filter beds of each Company, and before it is pumped into the distributing mains. 

I append, also, the results obtained in the analyses of the waters supplied to Birmingham 
and Glasgow by their respective Corporations. These analyses were made by Dr. Hill of 
Birmingham and Dr. Mills of Glasgow.

Taking the average amount of organic impurity in a given volume of the Kent Company’s 
water during the nine years ending December 1876 as unity, the proportional amount 
contained in an equal volume of water supplied by each of the Metropolitan Water Companies, 
was :—Kent 0°8, New River 1:0, East London (river supply) 1°8, West Middlesex and 
Southwark 1°9, East London (deep well) 2°0, Chelsea 2°3, Grana Junction 2 4, Lambeth 2°5, 
and Colne Valley 27, The unfiltered water contained the following proportions :—Thames 
at Hampton 5:4, New River Cut 2-8, and the Lea at Angel Road 3°7. 

The Thames at Hampton was,on July 5th, turbid “and yellow in colour; it was of bad 
chemical, but moderately good bacterial quality. The water supplied by the five Companies 
drawing from this source was, in every case, efficiently filtered before delivery, but two out 
of the sixteen samples collected infringed the standard of 100 microbes per e.c., but not 
seriously. The bacterial improvement “effected by the various Companies is expressed by the 
following percentage numbers :—Chelsea and West Middlesex 98°48, Southwark (No. 2 filter 
well) 95°80, (No. 3 filter well) 96:03. (No. 6 filter well) 97°88 (filtered water main at Hampton) 
98°68, Grand Junction (general filter well at Hampton) 96°70 (general filter well at Kew) 96:95, 
(South filter well at Kew) 99°27, and Lambeth 98°81. 
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The New River Cut, before entering the storage and subsidence reservoirs of the New River 
Company, was, on July 6th, turbid and pale yellow in colour. It was of fairly good quality, 
both chemically and bacterially. After efficient filtration, it was delivered to consumers 
in most excellent chemical and bacterial quality, surpassing, in respect of organic purity, the 
majority of the deep well waters. The bacterial improvement is represented by the 
following percentage numbers :—General filter well 99°22, No. 7 filter well 98°89, and No. 9 
filter well 98°67. 

The water taken from the Lea at Angel Road by the East London Company was turbid 
and yellow in colour. !t was, in respect of chemical quality, much better than the Thames 
at Hampton, but somewhat inferior in bacterial quality. After efficient filtration, it was 
delivered to consumers in a high degree both of organic and bacterial purity. The bacterial 
improvement effected by this Company is expressed by the following percentage numbers :— 
No. 1 Essex filter well 98:98, No. 2 Essex filter well 99°41, and Middlesex filter well 98°33. 

The dep well water of the Kent Company was clear and bright without filtration, and of 
most excellent chemical and bacterial quality. The Colne Valley Company’s deep well supply 
was slivhtly turbid from suspended particles of carbonate of lime and contained an excess of 
organic matter of vegetable origin. The East London Company’s deep well supply was very 
slightly turbid, but of good chemical quality. 

All the numbers contained in columns 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10,and 11, relate to parts per 100,000 of 
the waters. The table is to be read thus :—the Thames water collected on the 5th of July at 
the Grand Junction Company’s intake had a temperature of 18°5°C. ; 100,000 Ibs. of it contained 
2804 Ibs. of solid matter; the organic substances, constituting a portion of this matter, 
contained °269 lb. of carbon and ‘048 lb. of nitrogen. The above quantity of water also 
contained ‘012 lb. of ammonia and ‘168 lb. of nitrogen in the form of nitrogen as nitrates 
and nitrites, whilst the total amount of combined nitrogen in every form was ‘226 lb. The 
above weight of water also contained 1°8 lb. of chlorine, and 17-4 lbs. of carbonate of lime, 
or an equivalent amount of other hardening or soap-destroying ingredients. 

The numbers in the analytical Table can be converted into grains per imperial gallon by 
multiplying them by 7, and then moving the decimal point one place to the left. The same 
operation transforms the hardness in the Table into degrees of hardness on Clark’s scale. 

Seen through a stratum two feet deep, the Kent Company’s water was clear and colourless, 
the Colne Valley slightly turbid, and nearly colourless, the Hast London (deep well) very 
slightly turbid and nearly colourless, the New River clear and nearly colourless and the 
remaining waters clear and very pale yellow. 

The bacterioscopic eximination of the river waters, before and after storage, and of the 
supplies delivered by the various Companies, and collected on the 5th, 6th, 7th, and 8th of 
July yielded, on prolonged incubation, the results contained in the following table :—

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measiles, 1°1 in Oldham, 1:3 in Sheffield, 1-4 in Man- 
chester, 1-6 in Swansea, 1-9 in Birmingham and in Birkenhead, 2-0 in Black- 
burn, 2°4in Salford, and 13-6 in Preston ; from scarleé fever, 1:0 in Huddersfield; 
from whooping-cough, 1:1 in Plymouth, 1:2 in Blackburn, and 1°8 in Wolver- 
hampton ; from “fever,” 1:0 in Derby ; and from diarrhea, 10°3 in West 
Ham, in Portsmouth, and in Sunderland, 10.8 in Burnley, 114 in Wolver- 
hampton, 12:9 in Bradford, 13-0 in Salford, 13:1 in Manchester, 13:8 in 
Leicester, 13°9 in Hull, 15-1 in Liverpool, 15°5 in Leeds, 15°6 in Sheffield, 
16:3 in Nottingham, and 19-0 in Birmingham. The 54 deaths from diphtheria 
included 38 in London, 3 in Birmingham, and 3 in Leicester. No death 
from small-pox was registered in any of the thirty-three towns. 

LONDON. 

In LonpDont 2728 BIRTHS and 2246 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 218, and the deaths 580, above 
the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years, The 
annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 20:0, 23:6, and

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25:7 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 26:2, During 
the four weeks ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 23°9 per 1000, 
being 3°8 per 1000 above the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the 
ten years 1887—96. 

The 2246 deaths included 21 from measles, 16 from scarlet fever, 38 from 
diphtheria, 25 from whooping-cough, 7 from enteric fever, 621 from diarrhea 
and dysentery, 20 from cholera and choleraic diarrhoea, and not one death 
from small-pox, from typhus, or from any ill-defined form of continued 
fever ; thus, 748 deaths were referred to these diseases, being 467 above the 
corrected average weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 22, 29, and 31 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell again last week to 21, and were 27 below the corrected 
average ; 3 cases belonged to St. Pancras and 3 to Lambeth sanitary areas. 
The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 20, 18, and 12 in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, rose again last week to 16, but were 2 below the corrected 
average; 3 cases belonged to Islington sanitary area. The deaths from 
diphtheria, which had been 42, 41, and 42 in the preceding three weeks, 
fell again last week to 38, and were 3 below the corrected average; 5 cases 
belonged to Paddington, 4 to St. Pancras, and 3 to St. Marylebone sanitary 
areas. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 38, 39, and 23 
in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 25, but were 11 
below the corrected average. The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had been 
6, 2, and7 in the preceding three weeks, were again 7 last week, the corrected 
average being 11; 2 cases belonged to Lambeth sanitary area. The deaths 
from diarrhea, which had been 270, 459, and 575 in the preceding three 
weeks, further rose last week to 621, and were 402 above the corrected 
average. Of the 621 deaths from diarrhcea, 592 were of children under 5 
years of age; 170 more deaths at this age-period were described as due 
to gastro-enteritis, and are included under the heading “ Enteritis” in 
Table 4. In proportion to population the mortality from diarrhoea in London 
was higher last week than it had been in any week since July, 1876. The 
deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 158, 
146, and 156, in the preceding three weeks, fell last week to 118, and 
were 63 below the corrected average. The deaths attributed directly to 
influenza numbered 3, having been 4, 7, and 4 in the preceding three weeks. 


Different forms of violence caused 77 deaths, concerning all but 6 of 


which inquests were held. Of these 77 deaths, 9 were cases of suicide, 

and 3 of homicide, while the remaining 65 were attributed to accident or 

negligence. Nine of these were referred to vehicles in the streets, 12 to 

drowning, 6 to sunstroke, 2 to the effects of anesthetics administered for 

surgical purposes, and 8 (of infants under one year of age) to suffocation in bed. 
CASES of INFECTIOUS SICKNESS IN HOSPITALS.* 

According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever 
Hospitals there were 3341 cases of scarlet fever, 1027 of diphtheria, and 
119 of enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last 
(Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared with those in the 
preceding three weeks, were as. follow:—Of small-pox, not one case, 
against 0,1, and 0; of scarlet fever, 347 cases, against 396, 360, and 376; of 
diphtheria, 158 cases, against 122, 139, and 149; and of enteric fever, 
35 cases, against 16, 21, and 17. 

GREATER LONDON. | 

In Greater London 3830 births and 3053 deaths were registered, corre- 
sponding to annual rates of 31'7 and 25:3 per 1000 of the estimated population. 
In the Outer Ring, 11 deaths from measles, 2 from scarlet fever, 12 from 
diphtheria, 9 from whooping-cough, 5 from “ fever,” 311 from diarrhoea, and 
22 from cholera (including choleraic diarrhoea) were registered. our cases 


of diptheria occurred in Kingston district, and 3 in West Ham district ; 97. 


cases of diarrhoea and 10 of cholera occurrel in West Ham district, and 
57 cases of diarrhoea and 5 of cholera in Edmonton district. 
METEOROLOGY. 

The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°73 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 63°°6, the latter being 1°1 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was westerly, the horizontal movement of the air being 9 per cent. 
above the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered bright sun- 


shipe in the week was 46°0 hours ; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°74 of an inch.

THIRTY-THREE GREAT TOWNS. 

The deaths registered last week in THIRTY-THREE GREAT TOWNS of England 
and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 28:7 per 1000 of their aggregate 
population, which is estimated* at 10,992,524 persons in the middle of this year. 
The deaths registered in each of the last four weeks in the several towns, 
alphabetically arranged, corresponded to the following annual rates per L000 :—

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measles, 1:0 in Sheffield, 1:2 in Wolverhampton, 1°5 
in Salford, 1°6 in Blackburn, 1:9 in Birmingham, 2° in Manchester, and 15°9 
in Preston ; from scarlet fever, 1°8 in Wolverhampton ; from whovping-cough, 
1:0 in Gateshead ; and from diarrhea, 10°3 in Croydon and in Sunderland, 
10-4 in Norwich, 10°6 in Portsmouth, 11°5 in Liverpool, 12-2 in Preston and 
in Sheffield, 13:0 in Nottingham, 13:1 in Bradford, 13'3, in Bolton, 13°5 in 
Leeds, 13°6 in Manchester, 14:2 in Burnley, 14-4 in Salford, 14:9 in Leicester, 
17:9 in Birmingham, 19:7 in Wolverhampton, and 94°8 in Hull. ‘In'no case 
did the death-rate from “fever” reach 10 per 1,000 in any of the thirty- 
three towns. The 42 deaths from diphtheria included 29 in London and 3 in 


Liverpool. No death from small-pox was registered in any of the thirty-three 
_ towns. 


LONDON, 
In Lonpon}t 2662 BIRTHS and 2074 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 35 below, and the deaths 449 
above, the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. 


* By “estimated” population is merely meant the number of persons who would be living if the mean 
rate of increase in the last intercensal period had since been maintained.

thus excluded from Registration London are, for the purposes of Tables 1, 6, and 7, added to the Outer 
Ring, or to other areas to which they belong. 
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The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 23:6, 25-7, 
and 26:2 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 24:2. During 
the four weeks ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 24:9 per 1000, 
being 5:1 per 1000 above the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the 
ten years 1887-96. 

The 2074 deaths included 26 from measles, 18 from scarlet fever, 29 from 
diphtheria, 33 from whooping-cough, 14 from enteric fever, 537 from diarrhcea 
and dysentery, 14 from cholera and choleraic diarrhoea, and not one death 
from small-pox, from typhus, or from any ill- defined form of continued | 
fever ; thus, 671 deaths were referred to these diseases, being 313 above the 
corrected average weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 29, 31, and 21 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose again last week to 26, but were 18 below the corrected 
average ; 9 cases belonged to Camberwell and 4 to St, Luke sanitary areas. 
The deaths from scarlet Jever, which had been 18, 12, and 16 in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, further rose last week to 18, but were 6 below the corrected 
average; 3 cases belonged to Shoreditch sanitary area. The deaths from 
diphtheria, which had been 41, 42, and 38 in the preceding three weeks, 
further fell last week to 29, and were 11 below the corrected average ; 
4 cases belonged to St. Marylebone, 3 to Newington, and 3 to Lambeth sanitary 
areas. The deaths’ from whooping-cough, which had been 39, 23, and 25 
‘in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to’33, which is also the 
corrected average. The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had been 2, 7, and 
7 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 14, the corrected 
average being 13; 2 cases belonged to St. Pancras, 2 to Shoreditch, and 2 to 
Newington sanitary areas. The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 459, 
575, and 621 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 537, but 
were 340 above the corrected average. Of the 537 deaths from diarrhea, 
497 were of children under 5 years of age; 162 more deaths at this age- 
period were described as due to gastro-enteritis, and are included under 
the heading ‘Enteritis’ in Table 4. The deaths referred to diseases 
of the respiratory organs, which had been 146, 156, and 118 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 119 last week, being 53 below the corrected 
average. The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 2, having 
been 7, 4, and 3 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 49 deaths, concerning all but 6 of 
which inquests were held. Of these 49 deaths, 6 were cases of suicide, 
and 2 of homicide, while the remaining 41 were attributed to accident or 
negligence. Four of these were referred to vehicles in the streets, 5 to 
drowning, and 5 (of infants under one year of age) to suffocation in bed. 

CASES of INFECTIOUS SICKNESS IN HOSPITALS.* 

According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever 
Hospitals there were 3400 cases of scarlet fever, 1018 of diphtheria, and 120 
of enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last (Table 
3). The admissions during the week, as compared with those in the 
preceding three weeks, were as follow :—Of scarlet fever, 340 cases, against 
360, 376, and 347 ; of diphtheria, 102 cases, against 139, 149, and 158 ; a of 
enteric fever, 19 cases, against 21, 17 and 35. 

GREATER LONDON. 

In Greater London 3646 births and 2917 deaths were registered, corre- 
sponding to annual rates of 30°2 and 24:2 per 1000 of the estimated population. 
In the Outer Ring, 8 deaths from measles, 1 from scarlet fever, 17 from 
diphtheria, 7 from whooping-cough, 3 from “fever,” 333 from diarrhea, 
and 28 from cholera and choleraic diarrhoea were registered. Six deaths 
from measles occurred in West Ham district ; 5 deaths from diphtheria in 
Edmonton district; 97 deaths from diarrhea in West Ham district, and 
65 in Edmonton district. 

METEOROLOGY. 

The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°58 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 62°0, the latter being 0°4 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was south- -westerly, the horizontal movement of the air being 
42 per cent. above the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered

The deaths registered last week in THIRTY-THREE GREAT TOWNS of England 
and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 24°6 per 1000 of their aggregate 
population, which is estimated* at 10,992,524 persons in the middle of this year. 
The deaths registered in each of the last four weeks in the several towns, 
alphabetically arranged, corresponded to the following annual rates per 1000 :—

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measles, 1:0 in Burnley, 1-4 in Birmingham and in 
Oldham, 1:5 in Manchester, 2°4 in Blackburn, and 9-1 in Preston; from 
whooping-cough, 1:5 in Sunderland; from “fever,” 1:0 in Derby and in 
Swansea, 1‘l in Halifax, and 1-2 in Hull; and from diarrhea, 9:0 in 
Liverpool, 9°2 in Sunderland, 9:5 in Norwich, 9°6 in Manchester, 9-8 in 
Gateshead, 10:1 in Nottingham, in Derby, and in Sheffield, 104 in Leeds, 
10:8 in Wolverhampton, 11-2 in Birmingham, 12-0 in Leicester, 13:9 in 
Salford, 14:9 in Preston, and 21:1 in Hull. In no case did the death-rate 
from scarlet fever reach 1:0 per 1,000 in any of the thirty-three towns. 
The 39 deaths from diphtheria included 28 in London. No death from 
small-pox was registered in any of the thirty-three towns. 

LONDON. : 

In LoNDoNt 2718 BIRTHS and 1748 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
‘for increase of population, the births were 123, and the deaths 226, above 
the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. The

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annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 25:7, 26:2, and 
24:2 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 20:4. During 
the four weeks ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 24'1 per 1000, . 
being 5:0 per 1000 above the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the 
ten years 1887-96. 

The 1748 deaths included 30 from measles, 15 from scarlet fever, 28 from 
diphtheria, 29 from whooping-cough, 12 from enteric fever, 349 from diarrhea 
and dysentery, 14 from cholera and choleraic diarrhoea, and not one death 
from small-pox, from: typhus, or from any ill-defined form of continued 
fever ; thus, 477 deaths were referred to these diseases, being 163 above the 
corrected average weekly number. , 

The deaths from measles, which had been 31, 21, and 26 in the preceding 
three weeks, further rose last week to 30, but were 8 below the corrected 
average ; 5 cases belonged to Hackney, 5 to Camberwell, 4 to Shoreditch, and 
4 to St. George Southwark sanitary areas. The deaths from scarlet fever, 
which had been 12, 16, and 18 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last 
week to 15, and were 8 below the corrected average; 3 cases belonged to 
Shoreditch sanitary area. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 
42, 38, and 29 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 28, 
and were 8 below the corrected average; 4 cases belonged to Camberwell, 
3 to Hackney, 3 to Battersea, and 3 to Greenwich sanitary areas. The deaths 
from whooping-cough, which had been 23, 25, and 33 in the preceding three 
weeks, fell again last week to 29, and were 2 below the corrected average. 
The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had been 7, 7, and 14 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell again last week to 12, which is also the corrected average ; 
2 cases belonged to Hackney sanitary area. The deaths from diarrhea, 
which had been 575, 621, and 537 in the preceding three weeks, further fell 
last week to 349, but were 181 above the corrected average. Of the 
349 deaths from diarrhcea, 327 were of children under 5 years of age ; 
113 more deaths at this age-group were described as due to gastro-enteritis, 
and are included under the heading ‘“‘ Enteritis” in Table 4. The deaths 
referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 156, 118, and 119 
in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 102, and were 64 
below the corrected average. The deaths attributed directly to influenza 
numbered 3, having been 4, 3, and 2 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 50 deaths, concerning all but 1 of 
which inquests were held. Of these 50 deaths, 6 were cases of suicide, 
and 4 of homicide, while the remaining 40 were attributed to accident or 
negligence. Five of these were referred to vehicles in the streets, 11 to 
drowning, 1 to the effects of chloroform administrated for surgical purposes, 
and 6 (of infants under one year of age) to suffocation in bed. 

Cases of INFECTIOUS SICKNESS IN HOSPITALS.* 

According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever 
Hospitals there were 3448 cases of scarlet fever, 1011 of diphtheria, and IDs 
of enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last (Table 
3). The admissions during the week, as compared with those in the 
preceding three weeks, were as follow :—Of scarlet fever, 356 cases, against 
376, 347, and 340; of diphtheria, 121 cases, against 149, 158, and 102; and of 
enteric fever, 33 cases, against 17, 35, and 19. 

_ GREATER LONDON. 

In Greater London 3719 births and 2430 deaths were registered, corre- 
sponding to annual rates of 30°8 and 20:1 per 1000 of the estimated population. 
In the Outer Ring, 6 deaths from measles, 3, from scarlet fever, 4 from 
diphtheria, 4 from whooping-cough, 7 from “fever,” 224 from diarrhea, 
and 19 from cholera and choleraic diarrhoea were registered. Of the deaths 
from diarrhcea, 63 occurred in West Ham district and 31 in Edmonton district. 

METEOROLOGY. : | 

The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°58 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 596, the latter being 1°2 below the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was south-westerly, the horizontal movement of the air being 
11 per cent. above the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered 


bright sunshine in the week was 38-0 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°68 of 
an inch.

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. THIRTY-THREE GREAT TOWNS. 

The deaths registered last week in THIRTY-THREE GREAT TOWNS of England 
and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 20°7 per 1000 of their aggregate 
population, which is estimated* at 10,992,524 persons in the middle of this year. 
The deaths registered in each of the last four weeks in the several towns, 
alphabetically arranged, corresponded to the following annual rates per 1000 :—

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measles, 1:0 in Birmingham and in Manchester, 1-1 in 
Oldham, 2°4 in Blackburn, and 11°3 in Preston; from scarlet fever, 1:0 in 
Salford ; from whooping-cough, 1:1 in Plymouth and 1°2 in Wolverhampton ; 
from “ fever,’ 1:1 in Sunderland and 1°5 in Burnley; and from diarrhea, 
7-1 in Birmingham, 7:7 in Bradford, 7°9 in Newcastle-on-Tyne, 8°6 in Bolton, 
9:1 in Blackburn, 9°5 in Leicester, 11°5 in Salford, 11°9 in Wolverhampton, 
13°6 in Preston, and 16°7 in Hull. The 57 deaths from diphtheria included 
32 in London, 5 in Liverpool, and 4 in Birmingham. No death from 
small-pox was registered in any of the thirty-three towns. 


LONDON. 

In LONDON} 2468 BIRTHS and 1452 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 211 below, and the deaths 7 above, 
the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. The 
annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 26°2, 24°2, and

- Ring, or to other areas to which they belong. 
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20:4 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 17:0. During 
the four weeks ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 22-0 per 1000, 
being 3°7 per L000 above the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the 
ten years 1887-96. . 

The 1452 deaths included 14 from measles, 11 from scarlet fever, 35 from 
diphtheria, 23 from whooping-cough, 7 from enteric fever, 186 from diarrhea 
and dysentery, 4 from cholera and choleraic diarrhoea, and not one death 
from small-pox, from typhus, or from any ill-defined form of continued 
fever ; thus, 280 deaths were referred to these diseases! being 12 above the 
corrected average weekly number. | 

The deaths from measles, which had been 21, 26, and 30in the preceding 
three weeks, fell again last week to 14, and were 17 below the corrected 
average. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 16, 18, and 15 in 
the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 11, and were 12 below 
the corrected average. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 38, 
29, and 28 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 35, the 
corrected average being 34; 5 cases belonged to Wandsworth, 4 to 
Bermondsey, and 3 to Lambeth sanitary areas. The deaths from whooping- 
cough, which had been 25, 33, and 29 in the preceding three weeks, further 
fell last week to 23, and were 8 below the corrected average. The fatal 
cases of enteric fever, which had been 7, 14, and 12 in the preceding three 
weeks, further fell last week to 7, and were 4 below the corrected average. 
The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 621, 537, and 349 in the 
preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 186, but were 55 above 
the corrected average. Of the 186 deaths from diarrhoea, 174 were of 
children under 5 years of age; 83 more deaths at this age-group were 
described as due to gastro-enteritis, and are included under the heading 
‘Enteritis’? in Table 4. The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory 
organs, which had been 118, 119, and 102 in the preceding three weeks, rose 
again last week to 116, but were 33 below the corrected average. The 
deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 4, having been 3, 2, and 3 
in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 57 deaths, concerning all but 5 of 
which inquests were held. Of these 57 deaths, 7 were cases of suicide, 
and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 49 were attributed to accident or 


negligence. ‘hirteen of these were referred to vehicles in the streets, 3 to 


drowning, and 9 (including 8 of infants under one year of age) to suffocation 
in bed. 


CASES of INFECTIOUS SICKNESS IN HOSPITALS.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever 
Hospitals there were 3528 cases of scarlet fever, 975 of diphtheria, and 142 
of enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last (Table 
3). The admissions during the week, as compared with those in the 
preceding three weeks, were as follow :—Of scarlet fever, 371 cases, against 
347, 340, and 356; of diphtheria, 131 cases, against 158, 102, and 121; and of 
enteric fever, 31 cases, against 35, 19, and 33. 


GREATER LONDON. “yee 
In Greater London 3399 births and 2023 deaths were registered, corre- 
sponding to annual rates of 28:2 and 16:8 per 1000 of the estimated population. 
In the Outer Ring, 6 deaths from measles, 1 from scarlet fever, 4 from 
diphtheria, 12 from whooping-cough, 8 from “ fever,” and 134 from diarrhea 
were registered. Of the deaths from diarrhcea, 44 occurred in West Ham 
district and 23 in Edmonton district. * . 


METEOROLOGY. 

The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°61 inches, and that of the 
Thermomater 56°8, the latter being 8°-0 below the week's average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was south-westerly, the horizontal movement of the air being 
57 per cent. above the weeck’s average in the 16 years 1860-75, The duration of registered 
part sunshine in the week was 44°8 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 1°22 
inches.

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THIRTY-THREE GREAT TOWNS. 

The deaths registered last week in THIRTY-THREE GREAT TOWNS of England 
and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 19°4 per 1000 of their aggregate 
population, which is estimated* at 10,992,524 persons in the middle of this year. 
The deaths registered in each of the last four weeks in the several towns, 
alphabetically arranged, corresponded to the following annual rates per L000 :—

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measles, 1:0 in West Ham and in Manchester, 14 in 
Oldham, and 3°6 in Preston; from scarlet fever, 1°3 in Bolton; from 
whovping-cough, 1:1 in Liverpool, and 1-4 in Oldham; from “fever,” 11 in 
Sunderland; and from diarrhea, 5:2 in Manchester and in Gateshead, 5-4 in 
Wolverhampton, 5:6 in Sheffield, 5-9 in Bradford, 6:1 in Leeds, 6:2 in 
Neweastle on-Tyne, 7°7 in Leicester, 8:3 in Salford, 9°3 in Hull, and 13°6 
in Preston. The 48 deaths from diphtheria included 25 in London, 4 in 
Birmingham, 4 in Leicester, and 3 in Liverpool. No death from small-pox 
was registered in any of the thirty-three towns.

In LONDON* 2655 BIRTHS and 1391 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 35 above, and the deaths 12 below, 
the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. The 
annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 24°2, 20-4, and 
17-0 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 16°3. During 
the four weeks ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 19-5 per 1000, 
being 2:0 per 1000 above the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the 
ten years 1887-96. 

The 1391 deaths included 15 from measles, 10 from scarlet fever, 25 from 
diphtheria, 29 from whooping-cough, 16 from enteric fever, 128 from diarrhea 
and dysentery, and not one death from small-pox, from typhus, from 


any ill-defined form of continued fever, or from cholera; thus, 223 deaths 


were referred to these diseases, being 30 below the corrected average weekly

The deaths from measles, which had been 26, 30, and 14 in the preceding 
three weeks, were 15 last week, the corrected average being 25; 4 cases 
belonged to Lambeth and 3 to Bermondsey sanitary areas. The deaths from 
scarlet fever, which had been 18, 15, and 11 in the preceding three weeks, 
were 10 last week, the corrected average being 26. The deaths from 
diphtheria, which had been 29, 28, and 35 in the preceding three weeks, 
fell again. last week to 25, and were 9 below the corrected average. The 
deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 33, 29, and 23 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose again -last week to 29, but were 5 below the corrected 
average ; 5 cases. belonged to Shoreditch sanitary area. The fatal cases of 
enteric fever, which had been 14, 12, and 7 in the preceding three weeks, 
rose again last week to 16, the corrected average being 15; 3 cases belonged 
to Islingten, 3 to Greenwich, and 2 to Hackney sanitary areas. The deaths 
from diarrhwa, which had been 537, 349, and 186 in the preceding three 
weeks, further fell last week to 128, but were 14 above the corrected average. 
Of the 128 deaths: from diarrhoea, 122 were of children under 5 years 
of age; 45-more deaths at this age-group were described as due to gastro- 
enteritis, and are included under the heading “Enteritis” in Table 4. 
The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 
119, 102, and 116 in the preceding three weeks, were again 116 last week, 
and were 37 below the corrected average. The deaths attributed directly 
to influenza numbered 4, having been 2,3, and 4 in the preceding three 
weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 56 deaths, concerning all of which 
inquests were held. Of these 56 deaths, 9 were cases of suicide, and 1 of 
homicide, while the remaining 46 were attributed to accident or negligence. 
Nine of these were ‘referred to vehicles in the streets, 3 to drowning, and 
& (of infants under one year of age) to suffocation in bed. . 


CASES of INFECTIOUS SICKNESS IN HOSPITALS.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever 
Hospitals there were 3579 cases of scarlet fever, 982 of diphtheria, and 155 
of enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last (Table 
d). The admissions during the week, as compared with those in the 
preceding three weeks, were as follow :—Of scarlet fever, 376 cases, against 
340, 856, and 371; of diphtheria, 140 cases, against 102, 121, and 131; and of 
enteric fever, 28 cases, against 19, 33, and 31. 





* Including deaths of Londoners in the Metropolitan Workhouses, Hospitals, ard Lunatic Asylums 
situated outside Registration London, but excluding deaths of persons not belonging to London occurring 
in the London Fever Hos}ital, in the Middlesex County Lunatic Asylum at Wandsworth, and in the 
Metropolitan Asyluras Board Hospitals within Registration London.

thus excluded from Registration London are, for the purposes of Tables 1, 6, and 7, added to the Outer

The figures for the Hospitals represent patients certified on admission to be suffering from Smalls 


pox, Scarlet Fever, Diphtheria, or Enteric Fever respectively ; but in a considerable proportion of cases 
the diagnosis is found, after sojourn in the Hospital, to have been erroneous.

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GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 2661 births and 1840 deaths were registered, corre- 
sponding to annual rates of 30-4 and 15:3 per 1000 of the estimated population. 
In the Outer Ring, 8 deaths from measles, 3 from scarlet fever, 13 from 
diphtheria, 12 from whooping-cough, 7 from “ fever,’ and 71 from diarrhea 
were registered. Seven deaths from measles, 6 from diphtheria, 5 from 
“fever,” and 21 from diarrhcea occurred in West Ham district; 4 deaths 
from diphtheria occurred in Edmonton district. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°88 inches, and that of the 
Thermomater 54°2, the latter being 4°5 below the week's average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of the air being 3 per 
cent. below the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered bright 
ee in the week was 24:1 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°68 of an 
inch, 





RETURNS OF LONDON WATER COMPANIES. 


The LONDON WATER COMPANIES have been good enough to furnish the following account of 
the number of services and the average daily amount of water supplied during the month of 
August 1897. The supply was in the ratio of 268 gallons to one service.

SIR, 

I HAVE to report to you the results of the chemical analysis, and of the physical and 
bacterioscopic examination, of the waters supplied to the inner, and portions of the outer, 
circle of the Metropolis during the month of August. 

At the request of the Associated Metropolitan Water Companies I have extended these 
monthly examinations to (a) the chemical and bacterioscopic condition of the raw river waters 
at the intakes of the various Companies, and (0) to the bacteriology of the water as it issues 
from the filter beds of each Company, and before it is pumped into the distributing mains. 

I append, also, the results obtained in the analyses of the waters supplied to Birmingham 
and Glascow by their respective Corporations. These analyses were made by Dr. Hill of 
‘Birmingham and Dr, Mills of Glasgow.1

All the numbers contained in columns 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10,and 11, relate to 100,000 parts of the 
the waters. ‘The table is to be read thus :—the Thames water collected on the 10th of August at 
the Grand Junction Company’s intake had a temperature of 20°0°C. ; 109,000 lbs. of it contained 
26°92 lbs. of solid matter; the organic substances, constituting a portion of this matter, 
contained *233 Ib. of carbon and ‘036 lb. of nitrogen. The above quantity of water also 
contained ‘004 lb, of ammonia and ‘142 lb. of nitrogen in the form of nitrates and nitrites, 
whilst the total amount of combined nitrogen in every form was ‘181 lb. The above weight 
of water also contained 1-9 lb, of chlorine, and 16:3 lbs. of carbonate of lime, or an equivalent 
amount of other hardening or soap-destroying ingredients. 

The numbers in the analytical lable can be converted into grains per imperial gallon by 
multiplying them by 7, and then moving the decimal point one place to the left. The same 
operation transforms the hardness in the Table into degrees of hardness on Clark’s scale. 

Taking the average amount of organic impurity in a given volume of Kent Company’s 
water during the nine years ending December 1876, as unity, the proportional amount 
contained in an equal volume of water supplied by each of the Metropolitan Water Companies, 
was :—New River 1'1, Kent 1°3, East London (deep well) 1°5, East London (river supply) 1°8, 
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Lambeth 1°9, Chelsea 2:0, West Middlesex, Southwark, Grand Junction and Colne Valley 2°2. 
The unfiltered water contained the following proportions :—Thames at Hampton 4°6, New 
River Cut 2°7, and Lea at Angel Road 3:3. 

The Thames at Hampton was, on August 10th, turbid and pale yellow in colour; it was 
of indifferent chemical and bacterial quality. The water supplied by the five Companies 
drawing from this source was, in every case, efficiently filtered before delivery ; which is 
attested both by its clearness and by its high bacterial purity, all samples being very far below 
the limit of 100 microbes per c.c. The bacterial improvement effected by the various 
Companies is expressed by the following percentage numbers :—Chelsea’ 99°68, West 
Middlesex 99:75, Southwark (No. 4 filter well) 99°19, (No. 7 filter well) 97°81, (tap on main) 
93°46, Grand\Junction (general filter well at Hampton) 98°62, (general filter well at Kew) 99:03, 
and Tiambeth 99°19, 

The New River Cut, before entering the storage and subsidence reservoirs of the New River 
Company, was, on August 12th, turbid and very pale yellow in colour. It was of most 
excellent chemical but indifferent bacterial quality. After efficient filtration, it was delivered 
to consumers in most excellent chemical and bacterial condition, surpassing, in respect of 
organic purity, all the deep well waters. The bacterial improvement is represented by the 
following percentage numbers :—General filter well 99°77, (No. 2 filter well) 99°31, and 
(No. 3 filter well) 99°31. 

The water taken from the Lea at Angel Road by the East London Company was turbid 


‘and pale yellow in colour. It was of good chemical and bad bacterial quality. After 


efficient filtration, it was delivered to consumers in a high degree of both organic and 
bacterial purity. The bacterial improvement effected by this Company amounted to the 


following percentage numbers:—No. 1 Essex well 98°47, No. 2 Essex well 99°53, and 


Middlesex well 97:12. 

The deep well water of the Kent, Colne Valley and East London Companies, was clear 
and bright without filtration. The water supplied by the Kent and East London Companies 
was of great organic purity ; but that sent out by the Colne Valley Company, although 
softened before delivery, contained, for deep well water, an excess of organic matter of 
vegetable origin. 

Seen through a stratum two feet deep, the Kent and Colne Valley waters were clear and 
colourless, the New River and East London (deep well) waters were clear and nearly colour- 
less, whilst the remaining waters were clear and very pale yellow. 

The bacterioscopic exxmination of the river waters, before and after storage, and of the 
supplies delivered by the various Companies, and collected on the 19th, 11th, 12th, and 
13th of August, yielded after incubation, for from three to five days, the results contained in 
the following table :—

THIRTY-THREE GREAT TOWNS. 

The deaths registered last week in THIRTY-THREE GREAT TOWNS of England 
and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 18°5 per 1000 of their aggregate 
population, which is estimated* at 10,992,524 persons in the middle of this year. 
The deaths registered in each of the last four weeks in the several towns, 
alphabetically arranged, corresponded to the following annual rates per 1000 :—

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measles, 2°4 in Wolverhampton and 3°6 in Preston; 
from “ fever,” 2°6 in Norwich; and from diarrhea, 4:3 in Norwich, 4°8 in 
Wolverhampton and in Sunderland, 5:1 in Salford, 6°2 in Gateshead, 7:4 in 
Hull, and 9°5 in Preston. In no case did the death+rate from scarlet fever 
or from whooping-cough reach 1:0 per 1000 in any of the thirty-three towns. 
The 49 deaths from diphtheria included 35 in London, 2 in West Ham, 2 in 
Wolverhampton, and 2 in Liverpool. No death from small-pox was registered 
in any of the thirty-three towns. 


LONDON. 

In LONDONT 2633 BIRTHS and 1378 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 22, and the deaths 4, below 
the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. The 
annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 20°4, 17:0, and 
16°3 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 16-1. During

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the four weeks ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 17°5 per 1000, 
being 0°7 per 1000 above the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the 
ten years 1887-96. 

The 1378 deaths included 17 from measles, 26 from scarlet fever, 35 from 
diphtheria, 27 from whooping-cough, 21 from enteric fever, 73 from diarrhwa 
and dysentery, 1 from cholera, and not one death from small-pox, from 
typhus, or from any ill-defined form of continued fever ; thus, 200 deaths were 
referred to these diseases, being 34 below the corrected average weekly 
number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 30, 14, and 15 in the preceding 
three weeks, further rose to 17 last week, but were 3 below the corrected 
average. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 15, 11, and 10 in 
the preceding three weeks, rose again to 26 last week, the corrected average 
being 25 ; 5cases belonged to Battersea, and 3 to Fulham sanitary areas. The 
deaths from diphtheria, which had been 28, 35, and 25 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose again to 35 last week, but were 6 below the corrected average ; 
5 cases belonged to Camberwell, 3 to Battersea, and 3 to Wandsworth sanitary 
areas. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 29, 23, and 29 in 
the preceding three weeks, fell to 27 last week, the corrected average being 
34; 3 cases belonged to Fulham, 3 to Poplar, and 3 to Battersea sanitary areas. 
The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had been 12, 7,and 16 in the preceding 
three weeks, further rose to 21 last week, and were 5 above the corrected 
average; 3 cases belonged to Hackney, and 3 to St. George Southwark 
sanitary areas. The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 349, 186, and 
128 in the preceding three weeks, further fell to 73 last week, and were 
22 below the corrected average. Of the 73 deaths from diarrhoea, 66 were 
of children under 5 years of age; 35 more deaths at this age-group were 
described as due to gastro-enteritis, and are included under the heading 
‘Enteritis’? in Table 4. The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory 
organs, which had been 102, 116, and 116 in the preceding three weeks, 
fell last week to 113, and were 47 below the corrected average. The deaths 
attributed directly to influenza numbered 4, having been 3, 4, and 4 in the 
preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 69 deaths, concerning all but 3 of which 
inquests were held. Of these 69 deaths, 8 were cases of suicide, and 4 of 
homicide, while the remaining 57 were attributed to accident or negligence. 
Seven of these were referred to vehicles in the streets, 5 to drowning, 2 to 
the administration of anesthetics for surgical purposes, and 11 (including 
10 of infants under one year of age) to suffocation in bed. yor: 

CASES of INFECTIOUS SICKNESS IN HOSPITALS.* 

According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever 
Hospitals there were 3653 cases of scarlet fever, 1000 of diphtheria, and 159 
of enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last (Table 
3). The admissions during the week, as compared with those in the 
preceding three weeks, were as follow :—Of scarlet fever, 376 cases, against 
356, 371, and 376; of diphtheria, 156 cases, against 121, 131, and 140; and of 
enteric fever, 29 cases, against 33, 31, and 28. 


hl GREATER LONDON. 

In Greater London 3583 births and 1804 deaths were registered, corre- 
sponding to annual rates of 29°7 and 15:0 per 1000 of the estimated population. 
In the Outer Ring, 3 deaths from measles, 4 from scarlet fever, 19 from 
diphtheria, 7 from whooping-cough, 2 from “ fever,” and 55 from diarrheea 
were registered. Two deaths from scarlet fever, 5 from diphtheria, and 
16 trom diarrhoea were registered in West Ham district; 3 deaths from 
diphtheria occurred in Edmonton district. 


METEOROLOGY. 

The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°98 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 54°°6, the latter being 3°0 below the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was northerly, the horizontal movement of the air being 31 per 
cent. below the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered bright 
Guipling in the week was 23°9 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°38 of an 
inch.

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measles, 2°3 in Preston and 2°9 in Burnley; from 
scarlet fever, 1:0 in Leicester and in Gateshead ; from “fever,” 1:0 in Derby, 
1-2 in Hull, and 1°3 in Bolton ; and from diarrhea, 3:1 in Sheffield and in 
Gateshead, 3°3 in Liverpool, 4°6 in Hull, 48 in Wolverhampton, and 5-0 in 
Preston. In no case did the death-rate from whooping-cough reach 1:0 per 
1000 in any of the thirty-three towns. The 75 deaths from diphtheria 
included 45 in London, 4 in Birmingham, 3 in West Ham, and 3 in Leicester. 
No death from small-pox was registered in any of the thirty-three towns. 


LONDON. 

In Lonpont 2492 BIRTHS and 1341 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 103, and the deaths 29, below 
the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. ‘I'he 
annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 17-0, 16°3, and

16:1 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 15°7. During 
the four weeks ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 16°3 per 1000, 
being 0°1 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the 
ten years 1887-96. 

The 1341 deaths included 18 from measles, 19 from scarlet fever, 45 from 
diphtheria, 25 from whooping-cough, 15 from enteric fever, 59 from diarrhea 
and dysentery, and not one death from small-pox, from typhus, from any 
ill-defined form of continued fever, or from cholera; thus, 151 deaths were ~ 
referred to these diseases, being 31 below the corrected average weekly 
number. : ; 

The deaths from measles, which had been 14, 15, and 17 in the preceding 
three weeks, further rose to 18 last week, and were 3 above the corrected 
average ; 3 cases belonged to Camberwell sanitary area. The deaths from 
scarlet fever, which had been 11, 10, and 26 in the preceding three weeks, 
fell to 19 last week, and were 3 below the corrected average; 3 cases 
belonged to Poplar, 3 to Bermondsey, and 3 to Camberwell sanitary areas. 
The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 35, 25, and 35 in the preceding 
three weeks, further rose to 45 last week, the corrected average being 44 ; 
3 cases belonged to St. Marylebone, 3 to St. George-in-the-East, 3 to 
Whitechapel, 3 to Wandsworth, 4 to Paddington, and 4 to Islington sanitary 
areas. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 23, 29, and 27 in 
the preceding three weeks, were 25 last week, and were 6 below the corrected 
average ; 4 cases belonged to Shoreditch sanitary area. The fatal cases of 
enteric fever, which had been 7, 16, and 21 in the preceding three weeks, 
fell again to 15 last week, the corrected average being 17; 2 cases belonged 
to Shoreditch sanitary area. The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 
186, 128, and 73 in the preceding three weeks, further fell to 59 last week, 
and were 20 below the corrected average. The deaths referred to diseases 
of the respiratory organs, which had been 116, 116, and 113 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose again last week to 165, but were 11 below the corrected 
average. The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 6, having 
been 4 in each of the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 54 deaths, concerning all but 2 of which 
inquests were held. Of these 54 deaths, 7 were cases of suicide, while the 
remaining 47 were attributed to accident or negligence. Five of these were 
referred to vehicles in the streets, 4 to poison (including 1 from the 
administration of chloroform for surgical purposes), and 12 (of infants under 
one year of age) to suffocation in bed. 

CASES of INFECTIOUS SICKNESS IN HOSPITALS.* 

According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever 
Hospitals there were 3697 cases of scarlet fever, 1021 of diphtheria, and 170 
of enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last (Table 
3). The admissions during the week, as compared with those-in the 
preceding three weeks, were as follow :—Of scarlet fever, 358 cases, against 
371, 376, and 376; of diphtheria, 167 cases, against 131, 140, and 156; and of 
enteric fever, 28 cases, against 31, 28, and 29. 


GREATER LONDON. | 

In Greater London 8543 births and 1754 deaths were registered, corre- 
sponding to annual rates of 29°4 and 14°5 per 1000 of the estimated population. 
In the Outer Ring 2 deaths from measles, 3 from scarlet fever, 12 from 
diphtheria, 4 from whooping-cough, 8 from “fever,” and 22 from diarrhoea 
were registered. Three deaths from scarlet fever, 6 from diphtheria, 4 from 
“fever,” and 10 from diarrhcea occurred in West Ham district. Three 
deaths from diphtheria were registered in Brentford district, and 3 from 
“fever” in Edmonton district. . 


METEOROLOGY. 

The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°72 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 55°°4, the latter being 0°1 below the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was south-westerly, the horizontal movement of the air being 32 
per cent. above the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75, The duration of registered bright 
E nmaees in the week was 31°2 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°12 of an 
inch, :

THIRTY-THREE GREAT TOWNS. 

The deaths registered last week in THIRTY-THREE GREAT TOWNS of England 
and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 16°8 per 1000 of their aggregate 
population, which is estimated* at 10,992,524 persons in the middle of this year. 
The deaths registered in each of the last four weeks in the several towns, 
alphabetically arranged, corresponded to the following annnal rates per L000 :—

‘The highest annual death-rates per 1UQU living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measles, 1°8 in Preston and 2:0 in Buraley; from 
whooping-cough, 10 in Derby; from “fever,” 1:0 in Burnley and 1°9 in 
Norwich ; and from diarrhea, 2:2 in Liverpool, 2:9 in Salford, in Burnley, 
and in Bradford, 4-1 in Preston, and 6:0 in Wolverhampton. In no case did 
the death-rate from scarlet fever reach 10 per i000 in any of the thirty- 
three towns. The 67 deaths from d’phtheria included 49 in London, 4 in 
West Ham, 4 in Leicester, and 3 in Cardiff. No death from smuall-pox was 
registered in any of the thirty-three towns. 


LONDON. 

In LONDONT 2503 BIRTHS and 1313 DEATHS. were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 85, and the deaths 121, below 
the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. The 
annual dea h-rate per 1000 from all canses, which had been I6°3. 16°L. and

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15:7 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 15:3. During 
the four weeks ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 15:9 per 1000, 
being 0-4 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the 
ten years 1887-96. 

The 1313 deaths included 29 from measles, 19 from scarlet fever, 49 from 
diphtheria, 22 from whooping-cough, 17 from enteric fever, 1 from an ill- 
defined form of continued fever, 43 from diarrhcea and dysentery, 2 from 
choleraic diarrhoea, and not one death from small-pox or from typhus; thus, 


182 deaths were referred to these diseases, being 29 below the corrected | 


average weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, Which had been 15, 17, and 18 in the preceding 
three weeks, further rose last week to 29, and were 12 above the corrected 
average ; 4 cases belonged to Camberwell and 3 to Battersea sanitary areas. 
The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 10, 26, and 19 in the preceding 
three weeks, were again 19 last week, the corrected average being 26. The 
deaths from diphtheria, which had been 25, 35, and 45 in the preceding three 
weeks, further rose last week to 49, but were 3 below the corrected average ; 
6 cases belonged to Camberwell, 5 to Hackney, 5 to Lambeth, 4 to Battersea, 
3 to Kensington, and 3 to Bethnal Green sanitary areas. The deaths from 
whooping-cough, which had been 29, 27, and 25 in the preceding three weeks, 
further fell last week to 22, the corrected average being 25; 3 cases belonged 
to St. Pancras and 3 to Shoreditch sanitary areas. The fatal cases of enteric 
fever, which had been 16, 21, and 15 in the preceding three weeks, rose 
again last week to 17, the corrected average being 16; 2 cases belonged to 
Islington sanitary area. The deaths from diarrher, which had been 128, 
73, and 59 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 43, and 
were 28 below the corrected average. The deaths referred to diseases of 
the respiratory organs, which had been 116, 113, and 165 in the preceding 
three weeks, further rose last week to 167, but were 37 below the porrneney 
average. The deaths attributed directly to ab kot a numbered 2, having 
been 4, 4, and 6 in the preceding three weeks. 





Different forms of violence caused 78 deaths, concerning all but 2 of which | 


inquests were held. Of these 78 deaths, 13 were cases of suicide, while the 
remaining 65 were attributed to accident or negligence. Five of these were 
referred to vehicles in the streets, 6 to drowing, and 14 (of infants under cne 
year of age) to suffocation in bed. 


CASES of INFECTIOUS SICKNESS IN HOSPITALS.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever 
Hospitals there were 3677 cases of scarlet fever, 1039 of diphtheria, and 173 
of enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last (Table 
3). The admissions during the week, as compared with those in the 
preceding three weeks, were as follow:—Of scarlet fever, 349 cases, against 
376, 376, and 358 ; of tee ever 165 cases, against 140, 156, and 167 ; and of 
enteric fever, 22 cases, against 28, 29, and 28. 


GREATER LONDON. 

In Greater London 3404 births and 1714 deaths were duigianadl corre- 
sponding to annual rates of 28°2 and 14:2 per 1000 of the estimated population. 
In the Outer Ring 5 deaths from measles, 2 from scarlet fever, 14 from 
diphtheria, 6 from whooping-cough, 10 from “fever,” and 18 from diarrhoea 
were registered. Five deaths from diphtheria and 4 from “fever” occurred 
in West Ham district. Three deaths from diphtheria were registered in 
Hendon district, and 3 in Edmonton district. 


METEOROLOGY. } 

The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°88 inches, and that of the 
Thermomater 56°5, the latter being 2°0 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of the air being 35 per cent. 
below the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered bright sunshine 
in the week was 10°8 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 1°21 inches.

The deaths registered last week in THIRTY-THREE GREAT TOWNS of England 
and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 16:2 per 1000 of their aggregate 
population, which is estimated* at 10,992,524 persons in the middle of this year.

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measles, 1:1 in Sunderland and 2:0 in Burnley; from 
scarlet fever, 1° in Huddersfield ; from whooping-cough, 1:0 in Gateshead. 
and 1-1 in Plymouth; from “fever,” 3°6 in Wolverhampton; and from 
diarrhea, 17 in Salford, 1:8 in Preston, 2:1 in Oldham, and 2°4 in Wolver- 
hampton. The 86 deaths from diphtheria included 53 in London, 6 in 
Cardiff, 5 in West Ham, 3 in Leicester, and 3 in Liverpool. No death from 
small-pox was registered in any of the thirty-three towns. 


* By “estimated” population is meant merely the number of persons who would be living if the mean 
rate of increase in the last intercensal period had since been maintained, 
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LONDON, 


In LonpDOoN* 2460 BIRTHS and 1324 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 194, and the deaths 101, below 
the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. The 
annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 16:1, 15:7, and 
15:3 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 15°5. During 
the four weeks ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 15:7 per 1000, 
being 0°6 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the 
ten years 1887-96. 

The 1324 deaths included 19 from measles, 20 from scarlet fever, 53 from 
diphtheria, 21 from whooping-cough, 24 from enteric fever, 32 from diarrhwea 
and dysentery, 2 from infantile cholera, and not one death from small-pox, 
from typhus, or from any ill-defined form of continued fever ; thus, 171 
deaths were referred to these diseases, being 22 below the corrected average 
weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 17, 18, and 29 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell last week to 19, the corrected average being 18; 3 cases 
belonged to Kensington and 3 to Clerkenwell sanitary areas. The deaths 
from scarlet fever, which had been 26,19, and 19 in the preceding three weeks, 
were 20 last week, and were 7 below the corrected average ; 3 cases belonged 
to Greenwich sanitary area. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 
35, 45, and 49 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 53, the 
corrected average being 49 ; 6 cases belonged to Hackney, 5 to Poplar, 5 to 
Lambeth, 4 to Kensington, 3 to Bethnal Green, and 3 to Wandsworth 
sanitary areas. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 27, 25, 
and 22 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 21, the corrected 
average being 20; 3 cases belonged to Poplar sanitary area. The fatal cases 
of enteric fever, which had been 21, 15, and 17 in the preceding three 
weeks, further rose last week to 24, and were 8 above the corrected average ; 
3 cases belonged to Hackney, and 2 each to Kensington, Hammersmith, St. 
Pancras, Islington, and Whitechapel sanitary areas. The deaths from 
diarrhea, which had been 73, 59, and 43 in the preceding three weeks, 
further fell last week to 32, and were 29 below the corrected average. The 
deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 
113, 165, and 167 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 
176, but were 47 below the corrected average. The deaths attributed 
directly to influenza numbered 7, having been 4, 6,and 2 in the preceding 
three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 55 deaths, concerning all but 1 of which 
inquests were held. Of these 55 deaths, 6 were cases of suicide, and 1 of 
homicide, while the remaining 48 were attributed to accident or negligence. 
Twelve of these were referred to vehicles in the streets, 4 to drowning, 2 to 
the effects of anzsthetics administered for surgical purposes, and 10 
(including 9 of infants under one year of age), to suffocation in bed. 


CASES of INFECTIOUS SICKNESS IN HOSPITALS.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever 
Hospitals there were 3692 cases of scarlet fever, 1050 of diphtheria, and 173 
of enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last (Table 
3). The admissions during the week, as compared with those in the 
preceding three weeks, were as follow:—Of scarlet fever, 400 cases, against 
376, 358, and 349 ; of diphtheria, 157 cases, against 156, 167, and 165; and of 
enteric fever, 22 cases, against 29, 28, and 22. :

In the above Table all deaths of persons in, or on the way to, Hospitals and other Public Institutions, as 
well as those of persons under treatment in surgical homes, or dying by accident or otherwise in the 
streets, have been distributed, as far as practicable, to the sanitary areas in which the deceased had 
Poly resided.

ANALYSIS OF METROPOLITAN WATER SUPPLY DURING SEPTEMBER 1897. 


Water-analysis Laboratory, The Yews, Reigate, 
7th October, 1897. 


SIR, 


I HAVE to report to you the results of the chemical analysis, and of the physical and — 


bacterioscopic examination, of the waters supplied to the inner, and portions of the outer, 
circle of the Metropolis during the month of September. 


At the request of the Associated Metropolitan Water Companies I have extended these | 


monthly examinations to (a) the bacterioscopic and chemical condition of the raw river waters 
at the intakes of the various Companies, and (4) to the bacteriology of the water as it issues 
from the filter beds of each Company, and before it is pumped into the distributing mains. 

I append, also, the results obtained in the analyses of the waters supplied to Birmingham 
and Glasgow by their respective Corporations. These analyses were made by Dr. Hill of 
Birmingham and Dr. Mills of Glasgow. 

Taking the average amount of organic impurity in a given volume of Kent Company’s 
water during the nine years ending December 1876, as unity, the proportional amount 
contained in an equal volume of water supplied by each of the Metropolitan Water Companies, 
was :—Kent 0-9, New River 1:4, Colne Valley 1:6, East London (deep well) 1:8, East London 
(river supply) and West Middlesex 2°0, Chelsea and Grand Junction 2'1, Southwark 2°3, and 


Lambeth 2°6, The unfiltered water contained the following proportions :—Thames at 


Hampton 4°5, New River Cut 2°2, and Lea at Angel Road 4:4, 
The Thames at Hampton was, on September 7th, turbid and pale yellow in colour; it was 
of indifferent chemical and bacterial quality, The water supplied by the five Companies 


drawing from this source was, in every case, efficiently filtered before delivery ; which is 


attested both by its clearness and by its high bacterial purity ; all the samples except one 
(from the Southwark Co.’s No. 8 filter), being very far below the limit of 100 microbes 
per cc. The bacterial improvement effected by the various Companies is expressed by 
the following percentage numbers :—Chelsea 98°35, West Middlesex 99°61, Southwark

All the numbers contained in columns 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10, and 11, relate to 100,000 parts of the 
waters. The table is to be read thus :—The Thames ‘water collected on the 7th ‘of September at 
the Grand Junction Company’s intake had a temperature of 13°7°C. ; 100 ,000 lbs. of it contained 
27°60 Ibs. of solid matter; the organic substances, constituting a portion of this matter, 
contained *222 lb. of carbon and ‘041 lb. of nitrogen. The above quantity of water also 
contained ‘004 Ib. of ammonia and °163 Ib. of nitrogen in the form of nitrates and nitrites, 
whilst the total amount of combined nitrogen in every form was ‘207 lb. The above weight 
of water also contained 1:9 lb. of chlorine, and 18°3 lbs. of carbonate of lime, or an equivalent 
amount of other hardening or soap- -destroying ingredients. 

The numbers in the analytical Table can be converted into grains per imperial gallon by 
multiplying them by 7, and then moving the decimal point one place to the left. The same 
operation transforms the hardness in the Table into degrees of hardness on Clark’s scale. 
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The New River Cut, before entering the storage and subsidence reservoirs of the New River 
Company, was, on September 9th, turbid and very pale yellow in colour. It was of most 
excellent chemical but indifferent bacterial quality. After efficient filtration, it was delivered 
to consumers in most excellent chemical and bacterial condition, surpassing, in respect of 
organic purity, most of the deep well waters. |The bacterial improvement is represented by 
the following percentage numbers :—General filter well 98-02, (No. 4 filter well) 964, and 
(No. 8 filter well) 99°46. 

The water taken from the Lea at Angel Road by the East London Company was turbid 
and pale yellow in colour. It was of indifferent chemical and bad bacterial quality. After 
efficient. filtration, it was delivered to consumers in a high degree of both organic and 
bacterial purity. The bacterial improvement effected by this Company amounted to the 
following percentage numbers:—No. 1 Essex well 99°08, No. 2 Essex well 99°71, and 
Middlesex well 98°99. 

The deep well water of the Kent, Colne Valley and Hast London Companies, was clear 
and bright without filtration, and possessed a high degree of organic purity. The Colne 
Valley Company’s water was also softened before delivery, and thus rendered suitable for 
washing. 

Seen through a stratum two feet deep, the Kent and Colne Valley waters were clear and 
colourless, the New River and East London (deep well) waters were clear and nearly colour- 
less, whilst the remaining waters were clear and very pale yellow. 

The bacterioscopic ex»mination of the river waters, before and after storage, and of the 
supplies delivered by the various Companies, and collected on the 7th, 8th, 9th, and 
10th of September, yielded after incubation, for from three to five days, the results contained 
in the following table:— ,

THIRTY-THREE GREAT TOWNS. 

The deaths registered last week in THIRTY-THREE GREAT TOWNS of England 
and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 16°9 per 1000 of their aggregate 
population, which is estimated* at 10,992,524 persons in the middle of this year. 
The deaths registered in each of the last four weeks in the several towns, 
alphabetically arranged, corresponded to the following annual rates per 1000 :—

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measi/es, 1:1 in Birmingham and in Manchester, and 
1:5 in Burnley; from whooping-cough, 1:0 in Derby; from “fever,” 1:0 in 
Gateshead ; and from diarrh@a, 15 in Salford and in Sunderland, 2-0 in 
Blackburn, and 3°6 in Preston. In no case did the death-rate from scarlet 

. fever reach 1:0 per 1000 in any of the thirty-three towns. The 73 deaths 
from diphtheria ingluded 45 in London, 4 in Liverpool, 3 in Plymouth, and 
3 in Leicester. No death from small-pox was registered in any of the thirty- 
three towns. 

LONDON. 

In LONDONT 2633 BIRTHS and 1381 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 14 above, and the deaths 90 below, 
the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. The 
annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 15:7, 15°38, and

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15:5 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 16:1, During» 


the four weeks ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 15:7 per 1000, 
being 1:0 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the 
ten years 1887-96. 

The 1381 deaths included 41 from measles, 18from scarlet fever, 45 from 
diphtheria, 18 from whooping-cough, 14 from enteric fever, 31 from diarrhvwea 
and dysentery, and not one death from small-pox, from typhus, from any 


ill-defined form of continued fever, or from cholera; thus, 167 deaths were 


referred to these diseases, heing 20 below the corrected average weekly 
number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 18, 29, and 19 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose again last week to 41, and were 16 above the corrected 
average ; 11 cases belonged to Camberwell and 6 to Newington sanitary 
areas. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 19,19, and 20 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell last week to 18, and were 9 below the corrected 
average ; 2 cases belonged to Kensington, 2 to Islington, and 2 to Battersea 
sanitary areas. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 45, 49, and 53 
in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 45, the corrected average 
being 46 ; 4 cases belonged to Kensington, 4 to St. Pancras, 4 to Lambeth, 
3 to Westminster, 3 to Islington, 3 to Bethnal Green, 3 to Newington, and 
3 to Plumstead sanitary areas. The deaths from whooping-cough, which 
had been 25, 22, and 21 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week 
to 18, and were 2 below the corrected average. The fatal cases of enteric 
Jever, which had been 15, 17, and 24 in the preceding three weeks, fell 
last week to 14, and were 5 below the corrected average ; 2 cases belonged 
to Shoreditch, and 2 to Battersea sanitary areas. The deaths from 
diarrhea, which had been 59, 43, and 32 in the preceding three weeks, 
were 31 last week, the corrected average being 48. The deaths referred to 


diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 165, 167, and 176 in — 


the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 268, and were 15 
above the corrected average. The deaths attributed directly to influenza 
numbered 5, having been 6, 2, and 7 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 50 deaths, concerning all but 1 of which 
inquests were held. Of these 50 deaths, 3 were cases of suicide, and 1 of 
homicide, while the remaining 46 were attributed to accident or negligence. 
Six of these were referred to vehicles in the streets, 5 to drowning, 1 to 
the effects of chloroform administered for surgical purposes, and 1% 
(including 12 of infants under one year of age), to suffocation in bed. 


CASES of INFECTIOUS SICKNESS IN HOSPITALS.* 

According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever 
Hespitals there were 3725 cases of scarlet fever, 1045 of diphtheria, and 176 
of enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last (Table 
3). The admissions during the week, as compared with those in the 
preceding three weeks, were as follow :—Of scarlet fever, 440 cases, against 
358, 349, and 400; of diphtheria, 155 cases, against 167, 165, and 157; and of 
enteric fever, 28 cases, against 28, 22, and 22. 

GREATER LONDON. 

In Greater London 3624 births and 1816 deaths were registered, corre- 
sponding to annual rates of 80-0 and 15-1 per 1000 of the estimated population, 
In the Outer Ring 4 deaths from measles, 7 from scarlet fever, 20 from 


diphtheria, 6 from whooping-cough, 5 from “fever,” and 9 from diarrhea 


were registered. Two deaths from scarlet fever, 3 from diphtheria, and 
4 from “fever” occurred in West Ham district ; 5 deaths from diphtheria 
were registered in Hendon district, and 4 in Edmonton district.

THIRTY-THREE GREAT TOWNS. 

The deaths registered last week in THIRTY-THREE GREAT TOWNS of England 
and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 16°9 per 1000 of their aggregate 
population, which is estimated* at 10,992,524 persons in the middle of this year. 
The deaths registered in each of the last four weeks in the several towns, 
alphabetically arranged, corresponded to the following annual rates per 1000 :—

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from meas/es, 1:0 in Burnley, 1-4 in Preston, and 2:4. in 
Wolverhampton ; from scarlet fever, 1:0 in Sheffield ; from whooping-cough, 
1:0 in Swansea; from “ fever,’ 1:0 in Derby and in Sheffield, and 1°8 in 
Preston ; and from diarrhea, 1:2 in Blackburn, 1-4 in Preston, and 1°7 in 
Bolton. The 81 deaths from dphtheria included 55 in London, 5 in 


‘Birmingham, 4 in West Ham, and 3 in Liverpool. No death from small-pox 


was registered in any of the thirty-three towns. 
LONDON. 


In LonpDont 2610 BIRTHS and 1442 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 41, and the deaths 133, below 
the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. The 
annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 15°3, 15:5, and

in the London Fever Hospital, in the Middlesex County Lunatic Asylum at Wandsworth, and in the 
Metropolitan Asyluras Board Hospitals within Registration London. As far as practicable, the deaths 
thus excluded from Registration London are, for the purposes of Tables 1, 6, and 7, added to the Outer 
Ring, or to other areas to which they belong. 
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16:1 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 16°8. During 
the four weeks ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 15-9 per 1000, 
being 1:4 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the 
ten years 1887-96. . 

The 1442 deaths included 48 from measles, 16from scarlet fever, 55 from 
diphtheria, 28 from whooping-cough, 1 from typhus, 22 from enteric fever, 
22 from diarrhea and dysentery, and not one death from small-pox, from 
any ill-defined form of continued fever, or from cholera; thus, 192 deaths | 
were referred to these diseases, being 4 below the corrected average weekly 
number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 29, 19, and 41in the preceding three 
weeks, further rose last week to 48, and were 16 above the corrected average ; 
11 cases belonged to Camberwell, 3 to Kensington, 3 to St. Pancras, 3 to Bethnal - 
Green, 3 to St. Saviour Southwark, and 3 to Batterseasanitary areas. Thedeaths 
from scarlet fever, which had been 19, 20, and 18 in the preceding three weeks, 
further fell last week to 16, and were 13 below the corrected average ; 3 
cases belonged to Greenwich sanitary area. The deaths from diphtheria, 
which had been 49, 53, and 45 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last 
week to 55, and were 3 above the corrected average; 6 cases belonged to 
Islington, 5 to Hackney, 5 to Battersea, and 4 to Camberwell sanitary areas. 
The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 22, 21, and 18 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 28, and were 4 above the 
corrected average; 4 cases belonged to Limehouse sanitary area. The death 
from typhus was that of a man, age 72, who died at Tyrrell Street, -in 
Bethnal Green sanitary area. The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had 
been 17, 24, and 14 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 
22, and were 4 above the corrected average ; 3 cases belonged to Kensington, 
and 3 to St. George-in-the-East sanitary areas. The deaths from diarrhea, 
which had been 43, 32, and 31 in the preceding three weeks, further fell 
last week to 22, and were 17 below the corrected average. The deaths 
referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 167, 176, and 
268 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 279, but were 29 
below the corrected average. The deaths attributed directly to influenza 
numbered 11, having been 2, 7, and 5 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 43 deaths, concerning all of which 
inquests were held. Of these 43 deaths, 1 was a case of suicide, and 1 of 
homicide, while the remaining 41 were attributed to accident or negligence. 
Nine of these were referred to vehicles in the streets, 2 to drowning, and 
10 (of infants under one year of age), to suffocation in bed. 


CASES of INFECTIOUS SICKNESS IN HOSPITALS.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever 
Hospitals there were 3585 cases of scarlet fever, 1057 of diphtheria, and 190 
of enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last (Table 
3). The admissions during the week, as compared with those in the 
preceding three weeks, were as follow :—Of scarlet fever, 342 cases, against 
349, 400, and 440; of diphtheria, 153 cases, against 165, 157, and 155; and of 
enteric fever, 28 cases, against 22, 22, and 28. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3626 births and 1868 deaths were registered, corre- 
sponding to annual rates of 30°1 and 15:5 per 1000 of the estimated population. 
In the Outer Ring 7 deaths from measles, 4 from scarlet fever, 16 from 
diphtheria, 5 from whooping-cough, 9 from ‘f fever,” and 7 from diarrhea 
were registered. Six cases of diphtheria and 6 of “fever” occurred in 
West Ham district ; 4 deaths from diphtheria occurred in Hendon district. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 30°13 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 53°7, the latter being 4°7 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of the air being 5 per 
cent. below the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered bright 
sunshine in the week was 22°4 hours ; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°11 of an inch.

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measies, 1:0 in Birmingham, 15 in Burnley, 1:6 in 
Blackburn, 2°2 in Halifax, and 2-4 in Wolverhampton; from scarlet fever, 
1-0 in Derby and 1°6 in Halifax; from “fever,” 1:2 in Blackburn and in 
Sheffield, and 1:5 in Sunderland; and from diarrhea, 1:4 in Preston, and 
20 in Burnley and in Blackburn. In no case did the death-rate from 
whooping-cough reach 1:0 per 1000 in any of the thirty-three towns. The 
98 deaths from diphtheria included 65 in London, 5 in Liverpool, 4 in 
West Ham, 4 in Birmingham, 3 in Cardiff, 3 in Wolverhampton, and 3 in 
Leicester. No death from small-pox was registered in any of the thirty- 
three towns. 





LONDON. 
In Lonpont 2540 BIRTHS and 1514 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 140, and the deaths 84, below 
the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. The 
annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 15°5, 16°1, and 
168 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 17-7.

The 1514 deaths included 58 from measles, 22 from scarlet fever, 65 from 
diphtheria, 17 from whooping-cough, 23 from enteric fever, 1 from an ill- 
defined form of continued fever, 16 from diarrhcea and dysentery, and not 
one death from small-pox, from typhus, or from cholera; thus, 202 deaths 
were referred to these diseases, being 16 above the corrected average weekly 


‘number. 


The deaths from measles, which had been 19, 41,and 48 in the preceding three 
weeks, further rose last week to 58, and were 20 above the corrected average ; 
10 cases belonged to Camberwell, 5 to Islington, 4 to Hackney, 4 to St. George- 
in-the-East, 4 to Poplar, and 4 to Bermondsey sanitary areas. Thedeaths from 
scarlet fever, which had been 20, 18, and 16 in the preceding three weeks, 
rose again last week to 22, but were 7 below the corrected average. ‘The deaths 
from diphtheria, which had been 53, 45, and 55 in the preceding three weeks, 
further rose last week to 65, the corrected average being 48; 7 cases belonged to 
Poplar, 6 to St. Pancras, 5 to Bethnal Green, 4 to Battersea, 4 to Camberwell, 
4 to Greenwich, 3 to Fulham, 3 to Hackney, and 3 to Plumstead sanitary 
areas, The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 21, 18, and 28 
in the preceding three weeks, fell last week to 17, and were 7 below the 
corrected average. The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had been 24, 14, 
and 22 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 23, 
and were 6 above the corrected average ; 3 cases belonged to St. Pancras, 
3 to Camberwell, 2 to Westminster, 2 to St. Marylebone, and 2 to Greenwich 
sanitary areas. The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 32, d1, and 22 
in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 16, and were 13 
below the corrected average.

THIRTY-THREE GREAT TOWNS. 

The deaths registered last week in THIRTY-THREE GREAT TOWNS of England 
and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 18:1 per 1000 of their aggregate 
population, which is estimated at 10,992,524 persons in the middle of this year. 
The deaths registered in each of the last four weeks in the several towns, 
alphabetically arranged, corresponded to the following annual rates per 1000 :—

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measies, 1:0 in Gateshead, 1:1 in Manchester, 1:2 in 
Blackburn, 1:8 in Wolverhampton, and 2°2 in Halifax; from “fever,” 1:0 
in Huddersfield and in Gateshead ; and from diarrhea, 1:0 in Burnley, I'l in 
Oldham, 1:2 in Blackburn, and 1°8 in Preston. In no case did the death-rate 
from scarlet fever or from whooping-cough reach 1:0 per 1000 in any of the 
thirty-three towns. The 82 deaths from diphtheria included 59 in London, 
5 in Cardiff, 3 in Wolverhampton, and 3 in Birmingham. No death from 
small-pox was registered in any of the thirty-three towns. 

LONDON. 

In LONDONt{ 2751 BIRTHS and 1586 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 15 above, and the deaths 96 below, 
the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. The 
annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 16:1, 16°8, and 
177 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 18:5. During

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the four weeks ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 17-3 per 1000, 
being 1:2 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the — 
ten years 1887-96. 

The 1586 deaths included 74 from measles, 20 from scarlet fever, 59 from 
diphtheria, 19 from whooping-cough, 24 from enteric fever, 20 from 
diarrhea and dysentery, and not one death from small-pox, from typhus, 
from any ill-defined form of continued fever, or from cholera; thus, 216 
deaths were referred to these diseases, being 21 above the corrected average 
weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 41, 48, and 58 in the preceding 
three weeks, further rose last week to 74, exceeding the corrected average by 
25; 10 cases belonged to St. George-in-the-East, 9 to Hackney, 6 to Islington, — 
6 to Battersea, 5 to Shoreditch, 5 to Bermondsey, and 5 to Camberwell — 


sanitary areas. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 18, 16, and 22 


in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 20, and were 8 below 
the corrected average; 3 cases belonged to Bethnal Green sanitary area. 


The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 45, 55, and 65 in the preceding 


three weeks, fell again last week to 59, but were 11 above the corrected 
average; 7 cases belonged to Battersea, 5 to Mile End Old Town, 5 to 
Poplar, 4 to St. Pancras, 4 to Newington, 3 to Hackney, 3 to Lambeth, and 
3 to Camberwell sanitary areas. The deaths from whooping-cough, which 
had been 18, 28, and 17 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last 
week to 19, but were 4 below the corrected average. The fatal cases of 
enteric fever, which had been 14, 22, and 23 in the preceding three weeks, 
further rose last week to 24, and were 4 above the corrected average ; 3 
cases belonged to St. George Hanover Square, 3 to Hackney, 2 to Islington, 
2 to St. George Southwark, 2 to Camberwell, and 2 to Greenwich sanitary 
areas. The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 31, 22, and 16 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 20, but were 9 below the 
corrected average. The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, 
which had been 268, 279, and 326 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last 
week to 363, but were 37 below the corrected average. The deaths attri- 
buted directly to influenza numbered 7, having been 5, 11, and 6 in the 
preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 76 deaths, concerning all but 4 of which 
inquests were held. Of these 76 deaths, 11 were cases of suicide, and 3 of 
homicide, while the remaining 62 were attributed to accident or negligence. 
Hight of these were referred to vehicles in the streets, 13 to burns and scalds, 
and 11 (including 10 of infants under one year of age), to suffocation in bed. 


CASES of INFECTIOUS SICKNESS IN HOSPITALS.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever — 
Hospitals there were 3680 cases of scarlet fever, 1056 of diphtheria, and 166 — 
of enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last (Table ” 
3). The admissions during the week, as compared with those in the 
preceding three weeks, were as follow :—Of scarlet fever, 339 cases, against 
440, 342, and 416 ; of diphtheria, 164 cases, against 155, 153, and 168; and of 
enteric fever, 20 cases, against 28, 28, and 26. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3837 births and 2002 deaths were registered, corre- 
sponding to annual rates of 31-8 and 16-6 per 1000 of the estimated population. 
In the Outer Ring 6 deaths from measles, 4 from scarlet fever, 17. from 
diphtheria, 4 from whooping-cough, 2 from “fever,” and 5 from diarrhcea 
were registered. Six deaths from diphtheria occurred in West Ham district, — 
and 4 in Dartford district. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 30°1 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 45°7, the latter being 0°6 below the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was north-easterly, the horizontal movement of the air being 11 per 
cent. below the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered bright 
sunshine in the week was 19°1 hours ; no rain was measured during the week.

and from diarrhea, 1:0 in Burnley, 1*2 in Wolverhampton, and 1:7 in Bolton. 


In no case did the death-rate from whooping-cough reach 1:0 per 1000 in any 


of the thirty-three towns. The 7( deaths from diphtheria included 46 in 


London, 5 in Birmingham, 4 in Liverpool, 3 in Cardiff, and 3 in Leicester. 
No death from small-pox was registered in any of the thirty-three towns,

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LONDON. 





In LONDON* 2507 BIRTHS and 1660 DEATHS were registered. Allowing” 
for increase of population, the births were 198, and the deaths 5, below 
the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. The 
annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 16°8, 17°7, and 
18°5 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 19-4. During 
the four weeks ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 18:1 per 1000, 
being 1:0 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the 
ten years 1887-96. 

The 1660 deaths included 78 from measles, 20 from scarlet fever, 46 from 
diphtheria, 25 from whooping-cough, 20 from enteric fever, 21 from 
diarrhvea and dysentery, and not one death from small-pox, from typhus, 
from any ill-defined form of continued fever, or from cholera; thus, 210 
deaths were referred to these diseases, being 21 above the corrected average 
weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 48, 58, and 74 in the preceding ~ 
three weeks, further rose last week to 78, and were 28 above the corrected — 
average ; 10 cases belonged to Hackney, 9 to Lambeth, 8 to Bermondsey, — 
7 to Shoreditch, 7 to Camberwell, 6 to Battersea, and 5 to Islington sanitary 
areas. ‘The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 16, 22, and 20 in the 

- preceding three weeks, were again 20 last week, and were 7 below the 
corrected average ; 3 cases belonged to St. George-in-the-Hast sanitary area. 
~The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 55, 65, and 59 in the preceding ~ 
three weeks, further fell last week to 46, the corrected average being 51; 

5) cases belonged to Poplar, 4 to Kensington, 4 to St. Pancras, 4 to Wands- — 
worth, 4 to Camberwell, 3 to Fulham, 3 to Clerkenwell, and 3 to Battersea — 
sanitary areas. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 28, 17, 
and 19 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 25, the 
corrected average being 24; 4 cases belonged to Shoreditch, and 4 to Mile 
Kind Old Town sanitary areas. The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had 
been 22, 23, and 24 in the preceding three weeks, fell last week to 20, but 
were 2 above the corrected average ; 2 cases belonged to Islington, and 2 ¢ 
St. Giles sanitary areas. The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 22, 16, 
and 2() in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 21, and 
exceeded the corrected average by 4. The deaths referred to diseases of — 
the respiratory organs, which had been 279, 326, and 363 in the preceding 
three weeks, further rose last week to 420, and were 14 above the corrected 
average. The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 8, having 
been 11, 6, and 7 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 43 deaths, concerning all but 1 of which — 
inquests were held. Of these 43 deaths, 2 were cases of suicide, and 1 of | 
homicide, while the remaining 40 were attributed to accident or negligence. i 
Four of these were referred to vehicles in the streets, 10 to burns, and 11 _ 
(of infants under one year of age) to suffocation in bed. 


CASES of INFECTIOUS SICKNESS IN HOSPITALS. 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever 
Hospitals there were 3777 cases of scarlet fever, 1066 of diphtheria, and 160 
of enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last (Table 
3). The admissions during the week, as compared with those in the 
preceding three weeks, were as follow :—Of scarlet fever, 460 cases, against 
d42, 416, and 339; of diphtheria, 149 cases, against 153, 168, and 164; and of 
enteric fever, 25 cases, against 28, 26, and 20.

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GREATER LONDON. 

In Greater London 3483 births and 2088 deaths were registered, corre- 
sponding to annual rates of 28-9 and 17-3 per 1000 of the estimated population. 
In the Outer Ring 16 deaths from measles, 1 from scarlet fever, 26 from 
diphtheria, 6 from whooping-cough, 5 from “fever,” and 3 from diarrhoea 

were registered. Ten deaths from diphtheria occurred in Edmonton, 4 in 
Dartford, 3 in Hendon, and 3 in West Ham districts. Four fatal cases of 
measles were registered in Croydon, 4 in Edmonton, and 4 in West Ham 
districts. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29-93 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 48°0, the latter being 4°-2 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of the air being 27 per 
cent. below the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered bright 
sunshine in the week was 3°7 hours ; the measured rainfall amounted to 0:18 of an inch. 





RETURNS OF LONDON WATER COMPANIES, 


The LONDON WATER CoMPANIES have been good enough to furnish the following account of 
the number of services and the average daily amount of water supplied during the month of 
October 1897.

SIR, 

I HAVE to report to you the results of the chemical analysis, and of the physical and 
bacterioscopic examination, of the waters supplied to the inner, and portions of the outer, 
circle of the Metropolis during the month of October. 

At the request of the Associated Metropolitan Water Companies I have extended these 
monthly examinations to (a) the bacterioscopic and chemical condition of the raw river waters 
at the intakes of the various Companies, and (0%) to the bacteriology of the water as it issues 
from the filter beds of each Company, and before it is pumped into the distributing mains. 

T append, also, the results obtained in the analyses of the waters supplied to Birmingham 
and Glasgow by their respective Corporations. These analyses were made by Dr. Hill of 
Birmingham and Dr. Mills of Glasgow.

All.the numbers contained in columns 4, 5, 6, 7, 8,9, 10,and 11, relate to 100,000 parts of the 
waters. The table is to be read thus :-—The Thames water collected on the 26th of October at 
the Grand Junction Company’s intake had a temperature of 10°1°C.; 100,000 lbs. of it contained 
30°44 lbs. of solid matter; the organic substances, constituting a portion of this matter, 
contained *196 lb. of carbon and ‘034 lb. of nitrogen.’ The above quantity of water also 
contained ‘008 lb. of ammonia and ‘202 lb. of nitrogen in the form of nitrates and nitrites, 
whilst the total amount of combined nitrogen in every form was °243 lb. The above weight 
of water also contained 1°9 lb. of chlorine, and 20:0 lbs. of carbonate of lime, or an equivalent 
amount of other hardening or soap-destroying ingredients. 

The numbers in the analytical ‘lable can be converted into grains per imperial gallon by 
multiplying them by 7, and then moving the decimal point one place to the left. The same 
operation transforms the hardness in the Table into degrees of hardness on Clark’s scale, 
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Taking the average amount of organic impurity in a given volume of Kent Company’s 
water during the nine years ending December 1876, as unity, the proportional amount 
contained in an equal volume of water supplied by each of the Metropolitan Water Companies, 
was :—Kent 0°9, New River 1:4, East London (river supply) 1:9, Chelsea 2:0, East London 
(deep well) 2:2, West Middlesex, Grand Junction, Lambeth and Colne Valley 2°3, and 
Southwark 3°3. The unfiltered waters contained the following proportions :—Thames at 
Hampton 3:9, New River Cut 1:6, and Lea at Angel Road 3:5. 

_ The Thames at Hampton was, on October 26th, turbid and pale yellow in colour; it was 
of average chemical but bad bacterial quality. The water supplied by the five Companies 
drawing from this river was, in every case, efficiently filtered before delivery. The bacterial 
purity was also highly satisfactory, except in the case of two of the samples which, however, 
infringed only very slightly the standard of 100 microbes per c.c. The bacterial improvement 
effected by the various Companies is expressed by the following percentage numbers :— 
Chelsea 99°96, West Middlesex 99°89, Southwark (No. 4 filter well) 99°93, (No. 6. filter 
well) 99:26, (general supply from Hampton) 99°76, Grand Junction (general well at 
Hampton) 99°39, (general well at Kew) 99°92, and Uambeth 99°88, 

The New River Cut, before entering the storage and subsidence reservoirs of the New River 
Company, was, on October 28th, turbid and very pale yellow in colour. It was of excellent 
chemical and fairly good bacterial quality. After efficient filtration, it was delivered to 
consumers of most excellent chemical and bacterial quality, surpassing, in organic purity, the 
majority uf the deep well waters. The bacterial improvement in a sample from the general 
filter well is represented by the following percentage number, 99°62. 

The water taken from the Lea at Angel Road by the East London Company was turbid 
and pale yellow in colour. !t was of average chemical and fairly good bacterial quality. 
After efficient filtration, it was delivered to consumers of most excellent chemical and 
bacterial quality, exceeding, in organic purity, the majority of the deep well waters, The 
bacterial improvement effected by this Company is expressed by the following percentage 

“numbers :—No. 1 Essex filter well 99°56, No. 2 Essex well 99°45, and Middlesex filter 
well 98.79. 

The deep well waters of the Kent and Colne Valley Companies were clear and bright 
without filtration, but that of the Hast London Company was slightly turbid. The Kent 
Company’s water possessed a very high degree of organic purity, but the samples of the 
Colne Valley and Hast London Companies were, organically, somewhat less pure than the best 
of the river waters. The Colne Valley Company’s supply was softened before delivery, and 
thus rendered suitable for washing. 

Seen through a stratum two feet deep, the Kent and Colne Valley waters were clear and 
colourless, the East London (deep well) slightly turbid and colourless, and the New River 
clear and nearly colourless, whilst the remaining waters were clear and very pale yellow. 

The bacterioscopic examination of the river waters, before and after storage, and of the 
waters delivered by the various Companies, and collected on the 26th, 27th, 28th, and 
29th of October, yielded after due incubation, the results contained in the following 
table :—

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Meteorological Observations. 
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THIRTY-THREE GREAT TOWNS. 

The deaths registered last week in THTIRTY-THREE GREAT TOWNS of England 
and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 18-6 per 1000 of their aggregate 
population, which is estimated* at 10,992,524 persons in the middle of this year. 
The deaths registered in each of the last four weeks in the several towns, 
alphabetically arranged, corresponded to the following annual rates per 1000 :—

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measies, 1:0 in London, in Birmingham, in Hudders- 
_ field, in Leeds, and in Gateshead, 2°9 in Burnley, 3°8 in Halifax, and 4°0 in 
Blackburn; from scarlet fever, 1:0 in Derby, and 1°6 in Halifax; from 
whooping-cough, 1:2 in Newcastle-upon-Tyne ; from -“ fever,” 1:0 in Derby 
and in Salford, and 1°5 in Huddersfield ; and from diarrhea, 271 in Gateshead. 
The 64 deaths from diphtheria included 37 in London, 6 in Liverpool, and 
3 in Wolverhampton. One death from small-pox was registered in Bristol, 
but not one in any other of the thirty-three towns. 


LONDON. 

In LoNDON} 2780 BIRTHS and 1617 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 129 above, and the deaths 70 below, 
the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. The 
annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 17:7, 18°5, and 

19-4 in the preceding three weeks, fell last week to 18°9. During the

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four weeks ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 18°6 per 1000, 
being 0°8 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the 
ten years 1887-96. 

The 1617 deaths included 86 from measles, 27 from scarlet fever, 37 from 
diphtheria, 29 from whooping-cough, 15 from enteric fever, 8 from diarrhea 
and dysentery, and not one death from small-pox, from typhus, from any 
ill-defined form of continued fever, or from cholera; thus, 202 deaths were ~ 
referred to these diseases, being 7 above the corrected average weekly = 
number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 58, 74, and 78 in the preceding 
three weeks, further rose last week to 86, and were 35 above the corrected 
average ; 10 cases belonged to St. Pancras, 8 to Hackney, 8 to Battersea, — 
7 to Lambeth, 5 to Stepney, and 5 to Mile End Old Town sanitary areas. 7 
The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 22, 20, and 20 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose last week to 27, and were 2 above the corrected 
average; 5 cases belonged to Kensington, 3 to Islington, and 3 to Poplar 
sanitary areas. ‘The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 65, 59, and 46 — 
in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 37, the corrected. 
average being 48; 4 cases belonged to Lewisham, 3 to Si. Marylebone, — 
3 to St. Pancras, 3 to Bethnal Green, 3 to Wandsworth, and 3 to Camberwell — 
Sanitary areas. The deaths from whooping -cough, which had been 17, 19m 
and 25 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 29, but 
were 3 below the corrected average ; 4 cases belonged to Bethnal Green, 
oto Limehouse, and 3 to Poplar sanitary areas. ‘I'he fatal cases of enteric fever, — 
which had been 23, 24, and 20 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last — 
week to 15, the corrected aver age being 20; 4 cases belonged to St. Pancras, 
and 3 to Wandsworth sanitary areas. The deaths from diarrhea, which had 
been 16, 20, and 21 in the preceding three weeks, fell last week to 8, and 
were 10 below the corrected average. The deaths reierred to diseases of 
the respiratory organs, which had been 326, 363, and 420 in the preceding © 
three weeks, fell last week to 414, and were 12 below the corrected average, — 
The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 14, having been 6, i 
and 8 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 74 deaths, concerning all but 3 of which 
inquests were held. Of these 74 deaths, 6 were cases of suicide, and 1 of 
homicide, while the remaining 67 were attributed to accident or negligence. © 
'T'wo of these were referred to vehicles in the streets, 13 to burns and scalds, 
6 to drowning, 6 to poison (including 1 to the effects of chloroform 
administered for surgical purposes), and 15 (of infants under one year of age) 
to suffocation in bed. 


























CASES of INFECTIOUS SICKNESS IN HOSPITALS.* 

According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever 
Hospitals there were 3792 cases of scarlet fever, 1064 of diphtheria, and 163" 
enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last (Table 
3). The admissions during the week, as compared with those in the 
preceding three weeks, were as follow :—Of scarlet fever, 397 cases, against 
416, 339, and 460; of diphtheria, 150 cases, against 168, 164, and 149; and of z 
enteric fever, 27 cases, against 26, 20, and 25. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3800 births and 2090 deaths were red toe corre- 
sponding to annual rates of 31:5 and 17:3 per 1000 of the estimated population. 
In the Outer Ring 7 deaths from measles, \4 from Scarlet fever, 11 from 
diphtheria, 10 from ee irce ai. 7 from “fever,” and 8 from diarrhea 
were registered. Five deaths from diphtheria occurred in West Ham, and 
3 in Edmonton districts. Three deaths from measles were registered in 
Barking Town sub-district. a

The deaths registered last week in THIRTY-THREE GREAT TOWNS of England 
and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 202 per 1000 of their aggregate 
population, which is estimated” at 10,992,524 persons in the middle of this year.

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measiles, 1:0 in Burnley, 1-1 in West Ham and in 
Sunderland, 1:2 in Birmingham, 1'+ in London and in Oldham, 15 in 
Huddersfield, 3:1 in Swansea, 3°8 in Halifax, and 7:9 in Blackburn; from 
scarlet fever, 1:0 in Burnley ; from whooping-cough, 1°2 in Sheffield ; from 
“ fever,’ 13 in Bristol, 1-4 in Preston, and 1°9 in Birkenhead ; and from 
diarrhea, 1:0 in Gateshead. The 97 deaths from diphtheria included 63 in 
London, 8 in Leeds, 4 in West Ham, 4 in Burnley, and 3 in Manchester. No 
death from small-pox was registered in any of the thirty-three towns. 


LONDON. 

In LOoNDONt 2523 BIRTHS and 1794 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 148 below, and the deaths 98 above, 
the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. ‘The 
annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 18°d, 19:4, and 
18-9 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 21:0. During the

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four weeks ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 19°5 per 1000, 
being (0:2 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the 
ten years 1887-96. 

The 1794 deaths included 120 from measles, 27 from. scarlet fever, 63 from 
diphtheria, 35 from whooping-cough, 21 from enteric fever, 13 from diarrhcea 
and dysentery, 1 from cholera, and: not one death from small-pox, from 
typhus, or from any ill-defined form of continued fever; thus, 280 deaths 
were referred to these diseases, being 75 above the corrected average weekly 
number, | 

The deaths from measles, which had been 74, 78, and 86 in the preceding 
three weeks, further rose last week to 120, and-were 66 above the corrected 
average ; 12 cases belonged to Lambeth, 10 to Bermondsey, 10 to Hackney, 
9 to Islington, 9 to Shoreditch, 9 to Camberwell, 7 to Newington, 6 to Poplar, 
and 5 to Battersea sanitary areas. The deaths from scarlet fever, which 
had been 20, 20, and 27 in the preceding three weeks, were again 27 last 
week, the corrected average being 28; 4 cases belonged to Shoreditch, 

3 to Fulham, and 3 to Battersea sanitary areas. The deaths from diphtheria, 

“which had been 59, 46, and 37 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last 
week to 63, and were 13 above the corrected average; 6 cases belonged to 
. Lambeth, 5 to Battersea, 4 each to St. Pancras, Islington, Hackney, and 
Wandsworth, and 3 each to Paddington, Kensington, ‘Bethnal Green, 
“Newington, and Bermondsey sanitary areas. The deaths from whooping- 
cough, which had been 19, 25, and 29 in the preceding three weeks, further 
rose last week to 35, the corrected average being 36; 9 cases belonged to 
Islington sanitary area. The fatal cases of enteric Sever, which had heen 24, 
20, and 15 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 21, the 
corrected average being 20; 3 cases belonged to Hackney, and 2 each to 
Chelsea, St. Pancras, Islington, Clerkenwell, and Camberwell sanitary areas. 
The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 20, 21, and 8 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose again last week to 13, but were 3 below the corrected 
average. The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which 
had been 363, 420, and 414 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last 
week to 471, and were 36 above the corrected average. The deaths attributed 
directly to influenza numbered 9, having been 7, 8, and 14 in the preceding 
three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 74 deaths, concerning all but 1 of which 
inquests were held. Of these 74 deaths, 8 were cases of suicide, and 1 of. 
homicide, while the remaining 65 were attributed to accident or negligence. 
Two of these were referred to vehicles in the streets, 12 to burns and scalds, 
9 to drowning, and 18 (including 17 of infants under one year of age), to 
suffocation in bed. 


CASES of INFECTIOUS SICKNESS IN HOSPITALS.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever 
~ Hospitals there were 3818 cases of scarlet fever, 1052 of diphtheria, and 
‘155 of enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last 
(Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared with those in 
the preceding three weeks, were as follow:—Of scarlet fever, 375 cases, 
against 339, 460, and 397 ; of diphtheria, 158 cases, against 164, 149, and 150 ; 
and of enteric fever, 19 cases, against 20, 25, and 27. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3533 births and 2273 deaths were registered, corre- 
sponding to annual rates of 29°3 and 18-8 per 1000 of the estimated population. 
In the Outer Ring 22 deaths from measles, 2 from scarlet fever, 14 from 
diphtheria, 7 from whooping-cough, 6 from “ fever,” and 5 from diarrhoea 
were registered. Eight deaths from measles, 5 from diphtheria, and 4 from 
“fever” occurred in West Ham district ; 4 deaths from measles occurred in 
Staines district, and 4 in Edmonton district. 


METEOROLOGY. 

The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 30°25 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 43°°4, the latter being 1°4 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90, 
The direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of the air being 40 per 
cent. below the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered bright 
sunshine in the week was 7°9 hours ; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°38 of an inch.

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measies, 1:0 in Birmingham and in Derby, 1-1 in 
Sunderland, 1:3 in Iondon, in Brighton, in Leeds and in Sheffield, 1:5 
in Burnley, 2:1 in Swansea, 2°5 in Oldham, 2-6 in Huddersfield, 3°3 in 
‘Halifax, 3°6 in Gateshead, and 4-4 in Blackburn; from whooping-cough, 1:3 
in Bolton and 1:4 in Norwich ; and from “fever,” 1:0-in Derby. In no case 
did the death-rate from scarlet fever or from diarrhea reach 1-0 per 1000 in 
any of the thirty-three towns. The 89 deaths from diphtheria included 52 in 
London, 7 in Burnley, 5 in Liverpool, 4 in Cardiff, and 4 in Wolverhampton. 
No death from smail-pox was registered in any of the thirty-three towns,

21:0 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 20°2. During the 
four weeks ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 19:9 per 1000, 
being 0:3 per 1000 above the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the 
ten years 1887-96. 

The 1725 deaths included 108 from measles, 21 from scarlet fever, 52 from 
diphtheria, 38 from whooping-cough, 16 from enteric fever, 15 from diarrhwa 
and dysentery, and not one death from small-pox, from typhus, from any 
ill-defined form of continued fever, or from cholera; thus, 250 deaths were 


referred to these diseases, being 47 above the corrected average weekly 


number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 78, 86, and 120 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell again last week to 108, but were 50 above the corrected 
average ; 13 cases belonged to Lambeth, 11 to St. George Southwark, 8 to 
Newington, 8 to Camberwell, 7 to Islington, 7 to Mile End Old Town, 6 to 
Shoreditch, 6 to St. George-in-the-East, 6 to Poplar, and 6 to Battersea sani- 
tary areas. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 20, 27, and 27 
in the preceding three. weeks, fell again last week to 21, and were 7 below 
the corrected average; 3 cases belonged to Camberwell sanitary area. The 
deaths from diphtheria, which had been 46, 37, and 63 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell again last. week to 52, but were 5 above the corrected 
average ; 7 cases belonged to Hackney, 7 to Lambeth, 4 to Kensington, 4 to 
St. Pancras,and 4 to Lewisham sanitary areas. The deaths from whooping-cough, 
which had been 25, 29, and 35 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last 
week to 38, the corrected average being 36. The fatal cases of enteric fever, 
which had been 20, 15, and 21 in the preceding three weeks, fell again 
last week to 16, and were 2 below the corrected average ; 2 cases belonged to 
Islington, 2 to Hackney, 2 to St. George-in-the-Kast, and 2 to Camberwell 
sanitary areas. The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 21, 8, and 13 
in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 15, the corrected 
average being 16. The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, 
which had been 420, 414, and 471 in the preceding three weeks, fell again 
last week to 418, but were 3 above the corrected average. The deaths 
attributed directly to influenza numbered 4, having been 8, 14, and 9 in the 
preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 58 deaths, concerning all but 2 of which 
inquests were held. Of these 58 deaths, 6 were cases of suicide, and 4 of 
homicide, while the remaining 48 were attributed te accident or negligence. 
_ Five of these were referred to vehicles in the streets, 1 to the effects of an 
anesthetic administered for surgical purposes, and 18 (of infants under ene 
year of age), to suffocation in bed. 


CASES of INFECTIOUS SICKNESS IN HOSPITALS.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever 
Hospitals there were 3811 cases of scarlet fever, 1056 of diphtheria, and 
155 of enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last 
(Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared with those in 
the preceding three weeks, were as follow:—Of scarlet fever, 328 cases, 
against 460, 397, and 375; of diphtheria, 147 cases, against 149, 150, and 158 ; 
and of enteric fever, 19 cases, against 25, 27, and 19. 


GREATER LONDON. 

In Greater London 3397 births and 2205 deaths were registered, corre- 
sponding to annual rates of 28:2 and 18°3 per 1000 of the estimated population. 
In the Outer Ring 32 deaths from measles, 3 from scarlet fever, 15 from 
diphtheria, 9 from whooping-cough, 2 from “fever,” and 5 from diarrhea 
were registered. Fifteen cases of measles occurred in Barking Town sub- 
district, and 5 cases in Edmonton district; 6 cases of diphtheria occurred in 
Edmonton district. ; 


: METEOROLOGY. 

The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°64 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 39°0, the latter being 1°8 below the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of the air being 42 per 
cent. above the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered bright 
sunshine in the week was 14°3 hours ; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°15 of an inch.

The deaths registered last week in THIRTY-THREE GREAT TOWNS of England 
and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 20°8 per 1000 of their aggregate 
population, which is estimated* at 10,992,524 persons in the middle of this year.

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measles, 1:3 in Bristol, 1-4 in London, 1°5in Sheffield, 
17 in Leeds, 1:8 in Oldham, 1:9 in Birmingham, 2-0 in Burnley, 2:2 in 
Halifax, 3:2 in Blackburn, 4°2 in Swansea, and 5:7 in Gateshead ; from 
whooping-cough, 1:7 in Bolton and 1°8 in Oldham; and from diarrhea, 
14 in Oldham, 1°5 in Burnley, and 1:7 in Bolton. In no case did the death- 
rate from scarlet fever or from “fever” reach 1:0 per 1000 in any of the 
thirty-three towns. The 85 deaths from diphtheria included 58 in London, 
6 in Leeds, and 3 in Wolverhampton. No death from small-pox was 
registered in any of the thirty-three towns.

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LONDON. 


In LONDON* 2489 BIRTHS and 1866 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 68 below, and the deaths 119 above, 
the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. The 
annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 18-9, 21:0, and 
20:2 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 21°8. During the 
four weeks ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 20°5 per 1000, 
being 0:6 per 1000 above the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the 
ten years 1887-96. ~ | 

The 1866 deaths included 122 from measles, 18 from scarlet fever, 58 from 
diphtheria, 46 from whooping-cough, 14 from enteric fever, 12 from diarrhea 
and dysentery, and not one death from small-pox, from typhus, from any 
ill-defined form of continued fever, or from cholera; thus, 270 deaths were 
referred to these diseases, being 59 above the corrected average weekl 
number. | 

The deaths from measles, which had been 86, 120, and 108 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose again last week to 122, and were 62 above the corrected 
average ; 11 cases belonged to Lambeth, 10 to Battersea, 10 to Fulham, 
8 to Islington, 8 to St. Saviour, Southwark, 8 to Camberwell, 7 to Shoreditch, 
7 to Mile End Old Town, and 7 to Poplar sanitary areas. The deaths from 
scarlet fever, which had been 27, 27, and 21 in the preceding three weeks, 
further fell last week to 18, and were 9 below the corrected average ; 3 cases 
belonged to Fulham sanitary area. The deaths from diphtheria, which had 
been 37, 63, and 52 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 
58, exceeding the corrected average by 4; 7 cases belonged to Camberwell, 
5 to Poplar, 4 to St. Pancras, and 3 each to Paddington, Kensington, Shore. 
ditch, Bethnal Green, and Lambeth sanitary areas. The deaths from whoopings 
cough, which had been 29, 35, and 38 in the preceding three weeks, further 
rose last week to 46, and were 8 above the corrected average; 5 cases 
belonged to Hackney, and 4 each to Poplar, Lambeth, Camberwell, and 
Greenwich sanitary areas. The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had been 
15, 21, and 16in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 14) 
and were 4 below the corrected average; 2 cases belonged to Fulham, 2 te 
Shoreditch, and 2 to Mile End Old Town sanitary areas. The deaths from 
diarrhea, which had been 8, 13, and 15 inthe preceding three weeks, fell again 
last week to12,and were within 1 of the correctedaverage. Thedeaths referred 
to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 414, 471, and 418 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 468, and were 40 above th 
corrected average. The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 10 
having been 14, 9, and 4 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 64 deaths, concerning all but 2 of which 
inquests were held. Of these 64 deaths, 3 were cases of suicide, while the 
remaining 61 were attributed to accident or negligence. Six of these wer 
referred to vehicles in the streets, 13 to burns and scalds, and 9 (including 
8 of infants under one year of age), to suffocation in bed. . 


CASES of INFECTIOUS SICKNESS IN HOSPITALS.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Feyel 
Hospitals there were 3806 cases of scarlet fever, 1110 of diphtheria, and 
151 of enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last 
(Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared with those in 


the preceding three weeks, were as follow:—Of scarlet fever, 319 cases, 
against 397, 375, and 328; of diphtheria, 165 cases, against 150, 158, and 147; 
and of enteric fever, 21 cases, against 27, 19, and 19. )

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GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3454 births and 2414 deaths were registered, corre- 
sponding to annual rates of 28°6 and 20:0 per 1000 of the estimated population. 
In the Outer Ring 40 deaths from measles, 4 from scarlet fever, 20 from 
diphtheria, 7 from whooping-cough, 1 from “fever,” and 5 from diarrhoea 
were registered. Twelve deaths from measles occurred in Barking Town sub- 
district, 9 in Edmonton district, 8 in West Ham district, and 5 in Kingston 
district ; 8 deaths from diphtheria occurred in West Ham district. 


METEOROLOGY. 

The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°51 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 41°-7, the latter being 1°1 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was south-westerly, the horizontal movement of the air being 41 per 
cent. above the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of bright sunshine 
registered in the week was 9°1 hours ; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°86 of an inch,

Water-analysis Laboratory, The Yews, Reigate, 
6th December 1897. 


SIR, 

I HAVE to report to you the results of the chemical analysis, and of the physical and 
pacterioscopic examination, of the waters supplied to the inner, and portions of the outer, 
circle of the Metropolis during the month of November. 

At the request of the Associated Metropolitan Water Companies I have extended these 
monthly examinations to (a) the bacterioscopic and chemical condition of the raw river waters 
at the intakes of the various Companies, and (/) to the bacteriology of the water as it issues 
from the filter beds of each Company, and before it is pumped into the distributing mains. 

I append, also, the results obtained in the analyses of the waters supplied to Birmingham 
and Glasgow by their respective Corporations. These analyses were made by Dr. Hill of 
Birmingham and Dr, Mills of Glasgow.

All the numbers contained in columns 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10,and 11, relate to 100,000 parts of the 
waters. The table is to be read thus :—The Thames water collected on the 24th of November at 
the Grand Junction Company’s intake had a temperature of 7°5° C.; 100,000 lbs. of it contained 
31°64 lbs. of solid matter; the organic substances, constituting a portion of this matter, 
contained *158 lb. of carbon and ‘040 1b. of nitrogen. The above quantity of water also. 
contained ‘014 lb. of ammonia and ‘279 lb. of nitrogen in the form of nitrates and nitrites, 
whilst the total amount of combined nitrogen in every form was ‘330 lb. The above weight 
of water also contained 19 lb. of chlorine, and 22:4 lbs. of carbonate of lime, or an equivalent 
amount of other hardening or soap-destroying ingredients. 

The numbers in the analytical Table can be converted into grains per imperial gallon by 
multiplying them by 7, and then moving the decimal point one place to the left. The same 
operation transforms the hardness in the Table into degrees of hardness on Clark’s scale. 

Taking the average amount of organic impurity in a given volume of Kent Company’s 
water during the nine years ending December 1876, as unity, the proportional amount 
contained in an equal volume of water supplied by each of the Metropolitan Water Companies, 
was :—Kent 0°7, New River 0°7, Chelsea and Lambeth 1:5, East London (deep well) 1°6, 
(river supply) 1:7, Colne Valley 1:8, Southwark 2:0, West Middlesex 2°1, and Grand 
Junction 2-4. The unfiltered waters contained the following proportions :—Thames at 
Hampton 3:4, New River Cut 1:5, and Lea at Angel Road 3:1. ¥ 
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The Thames at Hampton was, on November 24th, turbid and pale yellow in colour ; it was 
of good chemical but bad bacterial quality. The water supplied by the five Companies 
drawing from this river was, in every case, efficiently filtered before delivery. The ‘bacterial 
purity was also with one exception, highly satisfactory. The bacterial improvement effected 
by the various Companies is expressed by the following percentage numbers :—Chelsea 99°82, 
West Middlesex 99°46, Southwark (No. 4 filter well) 99°46, (No. 8 filter well) 98°65, 
(general supply from Hampton) 99°43, Grand Junction (general well at Hampton) 97°27, 
(general well at Kew) 98°32, (south well at Kew) 99°76, and Lambeth 99°73. 

The New River Cut, before entering the storage and subsidence reservoirs of the New River 
Company, was, on November 26th, turbid and very pale yellow in colour., It was of excellent 
chemical but indifferent bacterial quality. After efficient filtration, it was delivered to 
consumers of most excellent chemical and bacterial quality, being equal to the best of the 
deep well waters in organic purity whilst one of the filters was actually delivering absolutely 
sterile water at the time my samples were taken. The bacterial improvement found in the 
remaining samples is expressed by the following numbers :---General filter well 98°97, and 
No. 6 filter well 99°59, 

The water taken from the Lea at Angel Road by the Hast London Company was turbid 
and pale yellow in colour. It was of good chemical but bad bacterial quality. After efficient 
filtration, it was delivered to consumers of excellent chemical quality, rivalling, in organic 
purity, some of the deep well waters. One of the filters, however, was yielding water which 
considerably infringed the standard of 100 microbes per c.c., but the other filters examined were 
giving excellent results. The bacterial improvement effected by this Company is expressed 
by the following percentage numbers :—No. 1 Essex filter well 97:9, No. 2 Essex well 99°84, 
and Middiesex well 99°86. - : 

The deep well waters of the Kent and Colne Valley Companies were clear and bright 
without filtration, but that of the Hast London Company was very slightly turbid. All the 
deep well waters were of excellent chemical quality and possessed a high degree of organic 
purity ; and the Colne Valley Company’s supply was softened before delivery, thus rendering 
it suitable for washing. 

Seen through a stratum two feet deep, the Kent, Colne Valley and New River waters were 
clear and colourless, the East London (deep well) very slightly turbid and colourless, 
whilst the remaining waters were clear and pale yellow. 

The bacterioscopic examination of the river waters, before and after storage, and of the 
waters delivered by the various Companies, and collected on the 24th, 25th, 26th, and 
er of November, yielded after due incubation, the results contained in the following

The deaths registered last week in THIRTY-THREE GREAT TOWNS of England 
and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 2(0°6 per 1000 of their aggregate 
population, which is estimated* at 10,992,524 persons in the middle of this year. 
The deaths registered in each of the last four weeks in the several towns,

The highest annual death-rates per 1UQU living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measles, 1:0 in Leeds and in Gateshead, 1:1 in 
Halifax, 1°2.in Wolverhampton and in Hull, 1:3 in West Ham, in Birming- 
ham, and in Sheffield, 1:5 in Derby and in Sundertand, 1°6 in London, 1:7 in 
Brighton, 1-8 in Oldham, 2-9 in Bristol, 3-2 in Blackburn, and 3°6 in Swansea ; 
and from whooping-cough, 1:1 in Sunderland and 1:9 in Norwich. In no 
case did the death-rate from scarlet Jever, from “fever,” or from diarrhea 
reach 1-0 per 1000 in any of the thirty-three towns. The 94 deaths from 
diphtheria included 63 in London, 6 in Liverpool, 4 in Birmingham, and 3 in 
Leeds. No death from small-pox was registered in any of the thirty-three 
towns. 

LONDON. 

In LonDont 2623 BIRTHS and 1795 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 38, and the deaths 44, above 
the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. The 
annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 21:0, 20:2, and

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91-8 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 21-0. During the 
four weeks ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 21-0 per 1000, 
peing 0:9 per 1000 above the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the 
ten years 1887-96. 

The 1795 deaths included 134 from measles, 19 from scarlet fever, 63 from 
diphtheria, 45 from whooping-cough, 23 from enteric fever, 10 from diarrhvea 
and dysentery, and not one death from small-pox, from typhus, from any 
ill-defined form of continued fever, or from cholera; thus, 294 deaths were 
referred to these diseases, being 82 above the corrected average weekly 
number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 120, 108, and 122 in the preceding 
three weeks, further rose last week to 134, and were 75 above the corrected 
average; 13 cases belonged to Lambeth, 9 to Hackney, 9 to Shoreditch, 
Y to Bethnal Green, 9 to Poplar, 9 to Battersea, 8 to Islington, 8 to Newington, 
7 to Mile End Old Town, 6 to St. Pancras, 5 to Fulham, and 5 to Chelsea 
sanitary areas. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 27, 21, and 18 
in the preceding three weeks, were 19 last week, the corrected average 
being 23. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 63, 52, and 93 in 
the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 63, and were 12 above 
the corrected average; 9 cases belonged to Hackney, 9 to Camberwell, 9 to 
Islington, 5 to Lambeth, and 4 to Wandsworth sanitary areas. The deaths 
from whooping-cough, which had been 35, 38, and 46 in the preceding three 
weeks, were 45 last week, being just equal to the corrected average ; 11 cases 
belonged to Hackney, and 7 to Poplar sanitary areas. The fatal cases of 
enteric fever, which had been 21, 16, and 14 in the preceding three weeks, 
rose again last week to 23, and were 4 above the corrected average ; 3 cases 
belonged to Islington, 3 to Poplar, 3 to Bermondsey, and 3 to Camberwell sani- 
tary areas. The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 13, 15, and 12 in the 
preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 10, and were 4 below the 
corrected average. The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, 
which had been 471, 418, and 468 in the preceding three weeks, fell again 
last week to 457, but were 19 above the corrected average. The deaths 
attributed directly to influenza numbered 17, having been 9, 4, and 10 in the 
preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 60 deaths, concerning all but 1 of which 
inquests were held. Of these 60 deaths, 10 were cases of suicide, and I of 
homicide, while the remaining 49 were attributed to accident or negligence. 
Seven of these were referred to vehicles in the streets, 1 to the effects of 
ether administered for surgical purposes, and 9 (of infants under one year of 
age), to suffocation in bed. 


Cases of INFECTIOUS SICKNESS IN HOSPITALS.” 
According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever 
Hospitals there were 3733 cases of scarlet fever, 1109 of diphtheria, and 
138 of enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last 
(Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared yith those in 
the preceding three weeks, were as follow:—Of scarlet fever, 260 cases, 
against 375, 328, and 319; of diphtheria, 166 cases, against 158, 147, and 160 ; 
and of enteric fever, 19 cases, against 19, 19, and 21. 


GREATER LONDON. 

In Greater London 3679 births and 2324 deaths were registered, corre- 
sponding to annual rates of 30°5 and 19°3 per 1000 of the estimated population. 
In the Outer Ring 40 deaths from measles, 5'from scarlet fever, 16 from 
diphtheria, 13 from whooping-cough, 4 from “fever,” and 3 from diarrhea 
were registered. Kleven deaths from measles occurred in West Ham district, 
and 10 in Edmonton district; 6 deaths from diphtheria occurred in Hendon 
district. 

METEOROLOGY. 
The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°67 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 46°2, the latter being 6°2 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was south-westerly, the horizontal movement of the air being 17 per 


cent. above: the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of bright sunshine 
registered in the week was 13°5 hours ; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°63 of an inch,

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measles, 1:1 in Oldham, in Sunderland, and in 
Leeds, 1:3 in London, in Croydon, and in Brighton, 1°5 in Burnley, 1°6 in 
Halifax and in Swansea, 20 in Bristol, and 5-6 in Blackburn; from scarlet 
Jever, 10 in Huddersfield and 1-6 in Swansea; from whovping-cough, 1-0 in 
Gateshead and 1:1 in Plymouth ; and from “ fever,” 1-0 in Derby and 1:2 in 
Blackburn. In no case did the death-rate from diarrhea reach 1:0 per 1000 
in any of the thirty-three towns. The 89 deaths from diphtheria included 
»6 in London, 6 in Cardiff, 6 in Leicester and 4 in West Ham. No death 
from small-pox was registered in any of the thirty-three towns.

In Lonpont 2106 BIRTHS and 1555 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 385, and the deaths 266, below 
the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years.

Situated outside Registration London, but excluding deaths of persons not belonging to London occurring 
in the London Fever Hospital, in the Middlesex County Lunatic Asylum at Wandsworth, and in the 
Metropolitan Asyluras Board Hospitals within Registration London. As far as practicable, the deaths 
thus excluded from Registration London are, for the purposes of Tables l, 6, and 7, added to the Outer 





__ Ring, or to other areas to which they belong. 
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21:0 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to-18°2. During the 
four weeks ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 20:3 per 1000, 
peing 0°1 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the 
ten years 1887-96. 

The 1555 deaths included 112 from measles, 9 from scarlet fever, 56 from 
diphtheria, 57 from whooping-cough, 5 from enteric fever, 6 from diarrhcea 
and dysentery, and not one death from small-pox, from typhus, from any 
ill-defined form of continued fever, or from cholera; thus, 245 deaths were 
referred to these diseases, being 20 above the corrected average weekly 
number. 


The deaths from measles, which had been 108, 122, and 134 in the preceding 


three weeks, fell again last week to 112, but were 39 above the corrected 
average ; 9 cases belonged to Newington, 9 to Lambeth, 8 to St. George 
Southwark, 8 to Fulham, 7 to Hackney, 6 to St. Pancras, 6 to Islington, 6 to 
Battersea, 5 to Shoreditch, 5 to Mile End Old Town, and 5 to Bermondsey 
sanitary areas. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 21, 18, and 19 
in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 9, and were 15 below 
the corrected average. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 52, 58, 
and 63 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 56, but were 12 
above the corrected average ; 7 cases belonged to Poplar, 6 to Islington, 4 to 
St. Pancras, 4 to Fulham, and 4 to Camberwell sanitary areas. The deaths 
from whooping-cough, which had been 38, 46, and 45 in the preceding three 
weeks, rose again last week to 57, the corrected average being 54; 6 cases 
belonged to Hackney, 5 to Clerkenwell, and 5 to Mile Knd Old Town sani- 
tary areas. The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had been 16, 14, and 23 
in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 5, and were ll below 
the corrected average. The deaths from diarrhea, which had |jbeen 15, 12, 
and 1i in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 6, and were 
8 below the corrected average. The deaths referred to diseases of the respira- 
tory organs, which had been 418, 468, and 457 in the preceding three weeks, 
further fell {last week to 352,and were 128 below the corrected average. 
The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 15, having been 4, 10, 
and 17 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 79 deaths, concerning all but 2 of which 


inquests were held. Of these 79 deaths, 8 were cases of suicide, and 2 of 


homicide, while the remaining 69 were attributed to accident or negligence. 
Six of these were referred to vehicles in the streets, 10 to burns and 
scalds, and 13 (of infants under one year of age), to suffocation in bed. 


CASES of INFECTIOUS SICKNESS IN HOSPITALS.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever 


Hospitals there were 3619 cases of scarlet fever, 1086 of diphtheria, and 
129 of enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last 
(Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared with those in 
the preceding three weeks, were as follow:—Of scarlet fever, 222 cases, 


against 328, 319, and 260; of diphtheria, 143 cases, against 147, 165, and 166 ; 


and of enteric fever, 11 cases, against 19, 21, and 19. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 2898 births and 2066 deaths were registered, corre- 
sponding to annual rates of 24:0 and 17:1 per 1000 of the estimated population. 
In the Outer Ring 26 deaths from measles, 1 from scarlet fever, 17 from 
diphtheria, 14 from whooping-cough, 5 from “fever,” and 1 from diarrhoea 


were registered. Nine deaths from measles occurred in Edmonton district, — 
and 4 in Wimbledon sub-district. Seven deaths from diphtheria and 3 from

“fever” occurred in West Ham district. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 30°28 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 35°°3, the latter being 2°°9 below the week's average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was easterly, the horizontal movement of the air being 35 per cent. 
below the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered bright sunshine 
registered in the week was 12°9 hours ; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°02 of an inch,

The deaths registered last week in THIRTY-THREE GREAT TOWNS of England 


and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 24:9 per 1000 of their aggregate 


population, which is estimated* at 10,992,524 persons in the middle of the year

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measles, 1‘) in Huddersfield, 1:2 in Birmingham, 
14 in Oldham, 1‘5 in Cardiff, in Sheffield, and in Sunderland, 1°6 in 
Bradford, 1:7 in Croydon, 1:9 in London, 2:0 in Burnley, 2:1 in Brighton, 


_ 22 in Halifax, 2°5 in Bristol, 3°6 in Swansea, and 44 in Blackburn ; 


from whooping-cough, 1:0 in Swansea, 1:1 in Birmingham, 1:2 in Wolver- 
hampton and in Salford, 1-7 in Leeds, and 2°4 in Norwich; from “fever,” 
1:3 in Bolton ; and from diarrhea, 1:2 in Wolverhampton. In no case did 
the death-rate from scarlet fever reach 1:0 per 1000 in any of the thirty-three 


‘towns. The 88 deaths from diphtheria included 53 in London, 6 in Cardiff, 


4 in Birmingham, 4 in Liverpool,4 in Leeds, 3 in Manchester, and 3 in 
Sheffield. No death from small-pox was registered in any of the thirty-three 
towns.

In| LonDon} 2363 BIRTHS and 2360 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 208, and the deaths 380, above 
the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. The

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18-2 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 276. During the 
four weeks ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 22:2 per 1000, 
peing 0:8 per 1000 above the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the 
ten years 1887-96. 

The 2360 deaths included 164 from measles, 11 from scarlet fever, 53 from 
diphtheria, 75 from whooping-cough, 14 from enteric fever, 13 from 
diarrhcea and dysentery, and not one death from small-pox, from typhus, 
from any ill-defined form of continued fever, or from cholera; thus, 330 
deaths were referred to these diseases, being 97 above the corrected average 
weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 122, 134, and 112 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose again last week to 164, and were 91 above the corrected 
average ; 19 cases belonged to Shoreditch, 16 to Fulham, 13 to Islington, 
12 to Camberwell, 10 to Newington, 10 to Bermondsey, 8 to St. Pancras, 8 to 
Hackney, and 8 to St. George Southwark sanitary areas. The deaths from 
scarlet fever, which had been 18, 19, and 9 in the preceding three weeks, rose 
again last week to 11, but were 9 below the corrected average ; 2 cases belonged ~ 
to Camberwell sanitary area. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 
58, 63, and 56 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week 
to 53, the corrected average being 45; 5 cases belonged to Fulham, 5 to 
Islington, 5 to Hackney, 4 to Chelsea, and 4 to Camberwell sanitary 
areas. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 46, 45, and 
57 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 75, and were 
11. above the corrected average; 14 cases belonged to Hackney, 7 to 
Bethnal Green, and 6 to Poplar sanitary areas. The fatal cases of enteric — 
fever, which had been 14, 23, and 5 in the preceding three weeks, rose again 
last week to 14, the corrected average being 16; 2 cases belonged to Islington, 
and 2 to Poplar sanitary areas. The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 
12, 11, and 6 in the preceding three weeks, rose last week to 13, and were 
within 1 of the corrected average. The deaths referred to diseases of the 
respiratory organs, which had been 468, 457, and 353 in the preceding three 
weeks, rose again last week to 702, and were 132 above the corrected average. 
The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 29, having been 10, 17, 
and 15 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 117 deaths, concerning all but 3 of 
which inquests were held. Of these 117 deaths, 8 were cases of suicide, 
and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 108 were attributed to accident or 
negligence. Four of these were referred to vehicles in the streets, 10 to 
a conflagration, 25 others to burns and scalds, 14 to drowning, 1 to the effects 
of chloroform administered for surgical purposes, and 22 (including 21 of © 
infants under one year of age), to suffocation in bed. 


CASES of INFECTIOUS SICKNESS IN HOSPITALS.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever 
Hospitals there were 3572 cases of scarlet fever, 1070 of diphtheria, and 
166 of enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last 
(Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared with those in 
the preceding three weeks, were as follow:—Of scarlet fever, 273 cases, 
against 319, 260, and 222; of diphtheria, 142 cases, against 165, 166, and 143 ;_ 
and of enteric fever, 16 cases, against 21, 19, and 11. : 

GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3213 births and 3046 deaths were registered, corre- 
sponding to annual rates of 26°6 and 25:2 per 1000 of the estimated population. 
In the Outer Ring 52 deaths from measles, 6 from scarlet fever, 13 from 
diphtheria, 8 from whooping-cough, 4 from “fever,” and 5 from diarrhea 
were registered. Fifteen deaths from measles occurred in EHEdmonton 
district, 12 in West Ham district, and 7 in Romford district. Four deaths 
from diphtheria occurred in Edmonton district. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°51 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 45°1, the latter being 6°6 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was south-westerly, the horizontal movement of the air being 
58 per cent. above the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered 
bright sunshine in the week was 5:0 hours ; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°65 of an inch,
